The eleventhisection of the act concerning dower, approved March 20th, 1835, 
provides in substance that no marriage made prior to, and in contemplation of 
marriage, shall be a bar to dower unless it is expressed. on the face of such con- 
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tact to be in full disckarge of all elaim for dower. 

The bill under consideration subjects all marriage contracts to the doubtful | 
construction of our courts of law, where it is not expressed on the face of such 
contracts to be in-lieu-ef-dower. WS 

The Committee are of opinion, therefore, that the present law ismuch more 
liberal in its provisions, and affords more certain and ample protection to the - 
rights and interests of widows. |

Sm: Itake the liberty of solicit- 
ing you to lay before the Legislature of your State, at as carly a day as is con- 
venient, the substance of the following remarks on the international exchange of 
the productions of nature, art and mind—a system which has received so many 
testimonials of approbation from the great, good and gifted of the present age, 
that I cannot but think you will approve of it, and lend your powerful aid to 
promote it _ Es 

, It is a lamentable fact that the United States does not now occupy that rank 
in European estimation to which her‘social and national position entitle her.— 


. She is either seen-through the distorted medium of a foreign press, or judged 


from the narrations of prejudiced travellers, who visit her shores merely to dis- 
cover such faults and foibles as will enable them to make a saleable book—re. 


ere of the scriptural injunction by which they should first see their home 


ailings. 

Had the people of Europe an opportunity of learniog your wise and salutary 
laws—the peaceful and yet powerful workings of your free government— your 
admiral institutions for the punishment of vice and the relief of honest poverty— — 
the freedom of your religious views, and the universal means of education which 
you possess—your public works and public press rivalling each other in public 
benefit—your immense natural rescurces and the enterprizing industry of your 
citizen—could this knowledge but be diffused bere, Europe would at once be 
forced to respect and admire you; and while proud that your continent was 
peopled by her sons—receive her citizens as brothers—as equals in this civilized 
and enlightened age. | gus 

This desideratum can easily be obtained. A few of the extra copies of the 
public documents which I learn fill lumber rooms in many of your capitols—a 
collection of your laws—an extra copy or two of the works of your authors and 
editors, who 1 confidently assert will cheerfully contribute them—and a collec- 
tion of your minerals—and the work is accomplished. _ The veil of ignorance 
which shuts out your country from view will fall, and she will stand in the eyes “ 
of Europe in her true dignity and glory, illuminated by the blaze of intellectual 
light, ever radiated from the constellation of stars that deck her standard! She 
will E known. She needs but to be known to be appreciated, admired and res- 
pected. Í P E r l 

But your State will reap a rich reward for thus elevating the national char- 
acter. The treasures which have for-centuries been accumulating in the vast 
storehouses of European knowledge—the works of her artists—inspired by the 
masterpieces of the world—the laws founded on the experience of ages, which 
direct her vast governments and protect her immense population— will be sent. 
you with.a profuse hand in exchange for what will cost a mere trifle. Value; 
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intrinsic value, wil} for á moment be taken into consideration. The Bulletin des 
lois, (240 volumes,) have already been sent for a copy of the revised ‘statutes 
of one.of your sister States, and you may expect a similar prolific return; a rat- 
tle-snake or a lizard may procure a copy of the Venus de Medicis, a State map, 
the geological map of France, published at a cost of 500 francs per copy, and 
notto be purchásed. In short, while the first mentioned object will be glori- 
ously effected —you will be real gainers by the exchange, and fill your State 
library,'or the collection of your University, with what it would cost immense 
suis to purchase. Indeed, a large proportion of the books and works of art 
thus to be obtained, belong to governmect, and cannot be purchased. 
--- Upwards of fout thousand scientific and useful works, maps, splendid engra- 
vings, a great number of fine medals, statues, &c., have already been presented 
to me by our Legislative Chambers, our ministers, city corporation, academies; 
universities, authors, artists and publishers, to be distributed in the United States 
in token of their sympathy, and in return for a few hundred books, maps, reports, 
pamphlets and engravings, brought by me from America, and distributed in the 
name of ihe States where they were presented to me, among our ministetial 
and public establishments. < 

The question naturally arises:—How is this exchange to be effected? Certain- 
ly not by the Minister of the United States, for he could not descend from his 
diplomatic position to attend to its details, even had he time to look after them. 
He could not charge his mind with all the new works, that he might demand 
them as they appeared. , 00 

He could not ask a minister fora work for a State, for he would not like to risk 
being reiused, as it would be an insult to his diplomatic character. Nor would 
he in the midst of one of.those national Dis of coldness which too often occur, 
when every word is formal and.every thought disguised, write a letter of thanks 
to your, orany other State, couched in the friendly and fraternal terms which 
should ever characterise scientific or literary intercourse. Besides he is often 

- changed, and ere he could become accustomed to the routine, might resign or be 

replaced by the government, giving place to a successor yet more ignorant of it. 
This lastreason is equally applicable to the consul, who is regarded in this coun- 
try as a mercantiie agent. , 

Since my return from America I have been unceasingly occupied in establish- 
ing a depot for international exchanges. l 


A place where every Stale can forward the productions of her intellect, indus- 
try, government and national re-ources, and exhibit them to Europe, for Paris 
is the literary and intellectual centre of the continent. A place from whence 
they can be discriminatingly distributed among those of our ministerial and pub- 

. lic libraries, to whom they especially belong, and by whom they will be duly 
appreciated. A place.where the government, writers, painters, sculptors, en- 

. gravers, geologists, and other learned sons of France, can offer their gilts to the 

| members of the American family as a token of brotherly sympathy, and in 
memory of those glorious days of yore, when their fathers marched shoulder to 
shoulder over victorious fields with the patriots of '76. 

The two nations then fought against despotism—let them again join in frai 
ternity to unchain the human mind, and elevate a republic of letters which shall 
not be jarred by petty conflicts, but 1narch proudly on to perfection over the 
broad pathway of mental improvement, with knowledge inscribed on her ban- 
her, reason fot a shield and the sword of truth. ` l 
: I have established this depot by request of many of the first men of both contis 
nents, and have been appointed as their agent to effect exchanges, by the Legis- 
lature of the State of Maine and the National Institute of the District of Co- 
lumbia. Nor do I hesitate to invite the Legislature of your State to enter into, 
the compact. J ask a small appropriation to cover the expenses of transporta- 
tion, postage, etc», for having devoted my time and property for years to this un- 
dertaking., My means do not allow me to defray the expenses longer, neither

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do I believe it would be acceptable to you to have me. Nor dolask the Le. 
gislature to vote an appropriation for the support of a scientific agency in Eu. 
rope, merely to aid me—but above all to secure its permanency, Were I forced 
by death or want of support to leave the office, it would be difficult to find (not 
a more able person than myself, )but one who- would devote his whole energy to 
so arduous a task, and sacrifice to it his time and fortune without being remuner. 
ated for his labors. Then all the fruits of my untiring exertions—all the sym. 
pathy 1 have been so fortunate as to awake on both sides of the Atlantic will be 
lost; and the edifice which the wisest men of -your_country have been helping 
me to erect, will fall to the ground, and-all traces of it vanish with my naire, 

I would take the liberty of suggesting that one-half of thesum thus granted 
be devoted to the agency, and the other halt be employed for the acquisition of 
scientific works, specimens of natural historv, etc., of the State, to be added to 
the documents and works belonging to the Legislature, destined for internation. 
alexchanges with Europe. | 

In conclusion, I can but say that if your legislature is disposed to uphold me, 
Ipledge my exertions to promote her interests, and without making windy pro. 
testations, ask that I may be judged by the fruits of my labors.

- The Committee to whom was referred the memorial of Alex- 
andre Vattemare, have had the same under consideration and submit the fol- 
lowing report: _ oe 

The’ memorialist is a subject of the King of the French, and desires- to effect 
a sysiem of exchanges between governments, literary and philosophical institu- 
tions, of the productions of nature, art and mind; upon the same principle that 
exchanges of laws now take place between the states df this union. This scheme 
in the opinion of the committee, must be productive of the. most beneficial re- 
sults, and is in every sense worthy of its distinguished author. - 

The memorialist has for many years devoted his time, talents and fortune to 
its accomplishment. For this purpose he has visited every part of Europe, and 


~Ma 


opened a communication with India, with Turkey and with Greece, securingin ` 


every instance, so far as your committe are informed, the ready co-operation and 
approbation of the learned and patriotic in each country. — . 

Some few years since, at the suggestion of Mr. Cass, the American Minister 
in Pasis, Mr. Vattemare visited this country to offer the benefits of his plan to 
the General Government and to the States. He was also advised to this by that 
- tried friend, the illustrious Lafayette, whose interest in the welfare and eleva- 
-tion of our country ceased only with his life. The obvious advantages of this 


scheme needs no labored argument from your committee to prove. For-years ` 


we have been testing and realizing these advantages by the exchange of laws 
and public documents which annually takes place between the States.

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‘The example of Maryland, (the first State, to her honor and praise be it said, 
to commence: this system‘of exchanges,) has been followed by nearly all the 
Sfates; and the plan of the memorialist extends this system of exchanges to 
France and other foreign countries. OE 32, 

To Missouri the plan of the memorialist is of great importance. The miner- 
alogical and geological resources of the State, though only partially known, are 
immense and rich beyond description—equally .so are the productions of her 
forests. These even in their crude state can, under the system of the memori- 
alist, be readily exchanged for the specimens of perfected art and skill in which 
the countries of Europe abound. 

The European nations are turning their attention with intense interest to the 
United States—to the workings - of our political machine, the mild and equal 
spirit of our laws—to the growth and onward march of these States in science, 
wealth and power; and through this exchange their statesmen and people gen- 
erally will acquire a knowledge ofour laws and institutions, not through the gar- 
bled statefnents of ignorant and slanderous travellers, butin the passing history 
of our country, its laws, and by witnessing specimens of its varied, rich and in- 
exhaustable productions. | 

Another reason which in the opinion of your committee should recommend 
this plan, is the fact that it comes from France; a nation to whom weowe a large 
debt of gratitude. In the hour of peril France stood nobly by us, and the conse- 
crated-memory of her generous conduct can never be effaced. We delight-to 
look back to the time, when her soldiers and officers “marched shoulder to shoul- 
der over victorious fields with the patriots of 76." The two nations then.fought 
against despotism ; let them again join in fraternity to unchain the human mind 
and elevate a republic of lettérs which shall not be jarred by petty ‘conflicts, but 
march proudly on to perfection over the broad pathway of mental improvement, 
E knowledge inscribed on her banner, reason for a shield and the sword of

Your committee would further state that in 1839 the Congress of the United. 
States ‘adopted thisscheme with great unanimity so far as they had constitution- 
al power to do so. 

Before this Louisiana had also approved and adopted it, appropriating from: 
three to six thousand dollars to carry it into effect. ay 

A short time after this the State of Maine resolved to share its promised ad- 
vantages, and made an appropriation of one thousand dollars to this purpose. 
In 1841 the State of Maryland, ever vigilant in the cause of education, resolved 
to add to her already extensive library whatever of worth and genius she might 
iecure in exchange for her laws, public documents and mineral productions. 

The'committee would further state that this generous and noble scheme has . 
received the sanction of nearlv all of the patriotic and literary men of our own 
and other nations not only for its probable results, but for the facility with 
which those results are accomplished. In the marked language of Washington 
Irvine, “It germinates libraries and collections promptly and almost without 
costs””—and in the not less forcible words of the memorialist himself, it enables 
every one by parting with that which is useless or of little value to him to ob- 
tain other and desirable objects. | 

In every view which your committee have taken, they are forced tothe con- 
dusion that the object is worthy of the prompt attention and acceptance of the: 
Legislature, and they therefore propose the adoption of the following ‘resolu-

The minority of the joint committee appointed to apportion the representa: 


tion in the Senate and House of Representatives, respectfully dissent from the | 
bill and action of the majority, and present the following facts as the grounds | 
of their dissent. The minority believe the action of the majority of the com- | 
mittee to have been hasty ard made without due consideration in the commit: | 
tee, When the minority asked for an exhibit of the population of the several | 
districts, their request was denied, and sufficient time was notallowed foranex- | 
amination either of the population of the districts or of the contiguity of the. | 
counties or compactness of the districts. The bill reported to the Senate was | 
presented to the committee and adopted by the majority without allowing time | 
to consider or to demonstrate itsimproprieties, in fact no such consideration was: | 


had in the committee. 


This transpired at the only meeting of the committee where there was any 
definite action. The minority dissent from the bill reported by the majority, | 
because of the great and glaring injustice done ‘in the population of the several | 
districts. A candid consideration of this objection will make it apparent to eve | 


_ ery. uabiassed mind. 


By the census of 1844 the ratio of the Senatorial representation is 7,006 free | 


white males to each district. In the apportionment as reported by the majority. 
there. are sixteen districts oyer, and seventeen under the ratio; and if the differ- 
ence in population between them was not great, this would not be-good ground. 
of objection; but the actual difference in population between several districts 1s 
nearly double. The 19th district composed of the counties of Shannon, Texas, 
. Madison, Ripley, Oregon and Reynolds, has a population of only 4730: free. 
white males, being 2276 less than the ratio, and 3803 less than the adjoining, 
20th district composed of the counties of Greene, Taney, Decatur and Wright; 
3823 less than the 11th district composed of the countiesof Macon, Adair Shel; 
by, and Randolph; and 3639. less than the third district, composed of Marion 
and Monroe; 3370less than the 13th district composed of Washington, Oraw- 
ford and Jefferson. This 19th district is from 2600 to 3600 less in its free white 
male population, than seventeen other districts. : 

This disparity in the opinion of the minority is too great to be overlooked or 
disregarded, when acting under the constitutional provision which requires the 
districts to be madeas near equal as may be. The 5th district composed of the 
counties of Sullivan, Patnam, Grundy, Macon, Harrison, and Gentry has.only 
5103 free white males, being from 1000 to 3000 less than a large number ofthe 


other districts, no good reason exists in the opinion of the minerity why these 


districts.are made so much smaller than the adjoining districts. — ^ — .. 
In our opinion due regard has not been had in several instances.to. the com 


I 
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guitj of the counties composing the districts, or of the interest and intercourse 
ofthe People of tlie several counties, with each other, or of the coincidence of 
their walitsvind-pursuits.’ — ^5 7 5 7707 | 

It should: have ‘been an-object, and the'bill-could have been eo framed, ds to 
have thrown éoutiguous counties. where the wants and. wishes of the people 
ware identical, their kiowledge of each other intimate, and their intercourse 
frequent, into the sani& district, thereby giving them the power to elect a rep: 
reséntative who would reflect the views and wishes of all, and not the antagon- 


jstical views of a.few or only a portion of the district. ` g 


Eor example, the Sth district which has a population of only 5103, is extend- 
ed along:tlie morthert line of the State 150 miles from ‘cast to west. The 13th 
district composed óf the counties of Callaway, Montgomery, Cole, Miller and 
Morgan, extends across the Missouri river. In this and other instances, so ob- 
vious as not tö need enumeration, this objection applies with a force and per- 
spicuity which réquire no comment. |

The bill reported by the majority makes three double districts, for which, in 
our opinion, there is neither necessity nor justification. These we will corisider 
separately. The 8th distric is doubled and is composed of the counties of Clay, 
Ray and Platte, and contains 14422 free white males. „By making a separate 
district.of the counties of Clay and Ray, that district would have a free white 
male population of 7803, aud the Platte district a population of 6610. In this 


‘division the Clay and Ray district would have less population: than five otlier 


districts, and thé Platte district would have more population “than nine"other 
distriéts in the.bill of the majority ; and when itis remembered in connexion 
with’ this, that thecounty of Platte is populating perhaps with more rapidity 
than any other county iu the State, we are at a loss for any justification for 
doubling this district. E ON H 

The 13th district's composed of the counties of Callaway, Montgomery, Cole, 
Miller and Morgan and has a population of 13246 free white males. This district 
extends from one extremity to the other, more than 100 miles and crosses the 


- Missouri river, throwing persons having little or'no intercourse of community of 


interest into the same district. If this had been divided, and ‘the counties of 


 Callawáy and Montgomery, both of which lie upon the north side of the Mis- 


souri.rivér and are a/joining. had been made one district, it would contain a 
free white male population of 6818, and the district on the south side of the Mis- 
souri rivér Composed of tlie counties of Cole, Miller aud Morgan would have a 
population of free white males of 6628. This injustice to the people of this 
district ‘cannot be justified upon the ground of the small amount of population 
in either distriét, for by the bill reported by the majority, there are nine other 
siugle districts containing less population than the smallest of these. On what 
ground-of just policy and rigtt are men living thus remotely from each other 
whose büsinéss, pursuits and local interest are so widely separated, who are kept 
separate by the naturaldivision of the Missouri river placed in the same district, 
when as separate districts they would have an equa) population with many oth- 
er districts and more than several others formed by the bill of the majority. 

The 94th district is doubled and is composed of the counties of Jackson, Van

able to find a compliance with this requirement in the bill reported. We had 
understood it to be the democratie doctrine professed, at least, to bring the rep. 
resentative as near to the pbople as possible, to give every portion of the people 
an equal representation and an equal voice in the legislature—and that no por. 
tion of the citizens of the land should be denied their equal and just rights be. 
cause of an honest difference of opinion upon political subjects. —- 

Whether the bill reported by the majority has been framed in any partieular 
with the purpose of smothering or, in effect, denying to a minority of the peo. 
ple their rights, we leave to the majority of the committe and the Senate to de- 
termine. 

There are several other unjust provisions in the bill reported by the majority, 
which we have not the time to notice at large. The formation of the 5th and 
llih districts, however, deserves a notice. 

The llth district is composed of the counties of Macon, Adair, Shelby and. ‘ 
Randolph, and has a population. of 8553 or an excess over theratio of 1347, 
‘whilst the Sth district which Adair county adjoins, and might well be made a 
part of. has only a population of 5103, being less than the ratio 1903. Nowif 
Adair had bcen taken from the llth district (and no sufficient reason can be as- 
signed why it should not.) the 11th would contain 7357 free white males, or 351 
over the proper ratio. If Adair was added to the 5th district it would contain 
6299 white males, or only 707 instead of 1903 less than the ratio. This great 
inequality in contiguous districts for which no justification can be offered upon 
us score of public policy and right, we trust will not besanctioned by the Legis- 
ature. "

Of the Committee on the Judiciary, on the bill entitled “an act to provide 


for the purchase of a certain claim on the lands selected for the seat of 
Government. Aë ) | 


Me, PRESIDENT: $i ` 
The committee on the judiciary on the part of the Senate, 

. acting jointly with the judiciary committee of the House, to whom was referred 

the Senate bill entitled, “an act to provide for the purchase of a certain claim 
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on the lands selected for the seat of government,” have had the same under con- 
sideration and instruct me to report as follows: TT 

The committe found great difficulty in investigating the legality of the claim 
in question (commonly called the De Lisle claim,) from the absence of many 
important facts connected with the same. But from the evidence before them, 
they are of opinion that, however fraudulent the claim may have been original- 
ly, it is now entitled to-grave consideration. 

The party claiming under De Lisle, propose to sell to the State all their right, 
title and interest for the sum of four thousand dollars. , 

The claim covers a great portion of the improved part of Jefferson City, in- 
cluding the ground on which the State Capitol is situated—involving an amount 
of property not far short of a million of dollars. - 

By lapse of time much of the evidence that might have been preserved to 
show fraud in the transaction, has been destroyed, and the same cause is in 
constant operation to diminish daily, that which remains. In the event, there- 
fore, that the Legislature refuses the overtures fora compromise as above stated, 
the committee recommend immediate steps to be taken by the State, to take 
depositions, de bene esse, of persons now living who may be able to give impor- 
tant information as to the circumstances attending the location of this mysteri- 
ous claim. | ^ - | 

The probable expenses of defending the title of the State in the event of the 
institution of suit would amount to the sum of four thousand dollars. By pay- 


. ing that amoünt now, the title of the State will be quieted, and allrisk avoi- 


ded. 
Under all the circumstances. and from the best lights in their possession, the 


" committee are of opinion, apart from the question of title, that it would be the’ 


part of wisdom to accede to the-proposed compromise; and; for that purpose, 
recommend that all after the enacting clause of the bill be struck out, and the 
amendment herewith submitted inserted in lieu thereof, and the same as amend- 
ed be passed.

Lisle claim, and to take from those having title to said tract of land under or 
through Baptiste De Lisle, proper conveyances of said land to this State. 
Provided however, That such land can be purchased for a sum not exceeding 
four thousand dollars. 


$ 2. The guardians or other persons having the care, custody or manage- 
ment of the estate of any minors interested in said tract of land or entitled to 
the same under, by or through said De Lisle are hereby authorised and empow- 
ered to grant, bargain, sell and convey all the right, title and interest of their 
wards to said land, to this State whenever the same shall be purchased by the 
Governor as herein before provided. 


§ 3. The sum of four thousand dollars is hereby appropriated out of any 
money which may be in the treasury, to carry into effect this act, payable on 
the requisition of the Governor, in two equal annual instalments; the first in. 
stalment'to be paid whenever the proper conveyances of said tract of land are 
filed in the office of . 

This act to take effect from and after its passage.

L Theclaim of the State of Missouri is founded upon the acceptance oi 
the fourth proposition contained in the sixth section of the act of Congress of 
March 6th 2820. “To authorise the people of the Missouri territory to farm 
a constitution and State government.” &c.; which proposition is as follows: 


“That four entire sections of land be, and the same:are hereby granted to the 


said State, for the purpose of fixing their seat of government thereon, which 
said sections shall under the direction of the Legislature of said State, be loca- 
ted as near as may be, in one body, at any time, in such township: and ranges as. 
the Legislature atoresaid may select on any of the public lands of the United 
States, provided that such locations shall be made prior to the public sale of the 
lands of the United States surrounding such location.” Ka 

This proposidon was accepted by the State in the “ordinance” of the-19th 
July, 1820. 

On the 16th of November 1820, the State passed an act appointing commis- 
sioners to select a site for a permanent seat of government. The commission- 
ers were required to select four sections of land, belonging to the United States, 
which shall not have been exposed to publicsale, situated on the bank of the 
Missouri river, and within forty miles of the mouth of the Osage river. : 

The commissioners were required to make a report of their proceedings tq 
the next General Assembly thereafter. ' "urs 

By an act passed on the 28th of June, 182!, the commissioners were allowed 
further time to perform their duties until the next General Assembly thereafter. 

It appears, however, that o resolation was passed on the same day viz, 28th 
June, 1821, requiring the Goverüor io notify the surveyor for Illinois, Missouri 
and Arkansas, and also the Register of the land office, that the commissioners 
had seleeted the fractional sections 6, 7 and 8, and the entire sections 17 and 18 
and so much of the north part of section 19 and 20, as would make 4 sections 
in fractional township, <4, south of the Missouri, in range 1l, west of the 5th 
principal meridian, and to request the surveyor and register, to withhold the 
same from sale or location, until the General Assembly might determine wheth- 
er said selection would be accepted by the State. 

The General Assembly on the Aler December, 182!, passed an act accepting 
the above selection of the commissioners for a site for a permanent seat of gov: 
ernment. l 

On the llth of January, 1822, an act was passed appointing commissioners 
to meet and lay off a town to be calied the “City of Jefferson," on the above 
lands. - ; 

On the Lítn of December, 1522, a resolution was passed requesting the Gov- 
ernor to notify the-President of the United States of the above selection, and 
to requést him to issue a patent thorefor. 

On the [9th December, 1822 an act was passed appointing trustees for the 
City of Jefferson, and providing for the sale of lots therein. 

By the 9th section of this act the trustees were required to contract for the 
removal of the New Madrid or DeLisle claim, and were authorised ‘to pay for 
the removal of the claim a sum.not exceeding four thousand dollars; provision 
was also made in this act for condemning certain of the lots if the owners .of 
the claim refused to remove it.. TP AM DS 

Although some of the above acts do not constitute any bart of the. title:ef 
the State to the lands in question, yet it is proper to refer to them, in order to 
give a full view of the subject.

The Senate having referred a bill originating in the Hoüse which provides for 
tLe extension of the corporate limits of the town of Columbia to a select com- 
mittee who haye acted thereon, and the committee not concurring in an pani- 
mous report; I take the liberty of suggesting the views entertained by me in 
opposition to the majority. l 
The facts arrived atin the committee were as follows: l 
That many years since the county court incorporated that town, including 
the town lots laid off by the proprietors for a town, upon the petition of two 
, thirds of. the inhabitants, the area of which is about one quarter section of land, 
and the corporation has so existed’ up to the present time. That improvements 
of a valuable character have been made-by owners of property upon the lan 
surrounding and adjacent to the town, and the university of the State becoming 
lgcated :ipon,those adjacent.lands, has accelerated the settlements and improye- 
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ments upon the lands to secure its advantages.’ The town is an interior one 
containing about 700 inhabitants, not more than one-fifth of the town lots have 
been improved, and unimproved ones are always in market at very cheap price, 
inviting purchasers; and in all probability will not be needed for such purposes 
for many years to come.

To this application of the town citizens, the owners of land and the resident 
country citizens, unitedly and unanimously have dissented and sent in their re- 
monstrance. l i 

Upon this state of facts, the bill contemplates incorporating some 225 acres of 
additional land, together with the citizens upon it, with their property. — 

To this measure [ cannot consent, and will briefly assign my reasons. 

1. Itisin violation of the established law of the land, which limits thein- 
corporation of a town to the extent of the lots laid out for town purposes; 


and which require the assent of two-thirds of the citizens before they are sub- 


ject to any such incorporation. ; 
The intent of this extension is solely for taxing, for raising money to aid the 
-town in paying their present ot future engagements, for such purposes this Le- 
gislatare possesses no such power without the consent of those to be taxed; 
there exists no necessity to extend it for an increasing population. There is 
now ample means for such objects in the lots vacant and in market, and no pros- 
pect of any population requiring morethan those lots. There is no fact pre- 
sented which places this town, within any known exception to the general law 
for incorporating towris.

2. "The fact of the election of the inhabitants to seek an incorporation un- 
der the general law, and to define their own limits, and acquiescing under it,

Of the Committee on the State Tobacco Warehouse, submitted Feb. 21,. 1845, 


Mr. PRESIDENT: el | 
The committee appointed by the Senate and House of Repre: 
sentatives to examine the State tobacco warehouse, its condition, prospects, &c. 
would most respectfully beg leave to make the following report as the result of 
their investigation. i 
That in pursuance of the resolution adopted for that purpose, the committee 
proceeded to St. Louis, and met at the warehouse and organised on Friday, the 
27th of December, 1844. 
The attention of the committee was first called to the amount of money ré- 


ceived and expended from the time the warehouse conimenced its operation up 


to the first day of January, 1845. | 

For this purpose Mr. H. Rea, one of the inspectors at the Staté tobacco ware- 
house; was examined; and be produced his books, which exhibited the following 
state of facts: .

He states that in Virginia and Kentucky they had separate inspections ; that 
, many persons had forwarded their tobacco to more distant markets and had lost 
by it, whilst others had profited by selling in St. Louis; that there is à great di- 
versity of opinion in regard to the propriety of selling tobacco here and forward- 
ing it—some supposing it to be more profitable to’ forward, whilst others prefer 
to risk the St. Louis market.—Also that buyers purchased in a great degree up- 
` on their own judgment, The crop of this year is estimated at 15000 Hogs- 
heads and is of a superior quality to the crop of last year. : 
A considerable portion of our tobacco is purchased by. Kentucky manufac- 
turers. Mr. Withers who is extensively engaged in the manufacturing of to- 
bacco, says that Missouri tobacco is of a much finer quality than the Virginia 
tobacco. Healsothinks much more tobacco would be inspected in St. Louis 
ifa regular inspection could be ke kept up. The farmers generally have not 
bestowed the necessary attention to the management of their tobacco, which 
has kept foreign buyers in a great measure from our markets. This difficulty, 
however, can be removed by the farmers if they will take more care in the man- 
aging and pr SSES their tobacco for market. Too much fire should be avoid- 
: 6 
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-ed,and this is a fault to.be found with many of our planters. They-should fire 
as little as possible,so the stems are well cured.  Different-sorts or qualities of 
tobacco should not be put in the same hogshead—and tobacco should not be pri- 
zed when too high in order. The hogshead should be 40 inches in the head, 
‘and should contain from 1200 to 1400 lbs. Planters of Missouri have improved. 
very much within the last two years. ` ` EN 
.. Inspection of tobacco should be uniform to give character to our tobacco mar- 
ket, abroad and at home. 
. Where different warehouses exist, one warehouse has the advantage over an- 
other on account of the superiority of inspectors as judges of that article, if that 
superiority exist. 
t The market for tobacco at St. Louis is gradually improving and has heen well 
sustained, and that the competition as it exists in our market is more favorable 
to the farmers than to the tobacco buyers, : 
Purchasers increase as the crop of tobacco increases. Franklin county sells 
the greatest proportion of her tobacco, both good and bad, in this market, and 
has succeeded better in hor sales and Las sold more fine tobacco in St. Louis than 
anyother county in the State. 

Other counties would frequently sell their inferior tobacco in St. Louis and 
send their best tobacco to some other market. This vear the Franklin tobacco 
has taken the premium and sold for the highest price of any.in the State. (Man- 
ufactuiing) the best quaiity would have brought $13 per hundred. The high- 
est price for which tokacco sold was $11,50 per hundred. Jackson county took 
ihe premium on shipping tobacco that brought $4,30 at Planters warehouse.— 
Mr. Shaw states, that one great injury to the tobacco trade here, was the fact 
that most of the best quality of tobacco was shipped to foreign markets, and the 
inferior quality of tobacco left to supply our market. He also.states that a uni- 
form and rigid inspection of tobacco’ would add much to the character of our 
market abroad. - 

Mr. Gray states, that in the year 1843, there arrived at St. Louis 20668 hogs- 
heids of tobacco. EM 

The amount sold in the year 1842, was 6815. The amount sold in the year 
- 1844, was 4363. Prices all the time were steady, fair. and uniform for fine to- 
tacco. ` - 

In 1843 there were passed 2, 755 hogsheads out of G845." In 1844, there 
were passed 1,859 hogsheads out of 4363; sold at the ware house 1150, of which 
512 were passed. 

He also states that considerable prejudice existed against, Missouri tobacco, re- 
sulting from the fact that a very large proportion of the best and finest quality 
of tobacco is sold at the barnes, and the lugs and inferior tobacco are sold in 
St. Louis. f = - i . 
.. Missouri tobaceo is frequently boughtand carried to Richmond, Virginia, and 
then reshipped as Virginia tobacco. It has been bought here and taken to Mem- 
phis aud reshipped as Kentucky tobacco. Missouri tobacco is supposed to be 
equal and perhaps superior to any raised in the United States; but in consequence 
of the iuferior tobacco sold in this market and the best quality carried away 
and resold as tobacco grown in other States, Missouri tobacco stands léwer 1n 
foreign markets, than Virginia or Kentucky tobacco. ‘That the tobacco on the 
north side of the Missouri river was generally large, and finely adapted to ship- 
ping purposes. : S SN 

Upon the south side of the Missouri river, it was of a fine quality, and better 
adapted to manufacturing purposes. Tobacco from the Osage country is of 8 
fine texture, rich, silky, and well adapted to manufacturing purposes. He also 
states that a few years ago Missouri tobacco was sought for in all the markets 
and was believed to be superior to that, grown in most other States. He thinks

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markets, without inspection any where, and the inferior. tobacco is sent to St. 
Louis or New Orleans and inspected as the Missouri tobacco, without its beittg

Secondly. A number of planters ship their best quality to foreign markets 
and sell their inferior in St. Louis; which fact has brought into this market a 
much larger portion of inferior tobacco than would have been received if ‘the

That a uniform and rigid inspection at St. Louis would add much to the char- 
acter of the tobacco market. A unitorm and disinterested inspection is much 
to be preferred at New, Orleans. 'They have but one inspection, and one fee, 
and six inspectors.who iaspect, at all the warehouses.

Mr. Rea states, that the principal reason which took the tobacco in large quan- 
tities to the Planter's warehouse, was the extensive and favorable . acquaintance

nesses, and these old residents and well acquainted with the ground, that‘ the 
ground alone was worth 120 or 125 dollars per foot, and that the location ‘for 
the tobacco warehouse was good, and convenient, as thé drayage was the same 
as if selected near the river, and that such a warehouse required space, aud it. 
would. most likely cost too much on Main street or.the wharf, that ‘the distanze 
would make no difference to purchasers, that it is safer from. fire, thers. being 
less combustible matter around it than if otherwise situated.

They would also state that the chief cause of the Planter's warchouse having 
a larger proportion of tobacco in it than in the State tobacco warehouse is the 
fact, that at the Planter's warehouse there have been inspectors, known to be 
experienced in the business of inspection and who had formed extensive acquain- 
tances and business connections with persons in the tobacco portion of the. 
State. That a provision by which a general inspection should be established by 
persons appointed as inspectors who should be unconnected with any particular 
warehouse, would bring the warehouses into fair competition with each other, 
and present to the planting interests increased facilities in the tobacco market. 

"They would therefore recommend that the present law should be so amended 
as to require that that there should be but onc set of inspectors in the city of 
St. Louis, and that they be required to inspect at all the diffsrent warehouses 
in the city, l 

The committee ‘agree upon the following facts and report accordingly. 

Ist That the product of the tobacco planting interest of the State now 
amounts to $600,000, and by the natural and rapid improvement of the produc- 
tion, will soon amount to oue million of dcllars. 

9d. That the great interest of the State imperiously requires that all facili- 
ties within the coustitutional competency of the Legislature should be afforded 
to the easy, convenient and cheap disposition of its products. i 

3d. That the question now before the Legislature is not whether the State 
ought, for the benefit of the tobacco interest to establish “warehouses, but is 
whether a warehouse already established and in operation, and before its utility 
has had an opportunity of being fairly tested, should be sold or put out of the 
‘power of the State. 

That the benefits to be derived from a tobacco inspéctionin our own State 
are— 

Ist. That the marketis thereby brought to the immediate neighborhood. of 
the planter. , 

9d. That the character of our State as a tobacco growing State is within 
our own control. B 

That in order to protect the planters from exhorbitant charges, itis necessary 
thatthere should exist proper competition among those who, are the owners of 
warehouses, so as to prevent a monopoly. | 2 

That until the investment of private capital in tobacco warehouses shall have 
established a sufficient number of houses tor the accommodation of the whole 
tobacco crop—and sufficient to secure the country against monopoly, the con- 
tinued ownership of the present warehonse by the State promises a great ben- 
efit to the tobacco growersin ensuring them against the effects of monopolies. 
And that policy is most cordially recommended and insisted upon by the com- 
mittee. 

That it would be unwise and highly impolitic to sell the tobacco warehouse 
at this time, and such a project would he attended with the most ruinousand dis- 
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` astrous consequences to'the farming interests. `- 
The committee would therefore recommend that the revising committee be - 
instructed to amend the act respecting the storage and inspection of tobacco, ap- ‘ 
~ proved February 27th, 1843, sc that there shall hereafter be but one set of in- 
spectors of tobacco in St. Louis,to be composed of three inspectors to be ap- 
"pointed by the Governor, and one man whose duty it shall be to inspect all the 
tobacco in the city of St-Louis at the different warehouses in said city for in- 
spection, and that no other person be authorised to inspect, and that the storage 
on each hogshead of tobacco shall,in no case exceed fifty cents per hogshead— 
and the fees of inspection be so regulated, that they shall not exceed seventy- 
five cents for each hogshead.

The undersigned beg leave to state that 
owing to the many conflicting claims to real estate in the city of St. Louis, and 
the many encumbrances and liens thereon, they were decidediy of opinion that 
the interest of theState required. them to procure legal aid and counsel in the 
investigation or examination of title, drawing de d. contract, &c., and for this 
purpose employed Trusten Polk, Esqr., and for his services paid him the sum of 
fifty dollars, and although the above recited act does not provide for such expen- 
ditures, we confidently hope that under the circumstances, the expenditure will 
be approved and allowed. In order to bring into competition the owners of 
ground in the city, suitable for a site, and to bring into like competition mechan- 
ics and builders, the undersigned caused notices to be published in some of the 
city papers, inviting proposals for selling the ground necessary for a site, and 
proposals for erecting the building. This small expense ($13,75) so necessary 
in itself asit is believed by us to be, we doubt not will be approved and allowed. 
' The undersigned: not being either of them architects or mechanics, found it

sold, at sheriff a sale, and is a part of the north one of his two arpent lots, bound- 
ed east by 3rd street, south by St. Charles street and road, west by O'Fallon and 
others, and north by Christy’s arpent lot. Connor's title to the arpent lot embra- 
cing the lot now under consideration has thus far been undisputed, and is, I be- 
lieve, indisputable. ` So also the chain of title.in the link constituted by the con- 
veyance from McAlister & wile is above questioning. The sale by the sheriff-in 
pursuance of which the deed was given to McAlister, was ade by virtue of 
four executions all against said Connor, three out of the circuit court returnable 
to the ist Monday of Oct., 1823, severally issued on the Ist and 20th days of 
August of the same year; the other out of the superior court returaable to the 
Ist Monday of Nov. and issued on the 30th May of the same year. These exe- 
cutians were all levied on, and the property in question advertised on the 28th 
Aug., 1823 ro be sold on them, on the 10th Oct., 1823. They all appear to be 
regular and regularly issued ard levied, and the property sold under them accor- 
dinz to advertisement on said lOth Oct., 1823, to said McAlister. Connor, the 
defendant, died and was buried on the 23d Sept., 1823, about 17 days before 
the sale. < E : : 
- But the executions had not only been issued in his lifetime, but had been ac- 
tually levied . nd the property advertised under them nearly a month before his 
` decease. In my opinion, therefore, the sale was regularly and legally made, 
uotwithstanding Connor's death. Especially so, by virtue of the 64th sec. of the 
law of Judicial proceedings, in force at the time, and to be found at p. 267 of 
Geyer's Digest, which authorizes “lands to be sold upon judgment and execution 
obtained against the defendant, or defendants in full lite, or against his or her 
heirs, executors or administrators after the decease of the testate or intestate, 
provided no such lands shall be seized and sold until after the expiration of 18 
~ months from the death of such ancestor, or the date of letters testamentary or of 
administration.” | 
I think the title did and would pass by the sheriffs sale without the aid of this 
statutary provison, but without the additional effect ofthe provision it seems to 
me the case is clear. Yet it is upon the proviso of this enactment, it would 
seem, that a doubt has been suggested by Mr. J. G. Lindell, who has also set up 
' a clai n tọ the premises, which claim | will more fully refer to hereafter. It seems 
clear to me that the proviso of the act above referred to, requiring the expira- 
tion of 18 months after-death, or granting letters. refers only to cases in which 
judgment and execution have been obtained against the heirs, executors, or ad- 
ministrators after the decease of the testator or intestate, and not to cases in 
which judgment and execution havc been obtained against the defendant in full 
life. Any other construction or application of the proviso would require that in 
all cases save of judgment and execution against the defendaut in full life, the 
plaintiff should wait antil the death of the defendant or 18 months thereafter.— 
This is evident from the language of the section. That the above is the right 
interpretation of the section, will be manifest by considering that the sec, pro- 
ceeds further to enact, that executions may issue against such lands &c. after 
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the death of such intestate, &c., and after the time aforesaid, in the same man- 
ner as if such person were living. Thus this further portion of the section shows 
specificaily that the cases in which the lapse of 18 months is required, are cases 
in which judgment has been obtained alter the death of the intestate, &c. — — 

The claim alleged by Mr. Lindell, which as far as I know is the only one op. 
posed to that of the Messrs. Finney, is as follows. As appears by deed dated’ 
16th A pril, 1857, John O'Fallon parchasid at sheriff’s sale on two executions vs 
J. O'Fallon, administiator of Jeremiah Connor, said Conror's right and title tc 
the two arpent lots hercin before described. On the 20th April, 1827 O'Fallor ` 
and wife gave a deed with warranty only against incumbrances done or suffereé 
by themselves, in effect a quit claim deed to Lindell of an undivided moiety ot 
the said two arpents so purchased by him as aforesaid, with some exceptions no; 
affecting this case. One of the executions upon which the sale to O'Fallon was 
made is in favor of -tne Prest, Directors & Co. of the bank of Mo., dated the - 
21st March, 1827, and returnable to the 4th Monday of the same March. But 
the statute law in force on that suhject at the time, required that 20 days notice 
of the time and place of sale should be given previous to the sale;.sce Geyer's 
Digest p. 267, sec. 66, and as the 4th Monday in March, the day to which the 
execution was returnable, could not hive ben later than the 28th day of that 
month, it follows necessarily that the sufficient nolice required by the statute 
last referred to, could not bave been given. The sale, therefore under that exe- 
cution could not have been legal. — - 

The other execution is in favor of Wharton Rector, adin’r of Wm. Rector vs. 
J. O'Fallon, adwr of said Connor, dated Gth Jan., 1527, and returnable to the 
4th Monday of the next March succeeding. Judgment was renderéd on the Ist ` 
Dec, 1826, aud the suit commenced on the 7th Nov. 1825. But the code of 
1825 went into force on the 4th July, 1825, and repealed the statute in Geyer's 
Digest by which execution might issue out of the circuit court against the real 
estate of a deceased person, 2nd vol. code 1825, p. 500-1. Bo that the law un- 
der which an execution might issue against the lands of a deceased person, out 
of the office of the Clerk of the circuit court, was not only repealed when this 
execution was issued, but also when the suit itself was commenced at the first.— 

- Thus the statute by which alone the proceedings could have been justified, was 
actually repealed before the commencement ot the proceedings. How then 
could such a proceeding pass title to land sold on execution issued in' the course 
ofits prosecution? So too the statuiatory provisions authorizing execution out 
of the circuit court against the assets real of a dece sed person, was repealed for 
the execution in favor of the President, Directors & Co. of the bank of Missouri. 
was issued, and though the suit in which that execution issued was commenced be- 
fore such repeal, yet according to my view of the 13th sec of page 500-1 of the 
code of 1825, such execution was not warranted by law. The provision of this 
section which makes exceptions from the general repealing effect of the enact- 
ing clause provides only “that all proceedings and matters, actions, pleas and 
process, civil and criminal, commenced by virtue of any of the laws thereby re- 
pealed and which might be pending and unfinished on the said 4th day of July, 
1825, might be prosecuted to final judgment, and determination in the same `“ 
manner as they might have been if that act had not passed.” But it does not pro- 
vide that after the judgment is obtained it may be enforced by execution in the 
same manner as might have been before the passage of said act. It leaves the ` 
judgment in such case when obtained, to be enforced to satisfaction according to 
the provisions of the code of 1825, as there enacted. 

As to the incumbrances upon the title to the lo: in question, I would state that 
I found the following—a mortgage to Benj. O'Fallon lately ceceased, recorded 
in the Recorder's officein book D. No. 2 p. 234, which mortgage has been re- 
leased. as to the lot in question, as shown by the deed to that effect from Col. J, 
O'Failon, adm'r of said mortgage, accompanying these remarks—also a judg.

Of ihe Inspectors of the Penitentiary submitted to the Senate, March 12th 1845. 


The Inspectors of the Penitentiary respectfully submit to tne General As- 
sembly the following report, of the settlement made by them with the lessees 
ye Penitentiary, as required by the joint resolution of the 21st ult., and the 
Ath inst. à 

The inspectors have allowed the lessees the sum of four thousand one hun- 
dred and ninety-seven dollars and seventy-eight cents in full of all demands 
against the State for improvements made during the term of their lease. 

The inspectors have charged the lessees with the sum of eight thousand dol- 
lars for amount of rent due to the State in the 15th day of February 1845. 

They have also charged the lessees with the sum of three hundred and. eighty- 
eight dollars and twenty-five cents for beds and bedding received by them under 
the 13th section of the act of January 26th, 1843, leasing the Penitentiary. 

They have further charged the lessees with the sum of two hundred and . 
ninety dollars and forty cents for raw materials, manufactured articles and oth- 
er property received and used by them under the 14th section of said act. 

'The lessees are therefore charged with the sum of eight thousand and six 
hundred and seventy-eight dollars and sixty-five cents, and are credited with the 
sum of four thousand one hundred and ninety-seven dollars and seventy-eight 
cents, leaving a balance due by them to the State of four thousand four hundred 
and eighty dollars and eighty-seven cents. 

The inspectors accordingly report this sum as now due from the lessees of the 
penitentiary to the State of Missouri. of

Of the Committee on the Judiciary, to whom was referred the resolution in 
relation. to the Oregon emigrants. l 


The committee are of opinion that the act of Congress providing arms and 

military equipments, and apportioning the same to the several States and Ter- 

» ritoriesof this Union, forbids any disposition of such arms and military equip- 
ments in the manner providéd in the aforesaid resolutions. — 

The act referred to provides that “the annual sum of two hundred thousand 
dollars be, and the same. hereby is, appropriated for the purpose of providin 
arms and military equipments for the whole body of the militia of the United 
States, either by purchase or manufacture, by and on account of the United 
States;” andit further provides that all arms procured in virtue of this act shall 
be transmitted to the several States composing this Union, and Territories there- 
of, to each State and- Territory respectively, in proportion to the number of the 
effective militia in each State and Territory, and by each State and Territory to 
be distributed to the militia in each State and Territory, under such rules and 
regulations as shall be by law prescribed by the Legislature of each State and 
Territory. l 

From the language in which the law is couched, the committee are of opin- 
- ion that the donation is essentially special in its character, and the Legislature 
has no power to make any other disposition of the arms and military equipments 
so donated than that prescribed by the terms of the act itselt. The act en- 
joins it upon the Legislature of each State and Territory to make a distribution 
of the arms and military equipments so granted, to the militia in each State and 
_Territory, and the purpose is, as declared by the act to arm and equip the whole 

body of the militia of the United States on account of the United States. 

The Legislature is but the agent of the Federal Government in ‘this case, 
and the militia in the State are the distributees under the grant. For the Legi 
lature, therefore, to assume original control—select other distributees, and fis. 
pose of any of the arms and military equipments aforesaid in the man- 
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ner provided by the resolutions in question, to be taken out of the State, would - 
be a violation both of the letter and spirit of the act aforesaid. Si 

The committee find upon inquiry that only six brass field pieces have as yet 
been received by the State of Missouri from the General Government; of which 
number four have already been distributed, two to St. Louis, and two to the 
city of Boonville, and the remaining two are still in the City of Jefferson. 

Apart from the objection on account of the special character of the act, the 
committee are of. opinion that to pass the resolutions-would be an act of very 
questionable expediency. ` 

It has been the policy of the Federal Government to quarter upon our west- 
ern frontier, numerous Indian tribes, and we know not at what hour all the 

— arms and military equipments belonging to the State may be required to repel 

invasion and protect the lives and property of our citizens. : 

"However much the committee may admire the spirit, bravery and enterprise 
of the Oregon emigrants, and regret the necessity of an unfavorable report up- 
on the resolutions in. their behalf, they have a sworn duty to perform which they 
caunot forego. | 

The committee report the resolutions back to the Senate with the.recommen- 
dation that they be rejected.

Of the Minority of the Committee on Printing. | 


To the two Houses of the General Assembly: 
The minority of the joint - 

committee to whom was referred the letting of the contract for the printing and 
binding of the revised laws, private acts and journals of the present General 
Assembly, dissenting from the report and actions of the majority, respectfully 
submit the following facts, as the grounds of their dissent: 
- By the joint resolution under which the committee acted, they ate required 
to let the contract to the “lowest and best bidder, all things considered.” From 
this explicit language, (the term “lowest” being omitted, we deemed it 
the imperative duty of the committee to enquire into the ability of the 
bidders to perform the work, the time in whicb it would be executed, the 
quality and color of the paper, and the sort of type; in fact, into nll the con- 
siderations which arise in the execution of a piece of mechanism—-as well as . 
the mode and manner of binding. We regarded these considerations as of 
equal weight with the price; and it is because we differ from the majority of 
the committee in our view of those considerations as bearing on the bids receiv- 
ed by them, that we dissent. 

A number of bids were put in on the first day of the session, and at subse- 
quent periods, embracing the whole of the printing. When these were opened,

Mr. Joseph W. Dougherty, to «hom the majority propose giving the contract 
for printing the revised laws, proposed, in his last bid, to execute the work for 
19 cents per 1000 ems for the first 500. copies, and 5 cents per 1000 ems for each 
additional 100 copies; the printing to be executed in ninety days after the copy 
shall have been furnished. He presented a specimen of paper upon which he 
proposed to do the work, and stated that he was prepared to give the required 
security. — 

Chamber & Knapp proposed to print the revised laws at 10 cents per 1000 
ems for the first 200 copies, and 3 cents per 1000 ems for each additional 100 
copies. The work to be executed within thirty days after the copy was fur- 
nished. They presented specimens of the paper, style and type,'and offered B. 
Pratte and James H. Lucas, of St. Louis, as their securities. : 

The bid of Mr. Robinson for the whole work, including the revised code, pri- 
vate acts and journals of both Houses, is $240 less than the prices at which the 
committee propose to let the contracts. For the revised code he is only $14 . 
above the bids of Dougherty and Chambers & Knapp, which are equal as to 
price, .Mr. Robinson biu only once, Chambers & Knapp twice, and Mr. Dough- 
erty three times. In every consideration, Mr. Robinson’s bid has the same ad- 
vantages, in time, paper, and the fácility for executing the work, that the 
bid of Chambers & Knapp has. 

‘The committee addressed a note to the bidders, requesting them to state their 
facilities of executing the work, as to time, workmanship, &v. l 

Mr. Robinson replied that he had secured the job éstablishment of Chambers 
& Knapp for the execution of the work. 

Mr. Dougherty replied that he had a power press upon which he could exe- 
cule a form of the work every two days, but does not state the size of the form, 
whether of 8,12 or 16 pages. `~ > : 

Chambers & Knapp repiied that they had a machine Napier press, but did 
not state the rapidity at which it worked; but authorized one of the committee 
to state, that they would obligate themselvesto work it off at the rate of a form 
of 16 pages per day, when supplied with copy. 

The bids of Dougherty and Chambers & Knapp being precisely equal, the 
next enquiry was, which,in the lànguage of the resolution under which we ac- 
ted, was**he best bids allthingsconsidered We will compare the several bids. 

‘The first enquiry with the minority was, as to the time proposed for the execu- 


. tion of the contract. The early and prompt execution of the whole work, but 


especially of the revised laws, was deemed by usa most important considera- 
tion, and we supposed it would be equally so with the two Houses, and the offi- 
cers.and people of the State. We believed that it was eminently desirable that 


- the laws passed at this session should go into force at as early a date. as practi- 


cable; (in fact, some are already in force,) and that they should be placed in the 
hands of the officers and -people br the time they went into operation, or as ` 
Soon thereafter as practicable. E 
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It cannot be necessary for us (o dwell upon this, or the evils and injuries 
which may be inflicted upon the rights of individuals, or the errors into which 
courts and -officers mus: be led, if the publication of the laws is deferred to a 
period after they have taken effect. The State has already had some experience 
of this evil, in the delay of executing former contracts for printing. 

We will compare the bids as to time. Mr. Dougherty proposes to: execute 
the printing in ninety days after the copy is furnished, and the committee pro- 
pose to contract upon that condition. Robinson and Chambers and Knapp 
propose to execute it within thirty days after the copy is furnished, Here, in 
this one item of time, is in our opinion, the most important in the pro- 
posals. There is a difference of two-thirds. We could not judge Mr. Dough- 
erty's bid “the best, all things considered,” when ke required two-thirds more 
time (90 days) to execute the same work, than the other bidders, who only ie 
quired thirty days; a difference of sixty days. o 

The unwary may easily be misled in considering this proposition of time, — 
The bids are ninety and thirty days “after the copy is furnished;” in other words 
it is allowing the printer hinetv or thirty days to print the index alone. The 
copy cannot be furnished until the body of the work has been printed and 
placed in the hands of the Secretary of State, or superintendent of the work; 
for, until he has the body of the work before him, he cannot fill the page figures - 
in the index. Which is the “best bid,” appears to us to be easy of solution,— 

hin it requires one ninety days to do what the other proposes to do in thirty 
ays. ; ee dé 

If this difference of time is necessary in the completion of the index, or: the 
work, after the copy is furnished, it is reasonable to suppose there would bea . 

corresponding difference in the time required to print the body of the work.— 
What that difference would be is easily calculated. But aside from this, the 
statement of the bidders show, that this difference of time must be equal or 
greater than two-thirds. "Take the time in which they respectively propose to 
execute the body of the work, and the same size form; for example, take the Re- 
vised Code of 1832 and '35. j ` 

In the body of’ the Revised Code of 1834 and °35, there are 79 formis of 8 
pages each, which according to Mr. D.s'bid, to work off one form in two days, 
will require 158 days; that is, working days exclusive of Sundays. Add the. 
ninety days allowed after the copy is furnished, and it makes the whole time, 
248 days. Add to this the time allowed for the binding of 5,000 copies, sixty 
days, and you have 308 working days, less than one week short of a year. 

Mr. Robinson and Chambers and Knapp propose to bind themselves to exe- 
cute a form of sixteen pages per day, which would make the time for printing 
the body of the work thirty-nine and one-half days. Add the thirty days after 
the copy is furnished, and you have sixty-nine and one-half days for the execu- 
tion of the whole printing. By Mr. D.’s bid, supposing he can work off a form 
of sixteen pages on his press, it will require 169 days, making a difference of 
100days. "This delay in the publication of the laws, we believe to be too im- 
portant to be overlooked by the Legislature. But we believe Mr. Dougherty 
is mistaken in the capacity of his press to execute the work in the time he pro- 
poses. In his letter to the committee, he informs them, that his press is the 
same upon which the Missouri Republican was printed previous to its enlarge- 

.. ment to its present size. Some evidence has been furnished as to the size of 
that press and its capacity to work. The bed of the pressis 36 by 28 inches, 
and will not admit of a form of more than eight, or at most twelve pages of. 
2,000 ems, the size estimated by the committee. If it will admit of twelve pages 
then we must add one-fourth of the lowest time we have calculated he can er - 
ecute the work in. e | 

We have been furnished with the statements of three persons who profess. to 
be well acquainted with Mr. D’s press; two of them are in this city, and can 
be examined under oath, if need be. Their statements are herewith subjoined. 
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‘They say, that the utmost capacity of the press, if book work can be executed. . 
upon it at all, is 400 sheets per hour. Every form requires 10,000 impressions, 
for 10,000 copies. At the rate stated by those who have worked upon it, it- 
would require twenty-five hours uninterrupted work, to work off the form. If. 
the contractor prints 3,000 or 5,000 copies for sale, allowance must be made for 
a proportionable difference of time. 1n this calculation we have made no al- 
lowance for the necessary delays which must occur in taking off and putting on 
the forms; and if we allow ten or twelve working hours in the twenty-four, it 
is plain, that the press cannot throw off a form in short of three or four days! . 
We have been induced to present this subject in this minute and particular . 
form, because of the importance which we attach to a speedy and prompt 
promulgation of the laws—the anxiety which we believe the officers and people 
will feel to know the alterations which have been made, the interest all have to ` 
know what the laws are, and the frequentand great delays which heretofore oc- ` 
curred in the execution of the printing. l l 
In another particular, the minority were constrained to dissent from the de- 
cision of the majority—that is, in the quality of the paper. The specimen of pa- 
per presented -by Mr. Dougherty, is of an inferior quality, in body, texture 
and color, and will cost at most from three to four collars per ream. Similar 
paper may be seen in one of the offices of this city, which cost $3 50 at retail. 
The paper presented by Mr. Robinson and Messrs. Chambers & Knapp, is of 
good body and texture, fair color, and will cost in market $5 00 per ream. It 


is estimated that it will require 800 reams to print the 10,000 copies. Here 


there is a differenee in the bids of from $800 to $1200 in the price of the mate- 
rial, an important item of the bid. i 

The minority consider that the contract for the Revised' Code, whoever is the 
contractor, should provide for the pressing of the sheets after they are printed, ei- 
ther by the printer or by-the binder. Yet no provision is made to compel either 
printer or binder to do this indispensible part of the work—indispensible at leas 
to the neatness and appearance of the books. 

No stipulations are made as to the size of the pages,’ the size of the types, or 
leads to Me used., In the opinion of the minority, the printer should be bound 
to execute-the work according to some given sample. Without some stipula- 
tion of this kind, the work may be printed on inferior type, or of two small a 
size, and considerable fraud may be perpetrated upon the State, by the use of 
large leads. We would recommend that the contractor be required to make 
n. pages to correspond in size, type, and leads, to the Revised Code of 1834, 
and "AN. . l 

In the binding, the binder should be expressly prohibited from using split . 
skinse This fraud may easily be perpetrated, and for a time may escape detec- 
tion. The language of the bid of Mr. Neidecken, to whom the contract for bind- 
ing is proposed to-be let, “is, that he will bind in the best quality of sheep, for

293 cents per volume.” This language would admit of his using split skins, in 


which event the leather binding would not be much better than paper. Mr. Es- 
sex, in his bid for binding, proposes to bind in sheep, with split skins, for 27 cts. 
per volume. —

-~ Of the Curators and President of the University of Missouri. 


To Jas. L, Minor, Esq., Secretary of State: " i 

A Hus E . The Curators of the Univer: 
sity of the State of Missouri, at their annual meeting, held on the first Monday 
in October, 1844, pursuant to law, submit the following report. The report 
which was due in October, 1813, never having been made, for the reason that a ] 
quorum sufficient to transact business at an annual meeting could not b» had. 

The curators have the satisfaction now tostate that the commodious and splen- 
did edifice—the erection of which was committed to their charge—has been 
completed, and which, for permanency, synetry, style and finish. will compare 
well with any building of the same cost in the United States. It has been-up-. 
wards of four years since the foundation, in. luding the basement story, Was laid, 
and two years since the whole weight of the superstructure has rested thereon; 
yet there is no appearance of the least defect in the walls or foundation. 

On the 22d June, 1813, tlie curators received atthe hands of thé contractors 
the key of the building, and audited and allowed their accounts for the -balance 
then due, both on account of the original contract and for extra work, making - 
the total sum due the contractors, at said date, of $13,233 78, for which the board 
. issued their warrants on the Treasurer; $4,600 of which, by special agreement, 
was to bear interest at 6 per centum per annum, if. not paid within four months 
from date, and the residue were drawn without interest being named. The 
Board, however, did not calculate to pay interest on any except those warrants 
that expressed it on their face. and if the Board could have been able to redeem 
all the warrants thus issued during the yeas 1842, which they thought they would 
be able to do, or nearly so, at the time of issuing, no difficulty would have arisen 
on the subject of interest. But the Board, being disappointed in not having it | 
in their power by the dividends of the bank, to refund the amount the Semina- | 
ry owed the subscrip:ion fund, (as wyl be subsequently shown,) and being fur- ` 
ther disappointedin not realizing as much for the real estate sold as was antici- 
pated, and also in not being able to sell the residue at all, and the attorney not 
having collected the balance due upon the subscription list, they have redeemed 
of the warrants issued to the contractors the sum of $4,420 86 only, leaving a 
balance due them, without interest, of $8,812 92. Some time after the settle- 
ment above named, the contractors finding our treasury much embarrassed and 
collections tardy, and concluding they might be kept a longer time, as we sup- 
pose, out of their pay, applied to the Board. 1o be allowed interest on all their 
warrants, which request the Board refused to grant, on the ground that, in view 
of the fact that they might be kept a considerable time out of their money, or a 
larger portion of it, (all of which was due, according to contract, when the work 
was completed and received,) the curators, on a settlement as aforesaid, made 
them a liberal allowance for extra work, 1ather than havea good deal of trou- 
ble and an expensive suit about the.matter, but proposed to the contractors if 
they were. not Se to stand to the settlement as made, that/they, the cura- 
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tors, would set the settlement’ aside and would arbitrate the matter, as 
provided in the contract. "The contractors, instead of acceding to this propo- 
sition of the Board, presented their warrants at the Treasury, for payment, 
which not being made for want of funds, they commenced their action against 
the Board, which is triable at the approaching Ortober term. The Board were 
making every exertion in their power, and are still doing so,-to extinguish this 
debt, and dislike exceedingly to be placed under the necessity of making a fur- 
ther expenditure of their scanty Toro the expenses of a law suit. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE UNIVERSITY. 


John H. Lathrop, having been elected President of the University, entered 
on the duties of his office on the first day of March, 1841. The University ed- 
ifice being at that time in process of erection, the preparatory school was open- 


ed in the building known as Columbia College, on the 14th April, 1841, by the ` 


President, assisted by W. W. Hudson, William Vandover, and subsequently by 
George Hadley, who held appointments under the College corporation. 

This preliminary arrangement continued down to the close of the spring ses- 
sion, 1843. -Atthe close of each session was an examination and usually an ex- 
bibitior of original orations. i 

The University edifice having been completed and dedicated to its uses by ap- 
propriate solemnities, on the 4th July, 1823, a session of five months opened on 
that day, the curators having made arrangements for instruction by the appoint- 
ment of W: W. Hudson, professor of mathematics, Robert S. Thomas and Geo. 
C. Pratt, professor and assistant professor of languages. 

On the 20th September, 1813, the curators proceeded to the. permanent or- 
ganization-of the University by the election of the following gentlemen to fill the 
department of instruction: l

FINANCE. , 


On this subject the Board sincercly regret that they cannot report favorably; 
but a faithful discharge of duty requires that they report facts truly as they 
exist. j ; 3 

In order to a proper appreciation of the embarrassment of our finances, it 
should "bei borne.in mind that the first Board commenced.operations when: eve- 
ry thing: bore a fictitious value, and although it was the settled purpose of that 
Board, as it has been of the present, jo endeavor. to restrict their. expenditures 
Within the ‘bounds ‘of (vir resources, yet in carrying out the plans of the first 
‘Bourdj as things bave turned up, an amount-of debt has been neécéssarily inant- ` 
red-eXcvedily the sum total of the means: placed at disposal of the Board. Wee 
‘would not; however,:be understood; as intimating that any engagement was-.ea- 
tered itito: by. the-former Board in a'spiritof prodigality. They acted; no doubt, 
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as any other Board would and ought to have done similarly situated. Having a 
fund at that time, in land and moneyed subscriptions, esteemed to be worth 
some $120,000, and the prospect soon of realizing some $10,000 or $12,000, per 
annem from the seminary fund, they determined to erect an edifice of which 
the State might be justly proud, and which was certainly in accordance with 
the feelings and wishes of the donors of the funds provided for that purpose.— 
In this spirit the University edifice was originally let out at the price of $74, 
491, which included the naked building only, and not the furnishing or fitting 
up any of the rooms except the chapel. In consummating the general plan of 
the building as adapted, it became necessary to make alterations and changes to 
secure its symmetry and permanence. f 

In the first plan the dimensions of the main building, as stipulated in the con. 


tract, was too contracted. ‘That had to be enlarged some six feet or the chapel 
be spoiled. i 


` The undertakers contracted to cover the house with zinc, which was found to - 


be unfit for such a purpose, and copper substituted therefor. The parapet walls 
“were to be coped with brick, which was dispensed with and stone used instead 
thereof, Lightning rods had to bé put up or the building greatly endangered, 
and again it was stipulated in the original contract that the undertakers were 
to be furnished, from time to time, with full and complete drawings of the dif- 
ferent portions of the building, which were found to be so complicated as to 
render it necessary (o keep a skilful architect, the greater part of the time the 
work was in Progress, on the ground, all of which involved an additional ex- 
penditure of $8,760, making the neat cost of the naked building, $83,254. 


Before the whole cost of tle principal edifice was ascertained, the Curators, - 


deming it.to be highly important to have at least one of the officers of the 
board of instruction located near the building, contracted for the erection of a 
house for the President on the ground forming the site, at the cost of $4,399,- 


The old college building, which was occupied as a preparatory school for two 
years and upwards before opening of the University edifice, required a further 
expenditure of $351 “47 to fit it for the purpose. an 

The President being on the ground, and his salary going on, and the Board 
being anxious that the country should be reaping the benefits of the Institution,

and be saved the immense expense of sending (betr sons abroad to be educated, — 


commenced a preparatory school, (as before shown) on the [4th April, 1841, 
and confidentty anticipating an increase from the seminary fund, appropriated 
from (ne to time, for the purchase of apparatus and pay of President and Pro- 
fessor's salaries, the sum of $3,650 out of the subscription fund, expecting to 
be able to return the same before or as soon as needed to meet their engage- 
' ments with the contractors, from the dividends of the bank; but instead of that, 
ail they have had it in their power to refund i: the sum of $889, which was out 
of the dividend aeclared in January, 1843, the residue being paid to the Presi- 
dent as salary. zt 
Be-ides the above borrowing, the Board have been compelled to appropriate 
out of the subscription fund the pay of their Secretary and Treasurer, printing,

Gentlemen:— 
. _ Agreeably to the provisions of ` 
the 25th section of the organic law of the University, I have the honor to trans- 
mit to you my fourth annual report on matters committed to my charge. 
Ist-—EpiricE. In the use and occupation of the University building, special 
pains have been taken to preserve it from damage and defacement. The stu- 
dents are frequently addressed on this point, and I have reason to believe that the. 
standard of feeling among them is right. During anoccupation of more than 
a year, but one pane of glass has been broken, and cases of damage from the 
knife and the pencil been rare. The occupied portions of the building are care: 
fully swept daily, and the different apartments are washed as they require it.— 
The students are enjoined with considerable apparent effect, to cultivate habits | 
of neatness and order. "This isa matter, however, requiring constant attention; 
and in a changing community of young men, our practical results will be likely - 
always to fall short of our standard. ` 
In suggesting measures for the preservation of the building, I beg leave to 
present to the Board, the importance of providing means for the prompt repair 
of defects in the roof as soon as observed. The covering has never been so 
perfect as to exclude rain altogether. There has been considerable leakage du- 
ring the current year, and serious damage will follow unless the subject receive 
attention. A competent mechanic, who examined the roof at my request, in- 
formed me that the defects, most of them nail holes in the copper, would admit 
of easy remedy. A few hours work now, and from time to time, as occasion 
may require, will save much expenditure hereafter in the repair of damages. 
The glass door leading from the octagon to the roof, should also be repaired 
and secured by a padlock. : pow 
It'would contribute very materially to the preservation of the edifice, as well 
as to the police of the institution, to limit the ordinary range of the students to 
their lecture rooms, and to a single stairway leading to them. This may be ef- 
fected at a very moderate expense, by enclosing the short flight of steps to the 
octagoh on each side, by two additional locks on the doors from the porch, and 
by two inside doors enclosing the vestibule. | 
In order to secure the building against wrongful entry, it is important that 
the lower windows should be provided with strong outside blinds. The proper- 
ty now exposed in the Labratory and apparatus room is considerable, and will 
be'much increased when a cabinet and library shali be provided and placed on. 
the same floor. As soon as the finances of the institution shall be sufficient, 


it will be desirable to extend the proposed improvements to the windows of .the 
two upper stories. ' : fy = E |

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2nd—Grounns. The improvement of the University grounds has received 
all the attention which the limited means in my hands would allow. The Col- 
lege servant, when not otherwise engaged, has, with my horse cart and imple- 
ments, been employed in removing the rubbish, smoothing the surface, and im- 
proving the approaches to thé" building. I: is quite impossible that the more 
rough and broken portions of the grounds can be brought into shape, without 
a larger force and more ample means than the institution has thus far been able : 
to place in my hands. l 
It is my purpose, during the coming season, to plaut avenue trees from the 
edifice to the town line, and to provide for shading the wings and the rear by 
the plantation of trees of rapid growth. 
Something has been done for the permanent improvement of the grounds 
about the President's house, and no proper attention shall be wanting on my 
part to render the same an attractive residence tothose who may hereafter be 
called to preside over the Institution. i 
3rd—Aprparatus, &c. The valuable philosophical apparatus, heretofore re- 
ported has undergone no change at the charge.of the institution. Several pie- 
ces have, however, been added by the professor, at his own expense, renderin 
the whole more proper and more available. The small and imperfect chemical 
apparatus, provided and used by Dr. Hadley, was purchased on his retiring from 
his temporary professorship, and is now the property of the institution. The 
value of the same wes estimated at $200, and the schedule of the pieces is in 
possession of the secretary of the Board. It is to be hoped, that the Universi- 
ty will be soon in a condition to provide more perfectly for the uses of the lab- 
oratory, by the purchase of the very valuable apparatus now the private prop- 
arty of the Professor of Physical Science. It may be worth while to say in 
his connection, that the interest of this department would be greatly subserved 
oy preparing a room for the reception of specimens in mineralogy and geology. 
Donations of m:nerals have been promised by scientific gentlemen from their 
private collections, so soon as we shall be prepared for the safe keeping of val- 
uable deposits of this character.

I have transmitted the necessary order, and am in daily expectation of the 
. arrival of the books. i 

5th—Insrruction AND Discretine. The whole number of students who 
have received instruction, since I last reported under this head, is 109. Of this 
number, six have completed the whole course necessary to entitle them to their 
first degree in the arts. Of the residue a very large proportion are now mem. 
bers of the regular classes, and will in their turn become candidates for the cus. 
tomary college honors. It 1s obviously desirable, therefore, that the power 
your Board to grant degrees should be placed beyond all doubt during the next 
session of the Legislatuie; and almost equally important, thatan engraved plate 
of superior workmanship be procured for the printing of diplomas. ‘The dis. 
position to take the whole course of study, terminating in graduation, is gain. 
ing ground among cur young men, and this tendeucy should be strengthened 
and fostered in all our arrangements, and especially by crowning the end of the 
course with the appropriate and customary college honors. = 

In a report to your body. Í need hardly speak of the selfdenying zeal and fi. 
delity with which my associates have devoted themselves to the duties of their 
several departments. In addition to the -daily recitations, formal lectures are 
delivered in some departments statedly, in others occasionally. Were the in- 
stitution able ta provide for the instruction of tue preparatory and irregular stu- 
dents, in part by tutorial service, more extended courses of lecturés would be 
delivered in all the departments anda higher culture be secured to the mem. 
bers of the regular classes. 

I deem it highly important that a due share of attention should be bestowed 
by your body on our examinationsand exhibitions, at the close of the several 
sessions. That there should be a general attendance of the Board at commence- 
ment, seems due to the occasion. That your whole body should-attend our 
several examinations is not to be expected, but if the nine members of the Board 
resident in this county were distributed into committees of three, each examin- 
ation might be attended by a committee, witl:out rendering the service very 
burdensome. The arrangement, I am quite sure, would exert a valuable influ- 
ence onthe young men.  . 

The discipline of the institution is intended to be such as to bring out the highest 
degree of intellectual and moral culture. without the exercise of undue severily. 
The use of the merit roll is found, in our experience to be a very valuable ele- 
ment of discipline, and I transmit to you herewith the book containing the per- 
manent records of the Faculty, in this behalf, belie.ing that the annual inspec- 
tion of them by your body will give an additional weight and value to the influ- 
ence they exert on the character and the scholarship of the students. 

It is quite obvious that the continued financial embarrassments of the institu- 
tion, stands in the way of the accomplishment of the high ends for which it 
was established, discrediting the most valuable labors in its behalf, and throwing 
an air of discouragement and despondency over the whole enterprise. Ial- 
lude to this subject, in conclusion, in the full hope and expectation, that all hon- 
orable means will be used by the guardians and friends of the institution, to ob- ` 
tain from the justice of the Legislature, that relief to which the State Universi- 
sty is fairly entitled; that we may no longer be condemned to waste our labors 
on an ungrateful soil, while the gardens of literature elsewhere throughout | 
our land, fertilized by the streams of public and private bounty, are inviting 
labor,and yielding an hundred fold under the hand of diligent and skilful cultiva-- 
tion.

- That-by an act of the Congress of the United States, of 1818, there was 
granted to the people of the then territory of: Missouri seventy-two sections, of 
` two entire townships, of land, for the use of a seminary of learning. In the 
separation of Missouri from Arkansas one of these townships was retained by 
each. In addition to which, the Congress of the United States by an act to 
authorize the people of (he territory of Missouri to form a State government, 
approved the Gth of March, A. D. 1890, offered for the acceptance of tbe peo- 
ple of said territory, upon the terms and conditions in said act stipulated thirty- 
six sections, or one other entire township of laad, for the use of a seminary of 
' learning, to be vested in the Legislature of said State, to be appropriated solely 
to the nse of such seminary, by the said Legislature. "This proposition, among 
others, in that act specified, was by the delegates of the people of the then ter. 
ritory of Missouri, assembled to form a constitution for said State, on the 19th: 
day of July, A. D. 1820, solemnly accepted upon: the terms and conditions of 
the grant. ` Sa : 
The convention at the same time provided, in the 6th article of the constitu- 
tion, among other things, “that schools and the means of education shall forever 
be encouraged in this State., ` l o 
That the General Assembly should take measures for the improvement of such 
lands as had been, or thereafter might be, granted by the United S:ates to this 
State for a support of aseminary of learning, and the fands accruing from such 
lands by rent or lease, or in any other manner, or which might be obtained 
from any other source, for the purpose aforesaid, should be and remain a per-; 
manent Tod to support a University of learning for the promotion of literature, 
and of (be arts and sciences; and it should be the duty of the General Assem- 
bly, as soon as might be, to provide effectual means for the improvement of such 
lands, and for the improvement and permanent security of the funds and en. 
dowments of such institution. i | 
Under the grants above specified, and for the purpose of carrying out the 
trusts resulting from them, and the powers and principles of the constitution, 
the General Assembly of Missouri having obtained the consent of Congress for 
that purpose, provided by theiract of the — . , A. D. 1826, for 
the selection of said lands, amounting by. the terms of these grants to 46,080 
acres. The lands so selected were brought into market, and the most of them, 
of much value, sold under the act of 17th of January, A. D. 1831, and the acts 
subsequent thereto. : | "ot m 
lt is worthy of remark that many of these lands were among the most fertile 
and desirable in the State, and might under favorable circumstances and judi- 
-cious management, have been made to.realize several hundred thousand dollars; 
affording an ample endowment for all the necessary wants of the University. — 
^A Yet these lands have thus far only yielded the sim of $75: or 80,000, under 
the unfortunate circumstances surrounding a portion of these sales; Unfortu- 


nate, as defeating: the just expectations and best interest of the people of Mi, 


souri, in relation to. this interesting-and sacred fund; for the improvement arid 


^ 
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permanent security of which they had solemnly pledged their faith. . Unfortu- 
nate in crippling the resources and retarding the growth and prosperity of an 
institution, on the:suecess of which must greatly depend the dissemination of 
the arts and sciences and enlightened literature throughout the circle of its in. 
fluence, and for which the libe:al, cultivated and. intelligent cannot but feel a 
deep and an abiding solicitude. Jtis not the purpose ofthe committee, howev. 
er to press further this view of the subject. l . 

The State, at different periods, borrowed from the seminary fund, at an inter. 
est of six per cent., various sms for Stale purposes, as the same were realized 
from the sales, up to the session of the General Assembly for the years 1836-7, 
At this session the bank of Missouri was incorporated. By the third section of 
its charter itis provided,“that the Governor of Missouri should subscribe one 
half of the thirty thousand shares of the bank stock? on behalf of the State of 
Missouri, and such number. of shares should be held by. the State for the use of 
the seminary and Saline funds, as should be equal to the principal and interest ot 
said funds respectively,and the residue of said shares should be held for the 
use of the State. At the time of subscribing forthese shares the seminary funds 
amounted to the sum of $75,059 65, of which the State had borrowed, at the 
interest above mentioned, in principal and interest, $66,736 47; there then re- 
maining of that fund in the State Treasury $8,333 18. : 

Had theState remained the debtor to the fund instead of becoming so to for- 
eign capitalists, her liabilities would have remained. more under her own control, 
the State University would now have been free from embarrassment, realizing 
the hopes and meeting the just expectations of the friends of education, and the 
fund would assuredly have rested upon the soundest and safest footing of improve- 
ment and permanent security, and the solemn pledge of the State, as guaran-. 
teed in the Constitution, fully redeemed in the opinion of all just men. It was 
the policy however of the constituted authorities of the State in carrying out 
what, no doubt was then deemed her best policy, to vest the seminary fund in 
the stock of the bank of Misssouri; and it is a fact of startling interest, that the 
stock of that institution in market, for several vears has been ranging at, and 
worth only from about 50 to $60 per share, while it is truethat her circulation 
has been always redeemable in gold aud silver at her counter, and passing at its ~ 
parvalue. If then the average value of the bank stock, in open market be the best 
known criterion of the true condition and prospects of the institution, the ques- 
tion addresses itself with impressive force to the calm but immediate considera- 
tion of this General Assembly, whetherit be not now their imperative duty to 
devise and adopt such sure and certain measures as will secure this fund from ul- 
timate loss anc destruction. Your committee would feel that it were a shame 
Geer a doubt that this high responsibility will at once be promptly and - 

ully met. i 

There is another view of this subjest of present and pressing importance, 
Roe the committee deem it proper to present clearly to the General Assem- 

y. l ; 

By the provisions of the Act to provide for the institution and support of a 
State University, approved Feb. Sth, 1839, it was provided in sec. 2nd, art. Ist of 
said act, *that the income of the Seminary Fund should be added to and 
become part of such fund, until the principal should amount to one hundred 
thousand dollars, and thereafter, ‘until distribution of such income should be 
made, as in said act is provided." The third section provides that ‘so much 
only of the income of the Seminary Fund should be appropriated in any year, 
as should be necessary for the purpose to which the application thereof 
should be authorised by law, and the residue should be added to and become 
part of the permanent fund, which should never be lessened or impaired.” Un- 
der the operations of these provisions, the principal ef the Seminary Fund 

' amounted, at the time the Bank of the State of Missouri, in January, A. D. 
1842, declared its dividend, to the sum of one hundred thousand dollars. -But .. 
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one dividend has been declared since the dividend of the 10th of January, 1843, 
and the whole amount as vet paid over toward the support and current expen- 
ses and liabilities of the University from that fund, is the sum of $4844 S0—a 
sum wholly inadequate to the wants of the institution. ts friends had been 
taught to expect a dividend would certainly be declared on the first of January 
of the present year. "That, too, has failed, and the institution again doomed to 
a disappointment which must, without the intervention of this General Assem- ^ 
bly,'be decisive of its fate, and, in the language of the curators, “should the 
Legislature decline to lend its aid to sustain the institution, it is now certain the 
doors of the University must be closed, and our citizens subjected to the neces- 
sity of expending thousands of dollars annually in sending theirsons to other 
States to receive that instruction which might have been given at home at a 
greatly diminished expense.” Ere such a consummation can be tolerated, it may 
not be uninstructive briefly to review the expectations excited and the lessons 
taught by some of our public men, high in power and authority, and who had 
. some right to speak in the name of Missouri on this great subject. ., 

In the Governor's Message of .1840, the. country is told that “it had long been 
a matter of reproach to our State, that, with the liberal donation of Congress, 
and the accumulated fund for the support of a Seminary of learning, no provi- 
sion was ever made for the education among ourselves of -our youth, in the high- 
er branches of science; and that.for the proper acquisition of this knowledge 
our citizens were indebted to foreign institutions. It forms a subject of congrat- 
ulation that this reproach could no longer rest upon us, but could be met hy the 
fact that our energies had been excited in the cause of advanced: education, and 
‘that our zeal in this behalf had been manifested by our determination to concen- 
trate intelligence among us. That it was a strong evidence of the improved 
condition and. increasing importance of our State, that we had the honor to rear 
the first institution of this character on this side of the mighty father of waters.” 
In the message of 1842, the University is emphatically called “an institution of 
the State—its patron and founder.” Without reciting it at length, the mes- 
sage transmitted and delivered to the present General Assembly, is referred to 
for its liberal views, and the very clear, forcible and interesting manner in which ` 
it presents this interesting subject. ; 
—1t has been under these grants of Congress, these pledges of our State Con- ` 
vention, these guarantees of the Constitution, and the views promulgated in our 
Gubernatorial messages, that the President and Professors of the University 
have dedicated and united their time, their energies and fortunes with that in- 
stitution. And the committee feel that it isan act of simple justice to bear tes- 
timony to the faithful aud satisfactory manner in which they have discharged 
their parts to the cause of education and the country, under the difficulties and 
embarrassments surrounding them. The very satisfactory and creditable ex- 
ercises of the young gentlemen, at their late examination, which such of your 
committee as were enabled to be present witnessed; the steady in crease o£ pu- 
pils and growing popularity of the institution; the fine edifice and other build- 
ings erected there by the public spirit and liberality of that community, their 
order and excellent preservation, the beautiful and extensive cabinet in the min- 
eralogical department, the extensive and complete chemical apararatus fur- 
nished at the private expense of Professor Leflingwell, with the general ar- 
rangements and efforts of the Faculty and Board of Curators, give certain as- 
surances to your committee and the country, that it needs but the expected, - 
just and generous aid and fostering care of the constituted authorities of the 
State to enable the University of Missouri to attain a destiny of which all may 
be proud, at which all will rejoice. 2 

Your committee, feeling that the intelligence, just pride, and enlightened pub- 
lic spirit of this General Assembly will present this great subject in the same 
light to their view, forbear to press their own reflections farther. In justice to 
their own convictions, they could not say less. - ; 
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For a more minute detail of the current expenditures, liabilities, accounts and 
internal regulation of the institution, reference is here made to the reports of the 
Curatorsand President of the University, of the correctness of the facts upon 


which they are based, the committee are satisfied, from their examination of 


the books of the Board, and their intercourse with these officers. 
The committee instruct me to report the accompanying Dill, and recommend 
its passage.

To appropriate money for the support of the State University, and Jor other 
purposes. - 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Missouri, as follows: 


$ 1. There shall be paid over to the Curators of the State Uuiversity, to be 
appropriated by them to the discharge of the liabilities of said instituiion, the 
sum of ten thousand dollars, out of the funds hereinafter specified. 

$.2. The Governor of the State is hereby authorised and requested to draw 
on the Treasurer of the United States and receive assoon as it can be conve- 
niently done, the distributive sliare of the proceds of the sales of the public 
lands of the General Government, which may be in the Treasury of the United 
States, and set apart for the State of Missouri, under and by virtue of an act 
of Congress, entitled “An act to appropriate the proceeds of the sales of the 


public lands and to grant pre-emption rights,” approved September the 4th, A,

§ 3. The Governor shall, so soon as said distributive share shall be received, 
cause to be paid over to the Curators of the State University, the said sum of 
ten thousand dollars, and the remainder and residue of said distributive share 
he shall cause to be deposited in the State Treasury to the use of the State, to 
be appropriated as shall be by law directed. 
This act to take effect from and after its passage.

To the Honorable the committee on so much of the Governor's message as relates 
Cms to the erection of a Lunatic Asylum. i 

"Gentlemen— 

i Your chairman did me the honor of requesting me to submit, 
in writing to the committee, my views on the subject of providing a Lunatic 
Asylam in the State of Missouri. Icomply with his request by submitting the 
following remarks: "^ — | ` l 

Governor Marmaduke is, I believe, the first Governor, and perhaps the first 
person in-the State who has called the attention of the General Assembly to the 
importance and necessity of an asylum for the insane poor. For this, and the 
impressive manner in which it was done, the friends of humanity among us owe 
him their“thanks. That no provision has heretofore been made for an un- 
fotunate class of beings, who, of all others deserve our sympathy; and who are 
languishing in jails, cellars. garrets or log pens, or are wandering about, destitute 
of every comfort, and without hope or prospect of recovery, is greatly to be 
lamented. Provision has been made for them in nearly every civilized coun- 
try, and not to make provision, when practicable, would I think, reflect neither 
on our humanity or intelligence. It has been well said, and by one who under- 
stood the subject thoroughly, that “if there are any objects in the world for 
which political economy as well as humanity and religion, claim consideration, 
they are human beings without friends, without property, and without reason.” ` 

In any Institution, erected by thé State, the poor insane should undoubtedly 
have the preference. Butif the accommodations would permit, it should be 
open to all—those having property paying a just and adequate compensation 
for their board, attendance and medical assistance. ‘This would be the means 
of restoring to usefulness and to their families, many 2 valuable citizen, who 
could not pay the cost of transportation to distant asylums in other States, and 
who, perhaps, if taken there could not find admittance in consequence of the reg- 
ulations or thei” crouded condition; and whose malady might become chronic 
and incurable whilst seeking admission. It would be both humiliating and uis- 
tressing to see our-citizens wandering about in other States seeking an Asylum 
for an insane father, mother, sister or brother; thereby exhausting their means, 
so that they would be unable to pay for board, clothes and attendance, the ne- 
cessary period to insure recovery. The difficulties and expenses would be so 


| so great that few families would attempt it—and thus would the insane remain 


the remainder of their lives, an expense to their families, and a loss to the State. 
It may be well, therefore, to inquire into the number of. persons in this State 
who would be fit subjects for an insane asylum. | 

The number shown by the census taken by the U. States in 1840, is 270 in 
Missouri; of these, 68 are colored persons. The number, I have no doubt, is 
much greater. -The public attention in Missouri never having been called to 
the subject, its importance was apt apparent either to the deputy marshals, who 
took the census or to the.people, ` No doubt many families, not seeing any good 
to arise from the inquiry or informatici, were unwilling to allow what they 
deemed too close a scrutiny into their private family affairs; others, from a feeling 
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` which will be understood, were, doubtless, unwilling to state and have it pub. 
lished, that a part of their family were insane or idiotic. Hence but little atten- 
tion seems to have becn given to this,part of the census. 

In twelve counties no white person was returned as insane or idiotic. In 
eight counties, several of them among the most populous in the State, no re. 
turns of the insane or idiotic, either white or colored, were made. The eight 
counties had, according to the same census, 47,234 inhabitants, and if the num- 
ber according to population, be as great in Missouri as in the six New England 
States, these eight counties had at the time the census was taken, seventy eight 
insane and idiotic persons. "This proportion is one and two-thirds persons to 
one thousand inhabitants, as will appear from the following table, compiled from 
the census of 1840: f

In each of the New England States they had one or more asylums, and the 
subject had, for several years, excited much attention and investigation; and it 
is, therefore, fair to presume they would,in taking that part of the census, ap- 
proximate more nearly to the truth, than was done in Missouri, where there. 
was neither inquiry or investigation on the subject. But even in New England, 
the census was only an approximation, the true number greatly exceeds that re- 
ported by the census. It was said by a society of gentlemen in Boston, which 
had given the subject much attention, that if a correct census were taken, the 
number of insane and idiotic persons within a halfa mile of a person, and of 

whom he had never heard, would astonish him. 

‘In 1821 acommittee of the Medical Society in Connecticut procured accu- 
rate returns to be made from seventy: towns, (by us called townships.) in eight 
SE only, and the number of the insane alone, not including idiots, was 
In 1838, Mr. C. G. Fox procured returns from eighteen towns in one coun- 
ty, (Hillsborough,) the number of insane alone was fifty-two—the population

. It appears from a report ofa committee of the Legislature of Connecticut, in 
1838, that in the previous year, there were in that State about 961 idiots and in- 
sane persons—this would be 3.1 to the thousand, according to the population-of 
Connecticut in 1840, which was 309,978. uu" i 

A committee of the legislature of Connecticut was appointed to investigate 
the subject and collect information during the recess; the committee reported to 
the legislature in 1838, among other things, as follows: “Measures have been 
taken at different times, in this and the adjoining St ates, to ascertain the num- 
ber of the insane and idiotic, and all with similar re sults. The fact, therefore, 
may be considered as established, that there is at least one insane and idiotic 
person to-every four hundred inhabitants throughout the New England popula- 
- tion.” This would be two and a half to the thousand. - 

A committee of the legislature of New Jersey, in 1839, made the following 
report as to the number of insane and idiotic persons: *From repeated inves- 
tigations, it appears that there is, throughout the population of New England 
at least one insane or idiotic person to every four hundred inhabitants." 

This also would show two and a half to the thousand. 
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-Let no person flatter himself that we are exempt from the common lof of hu- 


manity, and that we have not as many insane and idiotic persons, according to 
our population, as our neighbors. The same research and investigation in Mis- 


souri, would in all probability, show the same, or nearly the same result as that 
shown in New England. Eo 23 

The population of Missouri, according to the State census of 1844, is 511,- 
937. ‘This populatiop at two and a half insane and idiotic persons to each thou- 
sand, will give 1280. If we deduct 70.300 slaves, it will leave 441,637 frec 
persons, which will give at the same ratio, 1102 free insane and idiotic persons 
in the State of Missouri. 


I have given the above facts to enable every one to form an opinion for him- 


. self as to the probable number of insane and idiotic persons inthis State. Ew- 


ery idiotic person would not be a fit subject for an asyluum, but it would be a 
great mistake to-suppose that many of them were not fit subjects. Many of 
them are troublesome or dangerous, and should therefore be in an asylum, where 
they could do no harm; and, if a sufficient quantity of land were attached to 
the institution, they could be very beneficially employed; and it would there- 
fore cost much less to keep them there than elsewhere. Besides they can al- 
ways be made more cornfortable and happy in an asylum, than when they are 
wandering about. We may, therefore, 1 think, come safely to the conclusion, 
that any-asylum which the General Assembly may cause to be built, will be sup- 
plied with fit subjects. | by 

We may now inquire, first into the present condition of the insane and idiot- 
ic in the State of Missourij and we will then inquire whether their condition 
would probably be improved by the erection of an asylum: and also into the 
ee expense of keeping them in the present manner of keeping, and in an 
asylum. 

We have no means of ascertaining their precise condition in this State; no 
examination has been made by any public authority, nor have I heard of any 
examination or inquiry in any part of the State, made either either by any in- 
dividual orsociety. Having no means of improving their condition, I have 
avoided seeing them—-a few cases I could not avoid—among them was a young 
man who was confined winter and summer in a log pen, without fire and with- 
out light. I spent one night in the winter near him—he howled and cried the 
whole night without intermission, and must certainly have nearly perished with 
cold. I shall never forget his cries and lamentations. Another case was a girl 
of fifteen or sixteen years of age. She was kept also in a pen, was entirely 
naked, (for her clothes were torn off asfast as they could be put on,) and shock- 
ingly filthy. Many similar cases I have heard of. 

There is no reason to believe that the insane and idiotic are in any better 
condition in this Siate than they were in other countries or other States of the 
Union before they had asylums. If we can, therefore, ascertain their condi- 
tion in other communities, we can tell pretty nearly their coudition in Missouri. 
This can in most instances be told, because their condition was ascertained when 
they were removed to be placed in asylums. It will be instructive to look at 
their. condition somewhat in detail. 

In France, previous to the year 1792,.the insane and idiotic were confined in 
jails or mad-houses. The mad-houses were horrid places of confinement; 
but they were not as bad as jails and pens and cellars and garrets, because they 
were persons aiwavs employed to attend on those'confined; and they were not 
often neglected. In that year (1792) a physician in Paris, by the name of Pin- 
el, who had charge of the Bicctre, conceived the noble idea of converting that 
institution iato what we now call an asylum. No two things can be more un, 
like than a mad-house.of former times and an asylum of the present day. In the 
former, the insane were kept in dark cells, frequently chained, the strait jacket 
and the lash applied, and fed generally on bread and water. ltisnow well known 
that solitary connue ua and dark cells. produce insanity; as is found by the 
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An account of this transaction and the joy and gratitude of these poor man- 
lacs is found in the transactions of the Academy of Sciences; being a paper 
read to the society by the son-of Pinel. As the condition of the insane, when 
notin an asylum, can be judged of and properly understood only by the exhi- 
bition of individual cases. will here give an account of their condition and 
treatment in the words of the younger Pinel. 

“Towards the end ot 1792, Pinel, after having many times urged the govern- 
ment to allw him to unchain the maniacs of the Bicetre, but in vain, went 
himsel{ to the authorities , and with much earnestness and warmth, advocated 
the removal of this menstrous abuse. Couthon, a member of the committee, 
gave way to Pinel's arguments, and agreed to meet him. atthe Bicetre. Cou. 
thon then interrogated those who were chained, but the abuse he received, and 
the confused sounds of cries, vociferations and clanking of chaias in the filthy 
and damp cells, mae him recoil from Pinel’s proposition. “You máy do what | 
you will with them, c i he) but J fear you will become their viétim." Pinel 
instantly commenced his undertaking. "There were about fifty whom he con- 
sidered he might, without danger to the others, be unchained, and he began by | 
releasing twelve, with the sole precaution of having previously prepared the 
same number of strong waistcoats, with long sleeves, which could be tied behind | 
the back if necessary. The first man on whom the experiment was to be tried, | 
was an English captain, whose history no one knew, as he had been in chains ` 
forty years. He was thought to be one of the most furious among them. His 
keepers approached bim with caution, as he had, in a fit of fury, killed one of | 
them on the spot with a blow from his manacles. He was chained more rigor- | 
ously than any of the others. Pinei entered his cell unattended, and calmly | 
said to him, “Captain I will order your chains to be taken off, and give you your | 
liberty to walk in th. court, if you will promise me to behave well and injure | 
no one." ‘Yes, I promise you. (said the maniac) but you are laughing at me— 
you are all too much afraid of me." I have six mon, (said Pinel,) ready to en- 
force my commands if necessary. Believe me, then, on my word.I willgive 
you your liberty, if you will put on this waistcoat.” He submitted to this wil- 
lingly. without a word. His chains were removed aud the keepers retired, leav- 
ing the door open. He raised himself many times from his seat, but iell again . 
on it; for he had ^een in a sitting posture so long that he had lost the use of his 
legs. In a quarter of an hour, he succeeding in maintaining his balance, and ' 
with tottering steps. came to the door of his dark cell. His first look was at the 
sky, and he cried out enthusiastically, “How beautiful!” During the rest of the 
day he was constantly in motion, walking up and down the stair cases, and ut- | 
tering short exclamations of delight. In the evening he returned of his own - 
accord into bis cell, where a better bed than he had been accustomed to had ` 
been prepared for him,and he slept tranquilly. During the two succeeding 
years which he spent in the Bicetre, he had no return of his previous paroxisms, | 
but even rendered himself useful by exercising a kind of authority over the in- 
sane patients, whom he ruled in bis own fast on, "E 

The next unfortunate being whom Pinel visited was a soldier of the French- 
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guard, whose only fault was drunkenness; when he lost his self-command: by 

drink, he became quarrelsome and violent, and the more dangerous from his 

great bodily strength. From his frequent excesses, he had been discharged from 

his corps, and he had speedily dissipated his scanty means. Disgrace and mise- 

ry so depressed him, that he became insane; in his paroxysmshe believed him- 

self a general, and fought those who would not acknowledge his rank. After a 

furious struggle of this sort he was brought to the Bicetre, iu a state of great 

excitement. He had now been chained for ten years, and with greater care 

than the others, from his having frequently broken the chains with his hands on- 

ly, Once, wher he broke loose, he defied ‘all his keepers to enterhis cell until 

they had each passed under his legs; and he compelled eight men to obey this 

strange command. Pinel, in his previous visits to him, regarded him as a man 

of original good nature, but under excitement, incessantly keptup by cruel 

' treatment; aud he had promised speedily to ameliorate his condition, which pro- 

mise alone had made him more calm. | Now he announced to him that he should 

be chained no longer, and to prove that he had confidence in him, and believed ` 
‘him to be a man capable of be:ter things. he called upon him to assist in re- 

leasing those others who had not reason like himself; and promised, if he con- 

ducted himself well, to take him into his own service. The change was sudden 

and complete. No sooner was he liberated, than he became attentive, followed 

with his eyes every motion of Pinel, and execating his orders with as much 
address as promptness; he spoke kinly and reason?bly to the other patients, and 

during the rest of his life, «as entirely devoted to his deliverer. And ol can 
never hear without emotion, (says Pinel’s son) the name of this man, who some 

years after this occurrence, shared with me the games of my childhood, and to 

whom I shall feel always attached." 


“Jn the next cell were three Prussian soldiers, who had been in chains for 
many years, but on what account no one knew. They were, in general, calm 
and inoflensive, becoming animated only when conversing together in their own 
language, which was uvintelligible to others. They were allowed the only con- 
solation of which they-appeared sensible—to live together. The preparations 
taken to release.them, alarmed them, as they imagined the keepers were come 
- to inflict new severities; and they opposed them violenily when removing their 
irons. -When released they were not willing to leave their prison, and remain- 
ed in their habitual posture. Either grief or loss of intellect haa rendered them 
indifferent to liberty." 


«Near them was an old priest, who was possessed with the idea that he was 
Christ; his appearance indicated the vanity of his belief: he was grave and 
solemn, his smile soft, and at the same time severe, repelling all familiarty ; his 
hair was long and hung on each side of his face, which was pale, intelligent and 
resigned. On his being once taunted with the question, that ^if he was Christ 
he could break his chains;” he solemuly replied, *Frustra tenta:is Domenum 
tuum.” His whole life was a romarce of religious excitement. He undertook, 
on foot, pilgrimages to Cologne and Rome, and made a voyage to America for 
the purpose of converting the Indians; his dominant idea became changed into 
actual mania, and on his return to France he announced himself as the Savior. 
He was taken by the police before the Archbishop of Paris by whose orders he 
was confined in the Dicetre, as either impious or insane. His hauds and feet 
were loaded with heavy chains, and during twelve years he bore, with exem- 
plary patience, martyrdom and constant sarcasms. Pinel did not attempt to 
reason with him, but ordered him to be unchained in silence, directing at the 
.Same time, that every one should imitate the old mans’s reserve, and never 
speak to him. ‘The order was rigorously observed, and produced on the patient 
a more decided effect than either chains or the dungeon ; he became humiliated 
by this unusual isolation, and, after hesitatingfor a long time, gradually intro-

duced himself to the society of the othe other patients.. From this time his 
notions became more just and sensible, and in less than a year he acknowledg- 


ed the absurdity of his previous prepossessions, and was dismissed from the D. 
cetre.” , ` WE 


“In the course of a few days, Pinel released fifty-three maniacs from their ° 
chains; among them were men of all conditions and countries; workmen, sol- 
diers, merchants, lawyers, &c. The result was beyond his hopes. "Tranquili- 
iy and harmony succeeded to tumult and disorder ; and the whole dicipline was 
marked with a regularity and kindness, which had the most -favorable effect on 
the insane themselves, rendering even the most furious more tractable." i 

bei 


Such was.the dreadful condition of the insane in France; and such the com- 
mencement of the present enlightened, humane and benevolent system of treat- 
ment, which has succeeded so admirably. ^ But, no doubt, many will suppose 
that such could never, especially in modern times, have been the condition of the 
insane in the United States, where they believe the humanity and intelligence 
of ourcitizens would have prevented it. Let us then Jock at the condition of 
the insane in Massachusetts and in Pennsylvania, at and . before the time their’ 
Asylums were erected. ` 


The commissioners for the erection, a few years since, of the Hospital at 
Worcester, Massachusetts, give the following account of the insane who were 
brought to the Hospital, as reported by the Trustees. - I give the account in 
their own words. , l RE. 


“No. 1, had been, when he was brought to the institution, twenty-eight years 
in prison; seven years he had not felt the influence of fire, and many nights 
he had not lain -down for fear of freezing; he had not been shaved for twen- 
ty-eight years." They then describe him as nearly recovered, and entirely 
comfortable and perfectly harmless.  *'This man (say they) bad committed 
homicide." 

“No. 2, had been iu one prison fourteen years: he was naked; his hair and 
beard grown long. He was in the habit of screaming so loud as to alarm the 
whole neighborhood, was considered a most dangerous and desperate mah.”— 
They then spoke of him as having become civil and harmless and enjoying 
much comfort. ‘He too committed homicide.” gä , 

«No. 3, an old man of seventy years of age or more, had been chained for 
twenty-five years, aad had his chains taken off but oncein that time. Has for 
many months become very quiet and civl, and behaves like a gentlemen; and, 
although quite insane, keeps his room in good order, and takes his meals at ta- 
ble with seventeen others, with the utmost propriety.” 


«No. A a female, had so long been chained with a short chain, as wholly to. 
lose the use of her lower limbs. Her health had been notoriously impaired by. 


confinement, and she was unable to stand, and had not walked for years. In 


the Hospital her health has been restored, her limbs regdered again useful, so 
that she walks without difficulty; is now in the enjoyment of health and reason; 
and able to labor sufficiently to support herself. She is now with her friends.” 


«No. 5,is à mechanic, who had been in close confinement for six years. He 
committed homicide ; and if this institution had not been erected, would proba- 
bly never have been permitted to leave his cell. He is now a useful mechanic, 
Jabors a great portion of his time, often reads his bible and the public papers, is 
exceedingly happy that this place has been provided for him, and blesses its 
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founders and conductors daily for the benefits conferred by it on him and other 
inmates. He walks abroad and often attends church.” 

No. 6, Another man reported by the commissioners was confined 17 years 
before he was removed to the Hospital. He was very violent and dangerous, 
often in chains, notwithstanding he was in astrong prison room. He used to 
scream and commit acts of violence that required the most rigid restraint. He 
is now well dressed; civil and, although often excited, is respectful and ple sant; 
is in the habit of assisting the females in washing the floors, drawing water, pre- 
paring food, and similar domestic offices; and is about the pre nises without re- 
straint. He committed homicide. 


«No. 7, had been confined, a violent maniac; had been caged and chained. 
for years. It was concluded (by his friends before veing taken to the Hospital,) 
to set him free, and see how he would conduct. He Jeli foul of his brother and 
killed hint with a bludgeon, and pursued his sister and would probably have done 
the same to her had he not heen arrested in time to prevent it. When caged 
he was naked and filthy ; but now dresses neatly; is clean and civil; mingles 
freely with 16 other persons and, though quite insane, is to us perfectly harm- 
less." | 


“No. 8, had been ten years without clothes; a most inconceivably filthy and 
degraded being—exceedingly violent and outrageous. He now wears clothes, 
is neat and cleanly in his person, takes his food at table with a large company, 
does much work, and though at times violent, is managed without the least se- 
verity or difficulty." 

«No. 9, a female; exceedingly filthy in her habits; had not worn clothes for 
two years. during which time she had becn confined in a filthy cell, destitute of 
every thing like comfort, tearing ever thing in piecesthat was given her. She 
is now dressed cieanly, works some, takes her food at table in company, sings 
very pleasantly when required, and is,a large pirt of the time, very civil and 
agreeable.” 


— who, 10, has been insane 8 years, almost the whole of that’ time in jail and 


inacage. He cut the throat of án infant when sleeping in a cradle, instantly . - 


killing it; made an attempt with an axe on an aged man at the same time. It 
is stated he was in à most wretched condition when he came here, He is now 
insane, but pleasant; keeps his bei room in good order, takes his meals regu- 
larly at table, spends much time in reading, and in conversation with the in- 
mates and labors some.” ` 
«No. Ll, was very insane when he came-here; was represented to us as being 
Very violent and dangerous, and a fart of the time he was so, being furious and 
outrageous in the extreme. Whemhe entered the hospital, was filthy and near- 
ly or quite naked. He is now calm, quiet, dresses himself neatly, keeps his 
room and bed in good order, and taxes his meals with the other boarders. He 
is now quite pleasant and useful too—works out daily; saws and cuts wood.” 


“No. 17, a patient, six years confited, for homicide, in a close jail; and would 
probably have been confined for life., After six months here, he commenced 
labor, and has not only continued it daily, but takes excellent care of everything 
connected with the farmisg and gadening establishments. He is pleasant, 
very mild in his feelings, and ready t4 perform whatever is required of him.—— 
He is trustworthy, and can perform hbor without superintendence. We have 
frequently noticed the novel spectacldof two men ploughing in a field alone, 
both insane, both having committed himicide, and both having been confined iti 
^ jail for a very long time.” | d e 
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The trustecs then say: “Many other cases might be mentioned. They were 
all considesed incurable, but are now comfortable and pay. great attention to 


habits of cleanliness and order. We have remarked that when one of these. 


men has been placed in solitary confinement and suffered to remain a few. days 
without inspection, the disposition to tear clothes and go naked and filthy re. 
turns. We have many that have for years been naked, exceedingly filthy and 
violent, that are now wel! clad, decent and civil. We have probably 50 that 
have been so; at present, scarcely half a dozen remain in these habits." 


In 1839, a committee of the Legislature of New , Jersey, state in a report 
made by them, that“in Massachuseets, by an examination made with care, 
about 30 lunatics have been found in prison. In one prison were found three— 
in another five; in anotber six and in another ten." They sfate that some of 
these lunatics had been confined for a great number of years. Many were na- 
ked—but few had fire even in the severest weather—they had. frequently no 
beds—a detailed account is given in the report, of these miserable beings, 
which 1 have not room toinsert. I will give briefly a few of the cases. 

«Of those last mentioned, one was found in an apartment where he had been 
9 years. He had a wreath of rags around his body and another around his neck; 
this. wasall his clothing. He had no bed, chair or bench. A heap of filtby straw 
like the nest of swine, was in the corner." “In the prison of five lunatics, they 
were confinea in separrte cells, which were almost dark dungeons. It was 
difficult after the door was opened, to see them distinctly." Theair was so im- 
pure as to produce vomiting. “Io the prison in which were found ten lunatics, 
two were found about 70 years of age, a male and a female. The female was 
lying ou a heap of straw undera broken window; the snow in a severe storm 
was beating through the window and lay upon ihe straw around her withered 
body, which was partly covered with a few filthy and tattered garments.— 
The man was lying in the corner of the room in a similar situation. The for- 
mer had been in this apartment 6, the latter 21 years. Another lunatic was 
found in a plank apartment of the same prison, where he bad been 8 years.— 
During this time he had never left the room but twice. Tlie door of this apart- 
ment had not been opened in 18 months. Tke room was warmed by no fire: 
and still the woman of the house said, “he had never froze. In the cellar of the 
same prison, were 5 lunatics. The windows of this cellar were no defence 
against the storm, and as might be supposed, the woman of the house said, 
“we have a sight to do to keep them from frezing.” One of them, a woman 
was committed to thi: cellar 17 years ago. The cellar was divided into small 
rooms. They were almost perfectly dark. One man had been there 17 years. 
An emaciated female was found in one of the apartments, in the dark, without 
fire, almost without covering—where she hal been nearly two years.” 

. The committee in regard to their own State (New Jersey) say: “Your com- 
mittee desire not to anticipate the report that will probably te presented to the 
next Legislature; but we do anticipate disclosures that will utterly astound the 
State, that so much suffering, in various forms, now existing, could have passed 


so long unnoticed.” e 


In 1839, a report on the subject of the -condition of the insane in Pennsyl- 
vania, was made to the House of Represertatives; it gives a detailed account 
of the situation and treatment of the irsane in about half the counties in 
the State. Their situation is deplorable ir the extreme. In Pennsylvania the 
convicts in the Penitentiary suffer solitary confinement; the most dreadful pun- 
~ ishment which the imagination of man can conceive. Tt is stated that in many 

esr ead poor lunatics “suffer more than the rigor of penitentiary discip- 
ine.” AE. 

It is stated, that five or six are chained, in so many small separate apartments 
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on the same floor. ` This is in one county. In another county it is stated, “in 
a single room the furious and violent, male and female, are confined, separated 
only by the length and'restraint of their chains.” In another county it is sta- 
ted that “several lives have been lost from the imperfect construction of the cells 
for the insane.” Several other like cases are described; and all these, we are 
told, are shut up under bolts and bars, neglected and almost forgotten, with no 
friendly voice to break the silence of their solitude, and presenting, one and all, 
the same revolting picture of suffering.” In another county, a man 35 years of 
age was found confined in a miserable shed. "The weather was cold, and deep 
snow was on the ground, yet he had no bed and was found on the ground in 
some straw. 

The committee say, “The vilest criminal could not be made to suffer what the 

oor maniac, though incapable of crime, has often-endured.” 

I could fill a volume with such details; for, in every place where an asylum 
has been established, aud the insane and idiotic brought out to be placed in it, 
the same dreadful condition has been witnessed, and every person is astonished 
that there was or could be, so much misery, in his immediate vicinity, without 
his having noticed it or perhaps even heard of it. ` 

ls there any reason for believing that the insane and idiotic of Missouri have 
escaped the lot which has been the portion of those of every other country? 
Are they in a better condition than were the insane of France, of Massachu- 
setts or Pennsylvania, before asylums are erected? The report in Pennsylva- 
nia, was only made five years ago. If our insane are in a better condition, it 
must be because we have m-re means to devute to them, more intelligence 
and skill to exercise in their treatment and care, or more humanity to incite us 
to fly to their succor. If we have more means, we have now an opportunity 
of applying them to the certain and permanent relief of the sufferers. Have 
we more intelligence and skill to exercise in their treatment and care; an asy- 
lum is the place where they can be employed on a large scale and with extend- 
ed usefulness. Have we more humanity? Therenever existed under Heaven, 
objects more proper for its exercise or an occasion when its exercise would do 
more permanent and lasting good. EE 

According to my previous arrangement of the subject, I will now inquire 
whether the condition of the insane would be improved by the erecting of an 
asylum. From the account already given of thc condition and treatment of the 
insane at the Bicetre. in Paris, and the condition and treatment, before and after 
the transfer of the insane to the Asylum at Worcester in Massachusetts, it must 
be evident that their condition would be greatly improved by the.erection of an 
asylum. But the factis well established, that in any well conducted asylum, 
nine-tenths (or 90 per cent.) of the insane admitted within three months from 
the commencement of their maladies, are cured and restored to their friends 
and families, generally within one year from their admission. Of those admit- 
ted within one year, some 75 or 80 per cent., are cured—and of those which ` 
may be termed chronic, or of some years standing, from 20 to 30 per cent., are - 
generally cured. j | 

In former times, no one seemed to know where was the seat of the mind—the 
passions and affections. At one time it was supposed to be the liver, and at an- 
other, the heart, and at other times, other parts of the body. Diseases of the 
mind were neither understood nor cured. They were considered generally as 
dispensations of Providence that could be neither prevented or removed. In 
modern times it has been satisfactorily ascertained that the brain is the seat of . | 
the mind, the passions and affections, and that diseased action of the brain makes ` 
a diseased mind. Insanity is a disease of the brain. Great research has been 
made into the causes of insanity, and the best moral and medical treatment for 
its cure. , i E 

Dr. Woodward, superintendent of the Worcester Asylum, says, “Insanity ie 
a disease of the brain. not more difficult of cure, if remedies are soon applied, 
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than other acute diseases of equal severity.” -, In- that asylum, in 1835, there 
were a large number of patients; and of those admitted, and whose insan- 
ity was of less than one year's duration. the cures were 824 per cent. Of- 
the old or chronic cases the recoveries were only 153 per cent. 

The Directors of the Lunatic Asylum in Ohio, in the report to the Genera] 
Assembly, Dec. 1835, say, “A proportion amounting to 90 per cent. of recent 
cases, has actually been cured insomé of the insane hospitals in the United 
States.” “In other cases the subjects of the disease have been. rendered com- 
paratively comfortable.” “The disease (say they) is found to be curable, like 
other diseases of the human system.” à 

- — Dr. Willis. the conductor of an Insane Institution in England, in his evidence 
bef ue the British Parliament, states, that out of those placed’ under his care 
within three months from their attack, nine out of ten (0 per cent.) recovered. 
Such is also stated to have been the success in the great French hospitals 
over which presided Pine! and Esquirol, and in the Hospitals in Germany, _ 

Dr. Burrows, who presided over an asylum in England, states, that the cures 
performed in recent cases (under three months duration) were 91 per cent. This 
last fact is stated by a committee of the Legislature of New Hampshire, in a re- 
port madein 1838. . m : 

The Trustees of the McLean Asylum, in their report in [839, say, “Of the - 
recent cases, exclusive of deaths, and premature removals (by friends) the whole 
have recovered." 

The Governors of the Bloomingdale Asylum, (N* Y.) in their report (1837) 
say, ‘‘of the recent cases there are 98 per cent. of recoveries.” : 

A committee of the legislature of New Hampshire in their report, (1838) say 
the proportion of recoveries in recent cases, (received within three months after 
their first attack) is more than 90 per cent. 

Mr. Tuke of the Asylum in England, called * The Retreat,” says, the result 
of his experience hss been that somewhat over 90 per cent. of recent cases re- 
cover. e £ 
= Dr. Rockwell (at that time Physician to the Vermont Asy lum,) says “nine- 
tenths recover when the patient is placed in one of these institutions within 
three months from the attack, but when the disorder has passed into a chronic 
state, only about one-fourth are restored.” 

Icould produce testimony to the same effect, almost without end, but pre- 
sume it to be unnecessary. . ` JG ME 

In regard to the prospect of recovery out of an asylum, a committee of the 
Leg'slature of New Hampshire in their report, (1838) say, “Those who are run- 
ning at large endanger the public, and are in no way of  recovzry.. No body ev- 
er knew or heard of more.than three instances of recovery from insanity during. 
the confinement of a person to a jail, or house of correction." - “As to those ` 
who are under the care of their friends," to use the language of Dr. Spurzheim. 
(than whom no man ever paid more attention to insanity, or treated it more ably,) 
son one point there is great uniformity of opinion among medical men with re- 
gard to the insane, and thut is the importance of separating the patient: from 
his family and customary associations.” “This (say the committee,) is strenu- 
ously urged by all writers on the subject, and the longer it is disregarded, the 
more is lessened the chance of the patient's recovery." “We feel ourselves 
authorised (they continue.) by the experience of our own aud other States, 
the opinion of all writers on the treatment of insanity, and the uniform tenor 
of the report of hospitals, to apply to our own State, the language used by the 
Trustees of the State Lunatic Asylum in Massachusetts, in reference to. that 
common wealth, viz: “That were a system to be devized, whose express object it 
should be to drive every. victim of insanity beyond the limits of hope, it would 
scarcely be within the power of man to suggest one more infallible in its gener: 
al tendency than that which has been, is now, and will be, in practical opera 
tion among us, so long as. We aredestitute of. an asylum.”, "Dr. Rockwell says, 
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«Whilst the patient remains at home, not unfrequently all the causes which 
produced his disease, continue to operate; and neglect or improper treatment 
aggravates his disease, confirms his hallucinations, and precipitates him into that 
hopeless state from which no power, other than Divine, can restore him.” 

Again—he says, “Most diseases require both moral management and medi- 
cal treatment."  Again—*An asylum is the reverse of the ancient mad-houses;” 
“neither chains or the scourge will ever be admitted, any attendant who will 
offer any violence to those under his charge, will be immediately dismissed." 

The physicians who attended the Friends’ Asy:um, near Philadelphia, insist 
upon the absolute necessity of removing the patients from home. 

A committee of the legislature of Connecticut in a report, (1838,) insist on 
the necessity of the removal of thé insane from their former associates and pla- 
ces of resort. They say—* They should be removed from every former com- 
panion, and every former scene; a new world should be set before them, and an 
entire change produced in the current of their reflections." 

Indeed, to me it seems clear that as long as an insane member of a family re- 
mains at home he must be subject to great ar.d continued irritation, which would 
continue his insanity. A person who is insane is rarely insane on all subjects, 
many of his perceptions are very clear. After he became insane he would not, 
be allowed the control or management to which he had been accustomed, nor’ 
‘would his advice and directions and orders be attended to or followed. "This: 
would produce irritation—and irritation would aggravate his disease. Directly 

_he would believe that all the family had conspired against him; this would make 
bim violent; then they would attempt to restrain or confine him; and this would 
make him a maniac. 

The average duration of insanity of those out of asylums is found to be, 
whilst they are still alive, between thirteen and fifteen years. The committee: 
of the Legislature in New Hampshire, in their report (1838) state the average 
duration there to be, as far as they could learn, thirteen years. Mr. Charles G. 

_ Fox, of New Hampshire, obtained a statement of fourteen cases, and their av- 
erage insanity was fifteen years. | 
A committee of the Legislature of Connecticut in their report (1838) state’. 
-that of about sixty who annually become insane, net more than four annually 
recover. | 

I will pass now to another part of my subject; whichis, the comparative ex- 
pense of keeping the insane in an asylum and keeping them elsewhere. 

We will suppose for the present, that the expense of each insane person;- 
whilst his insanity:continues, to be the same, and to amount to $100 per annum. 
It will be observed, thatif we have asylums, all the patients after the first,- 
would or ought to be, recent cases—or cases where the insanity had not existed 
more than three months. That is, as soon as a person becomes insane, there: 
being en asylum, he would be sent-there. This would undoubtedly be the case 

-with all those who were to be supported at the public expense. We will take & 
hundred patients in the asylum, and a hundred out of it. Of the hundred in 
the asylum, ninety would be cured and discharged after being in one year. The 
cost of these ninety for one year, the time they would be dischargeable. at $100 
each for the year, would be $9,000. "The cost of the ninety out of the asyluni 
would be the same for one year—that is $9,000. But their average insanity 
would be fifteen years, this would be fifteen times $9,000, or $135,000, fran 
which deduct the cost of the ninety in the asylum, equal to $9,000, and there 
. would be $126,000 in favor of the asylum. The remaining ten in each case 
would be the same.. If the cases were old, or chronic cases, the cures, as already 
shown, would be about 25 per cent., or one fourth; and there would be a great 
difference in favor of the asylum. But (bere is another matter of great impor- 
tance m regard to the e:xpenses. Every asylum should have at least one hun- ` 
dred acres of land, and, if practicable, 150-or 200 acres, After the paroxysm 4 | 
of insanity have abated, and the patient begins: to recover, the tedium and ty on 
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:finement of the. house. become insupportable to him; especially -if he be of the 
farming class of the community. He is not only willing, but anxious to go out 
into the fields and labor. Indeed they are generally willing and anxious to per: 
form any labor which makes them useful, and increases the respect and attention 
which is paid: them. Out of 100 or 120 patients in an asylum, there would al. 
ways be enough, willing to labor, to cultivate 150 acres in the very best manner. 
“This 150 acres, thus cultivated would produce enough or nearly enough of 
grain and vegetables, bay and provender, milk and butter, and after a few years 
fruit sufficient for the whole establishment. The labor thus bestowed, would 
. not only greatly diminish the costs of the establishment, but would greatly im- 
prove the health, both of body and mind, of the patients. The greatest error 
committed in the establishment of asylums, has been in not securing a sufficient 
quantity of land. A few shops could also be erected, and. nearly all the uten; 
sils and furniture necessary for the establishment, be made therein by the pa- 
tients. I may here remark, that the system of moral management and treat. 
ment, found to be so efficacious in the recovery of the insane, consists in kind. 
ness and indulgence; in recreations and amusements, and constant employment. 
This soothes the patients, and prevents that everlasting brooding over their mis- 

. fortunes or supposed misfortunes, which caused and continued their insanity. 

As I deem the acquisition of sufficient land of great importance both to the 
well-being of the patients, and as saving a great annual expense to the State, 
I will cite the opinions of those who have had every opportunity of judging 
correctly on (te subject; and a few facts. a 

From the 12th report of Friends’ Asylum, near Philadelphia, we learn that 
the produce of their farm (only a few acres) was in 1836, 36 wagon loads of 

. hay, 29 bushels of wheat, 104 bushels of oats, 200 bushels of potatoes, 179 bu. 
shels of corn, 80 bushels of turnips, 95 bushels of parsnips, 30 bushels of beets, _ 
and 1150 lbs, of pork. . — 

The Asylum in Ohio, started with, I think, thirty acres ‘of land. The direc- 
tors in their report, dated 24th Dec. 1838, recommend the purchase of one hun- 
dred acres more of good land. - — : 

In Kentucky, the. Asylum started with ten acres. The report of the mana- 
gers, in 1838, recommend.the purchase of more land; and subsequently they 
increased the quantity to 502 acres. In 1837, land was added to the asylum at 
‘Worcester, Massachusetts, at an expense of $7000. AM 

A committee of the Legislature of Connecticut in their report (Jan. 1838) 
say—' Labor is found by experience to be of great value in the institution; it 

improves the"health of.the patients, and relieves the irksomeness of confine- 
ment. Many of the incurable, also, can be profitably employed and pleasant- 
. ly employed; shut up, they will be troublesome, unhappy and discontented; but 
-when employed. are cheerful and pleasant. The benefits which result from their 
employ ment, in a pecuniary point of view, is worthy of consideration. In the 
report from the State institution for 1825, with the help of one farmer, the pro- 
duce raised was estimated at $840 50, besides sawing and cutting between two 
.. and three hundred cords of wood, and much other labor, done about the grounds,” 
At the Asylum near Utica, in New York, they expected to have (and I pre- 
sume have) three hundred acres of land. E 
The trustees of the Asylum in Vermont, in their report, (1837) say—*«From 
be commencement, an excellent farm of about fifty acres was procured, as a 
necessary appendage to the institution. We have been determined to havea 
„fair trial made of employing the patients on the same, and have the effects strigt- 
ly noticed. . Here we add our own to the universal testimony of others on the 
_ subject, that useful labor for convalescents and all chronic cases, is the best mo- 
;ral means that can be made use of in the treatment of insanity.” The trustees 
proceed at much length to show the advantages of farming. At the McLean 
Asylum, near Boston,.there is only twenty-five acres. ;A committee of the 
"' Legislature of Upper Canada, speaking of the McLean Asylum, say (Report 
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1838) “Indepedent of the mental benéfits received from the labor applied to 
tillage, the patients ráised in 1836, vegetables, &c., sufficient to supply the:in- 
stitution for the year, besides a nett profit from the, land of $500.” — - 
The Directors of the Marine Hospital report, (1843) —^'l'h&' farm also has 
been much improved and has produced under the’ skilful management of. the 
steward, $700 worth of produce.”. In 1842, the Superintendent of the" Wor- 
cester Asylum, Dr. Woodward, reports the amount of produce raised orn (heit ` 
farm, consisting of only seventy acres. “A large proportioa of the'labor being! 
performed by the patients.” ` (I omit the items.) “Total value of the produce" 
raised on the farm (in the year 1842) $3,507 75." "Thé&'célebrated Dr. Lee of 
the McLean Asylum, says, “An institution established by.the State for the ben- 
efit of pauper lunatics, ought not to hive Jess than one hund:ed acres of land ; 
and even that number would probably be too small, should there be one hundred: 
and fifty or two hundred patients. Pasture, meadow, and tillage land should” 
be had in abundance, the farm should be well stocked; cattle, sheep and swine; 
raised for the use of the institution, should be fed from the produce o? the farini: 
Corn, potatoes, grain, flax, all kinds of garden sauce, &c., should be raised by? 
the labor of the patients. Thisis not all: thére should be dairy rooms, work 
_-shops, store houses; all arranged for the particular object of employing them. ` 
They should be engaged (in the times and season for the several labors) in cut- 
ting, making and loading hay; planting, sowing, cultivating and gettiug in gar- 
den and field crops; collecting and stocking away fruit; sawiog, splitting” and: 


A 


piling wood; husking and shelling corn; dressing flax, tending’ stock, milking“ - 


cows, making butter and cheese, washing and ironing; kitchen labor, spinning, 
weaving, knitting, sewing, &c., &c.; in fine, all the labors of a large farming’ es: 
tablishment, besides various mechanical labors.” 


In another-report, it is manifest there must be a great saving of expense-by* | 


placing the patients in an Asylum. One Physician, one Superintendent, and® | 


set of assistants, and one house, will suffice for one hundred and Die or twò, 
huidred or more patients. One Asylom in New’ York is calculated tor 10007 
patients. “In that respect, it may be likenéd to the penitentiary system, com- 

pared to the former method of confinement. Two hundred criminais, confined- 
in jails, would cost to the community trom $20 to $30,000 per annum. That- 
number in the Penitentiary, bring in a revenue of $5,200 per annum. 

It may be said that such of this expense would be chargeable to and paid be" 
the several counties. The counties are only subdivisions of the State, and what- 
ever is saved to the connties, (and, I will add, to individuals'of the community): 
is saved to the State. 

An-Asylum is beneficial to the community on other accounts. When the? 


if'an Asylum had been erected in time, the lives of seven citizens would have^ 


heen saved. Again, what are we to do with those who are, every court, diss 


charged, on the plea of insanity, and have killed persons, and would be convict? | 
ed of murder but for their insanity? Are ber to run at large to kill others?— | 
Should there not be an Asylum. if only such were confined inin? — | 
As to the cost of the land and buildings, I presume that the land could be had 
(say 120 to 150 acres) for some two or three thousand dollars. The buildings, | 
to accommodate one hundred patients: and their attendants, for some 20 or | 
$25,000. The building'must be constructed, or a largé part of it constricted, - 
so og to be warmed by flies and not fire plácés ; arid in'other párticulars would’ 


differ-from a private: dwelling house. >- - 
The cost of the building in Keatucky, was $27,892 67. , | 
A committee of the Legislature in Connecticut, report that they had taken | 
much pains to ascertain the cost of the buildings necessary to accommodate one | 


insáüe run at large they are dangerous to tlie citizens atid frequently commit’ | 
homicide and other terrible offences. In'the account above. given of thé 12° | 
cases of insanity, in the Asylum at Worcester, it will be seen that seven of them® | 
had comniitted homicide before they were admitted into the Asylum. Then, ` 
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hundred and twenty patients, and ascertain it to be $25,000. . ^ 
The commissioners for the erection of the New Jersey Asylum, report (1849) : 
that a building to accomodate one hundred patients, built on the plan of the | 
Worcester Asylum, will cost $24,000—and afterwards lateral wings may be 
erected to accommodate one hundred more, at the expense of $18,000. 
I come now to another branch of the subject; and in the opinion of many, 
the most difficult part. How are the General Assembly to raise the necessary 
. funds toerectthe Asylum? This State is perhaps less in debt, even according 
to her wealth and resources, than any other in the Union, and of course must be 
as able to build an Asylum. ; 
Nearly every State in the Union has one or more Asylums—and several of 
them, two, three or four. If they could build them, so could we. As we have. 
neither Aladdin’s lamp or the purse of Fortunatus, we must do as every other- 
State has done, resort to taxation, direct or indirect. And, if I have shown, 
that humanity, policy and true economy require the Asylum, then, I think, we. 
should not hesitate in raising the funds. The difficulty, however, seems, how: 
to raise the funds at this time. 


_I will respectfully suggest the following means, leaving to others to choose be- 

tween them. E. 3 

Ist. The sale of the tobacco warehouse in St. Louis. I ama tobacco plan- 
ter myself, and after sufficient inquiries, am satisfied it should be sold. No per- 
son purchases tobacco on the report of the Inspectors. Tobaccois either passed 
or refused. Tobacco that is passed, would sell on the same day from two dol- 
lars to ten dollars per 100 lbs. Refused tobacco will sell from one to three or 
four dollars per 100 pounds. It is evident that no person purchases on the report 
of the Inspectors, for if they did. there would be a uniform price for passed and. 
a uniform price for refused tobacco. As a mere warehouse, there is no more 
propriety or advantage to the public in the State furnishing it, than there would 
be in erecting one for dry goods, wheat or hemp. The inspection fees are a tax 
oh the planter. The lot cost $10,500, the buildings $14,500; together $25,000.

ord. There is now in the treasury of the U. S. about $23,000 the distributive 
share of this State under the act of 4th September, 1841. If the General Assem- ` 
bly think that receiving this fund, would imply, on its part, an acquiescence in - 
the policy and constitutionality of the act, that implication could-be repelled by 
receiving itas a deposit merely, to be refunded when called for; and protesting. 
against the act of Congress. No call would be made on Missouri without a 
similar one being made on the other States. It would seem like nothing could 
be gained, even if thelaw be unconstitutional, by allowing the oiher States to 
receive and use their portions and we refuse to receive our portion. If the Gen- 
eral Assembly believe that the money ought not to supply the ordinary revenue . 
of the State, then the proper way would seem to be to give it to a charitable in- 
stitution. There are also sorae special funds, in the treasury, which may not be 
used, and perhaps cannot be used at this time, which might be applied temporari- 
ly, to the Asylum, and replaced when needed. The communication from the ~ 
Aud. Pub. Ac'ts, accompanying this letter, will shew their amount and condition. 

I do not pretend to recommend either of the above methods of raising the ne- 
cessary funds, but merely suggest them for inquiry. The. wisdom of the Gener- 
al Assembly can determine the best method. 

If any thing I have said in this paper, or any thing I can do, will rescue one 
human being from chains or a dungeon, or restore him to reason, I will be far.

REPORT 
Of the Superintendent of Common’ Schools. 
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OFFICE or SECRETARY op STATE, - ? 


City of Jefferson, January 4, 1845. 
To the General Assembly of ihe State of Missouri: i 


In compliance with law I have the honor herewith to transmit the third re- ` 


port of the Superintendent of Common Schools, 


Since the adjournment of the last General Assembly, the plan of public in-. 
struction which has been adopted by the State, has met with as much popular 
favor as could be expected from the circumstances that surrounded it. The 
warmest feeling is entertained by the great ma-s of our citizens for its univer- 
sal adoption, and this hope is checked only by the fear that the State will not 
be able to continue its benefits. The tables which are attached to-this report, 
show increased organization yearly, since the passage of the law relating to- 
Common Schools, and the belief may well be entertained that a corresponding 
increase will manifest itself, if the schoolfund shall be so managed as to yield 
acertain revenue. I trust sincerely that the legislature may think it a duty in- 
cumbent on them to secure this end, which is so essentially connected with the 
successful operation of the system. The certainty of reward, when his duties 


have been completed, is the most active stimulus to the labor of the teacher, . 


and the reverse of the proposition is equ illy true, that uncertainty and delay on 
this point will not only dispirit his efforts, how zealous soever they may be, but 
will ultimately drive him from his useful profession. - I have found in my expe- 
rience under our code of education, that the surest and speediest mode of recon- 
ciling public opinion to our system, and introducing it to public favor, is to 
make it the interest of the public af large to adoptits provisions. A system that 
commends itself, solely by the precepts that it inculcates, or the direction which. 
it, purports to give to popular education, how wise soever the direction or pre- 
cepts may be, will never find half so many advocates, asa code of public in- 
struction that fortifies. its provisions by the inducements of personal interests. 
Every nation that. has adopted a successful code of public instruction, has not. 
only found itself compelled to aid it by wholesome legislation, but has equally 
been compelled to sustain it, by the public revenues, and as the system advan-. 
ces in its excellence, greater bounties have been afforded by Legislative wisdom.. 
It is needless to tell the General Assembly that as the public mind is enlight- - 
ened, the resources of the State become developed, and the capacity of the peo- - 
ple to pay an increasing rate of taxation, is greatly facilitated, and especially 


When the same taxes are restored to them in the shape of a fund for publicin- - 


struction. The State will find that by coming to the aid of this system, and ex- 
tending to it every possible bounty, that its benefits will be proportionably ex- 
tended. I do not mean here to say, that the State should supply from its own 
coffers the deficiency that may occur to meet to meet the demands made on the 
school fund, bui that the Legislature will take such care of this fund, that its re- 
Venues may be permanent andceriain. It now amounts to nearly $600,000, 
and theinterest accruiug on it, at the lowest ordinary rate, would be more than 
Sufficient to supply the wants arising under our code. ` , 

The last General Assembly enacted that the maximum allowance to each child 
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reported between six and eighteen years af age, should not exceed one dollar. 
I regret to-inform you that the sum on hand for distribution in January last, ad. 
mitted only of an apportionment of fifty-four cents to each such child. 1n ma. - 
king this allowance of “one dollar,” the General Assembly no doubt believed 
that the dividends declared by the bank of Missouri (in which the State school 
fund is invested) would be amply sufficient to’ admit this distribution, but the 
expectation has been disappointed, and since the adjournment of the last Legis- 
lature, no assistance has been derived from this quarter. _The amount distribu- 
ted in January last, was the residue of dividends, left in the Treasury unappor- 
tioned by the Superintendent on the first of January, 1842. If the bank de. 
clares its dividend on this stock at the present session of the General Assembly, 
as usual, there will then be in all probability a sum in the Treasury sufficient to 
meet the demands on the fund from the reports of the present year, but when’ 
this is exhausted there will be nothing left for distribution on the reports of the 
approaching year, unless tle bank declares a dividend in 1846. If we areat lib- 
erty to judge from our experience of this institution, this fortunate event is net 
likely to occur, and the cause of our common schools must suffer, and wait until 
the'next session of the General Assembly occurs, when ‘perhaps thé usual divi. - 

dend willbe made. This state of things should not be longer allowed. No sys-. , 

‘tem that depends upon pecuniary support, could exist under so much délay and 
so much uncertainty. : WR 

To guard against this contingency, I most respectfully urge the General Agen," 
bly, if the power to do so exists, to authorise the transfer of the Common School 
Fund from the bank, to some stock that will render the income from this sóurcé" 
at once certain and permanent. Our State bonds, in my opinion, furnish this 
stock. Many of them are redeemable in a short time, and many more can no 
doubt be purchased on reasonable terms. If this transfer can De effected, there 
sürley can be no objection tothis investment of the school fund. We shall thus 
léssen the burthen of taxation on the people of the State, by restoring to them 
in the shape of an annual amount of State School moneys, the sums ,which they 
are now paying to foreign bondholders, and even if the payment of this interest 
should not be made sensibly lighter, we would still be consoled by the reflection 
that our children are enjoying tie benefits of a debt which they will ultimately ' 
be called upon to pay. Butif the Legislature does not think itself authorized 
to take this stock from the bank, then I most respectfully suggest that the 
amount lost to the school fund, by the present investment in the bank, be reim-— 
bursed to it from some other source. | i 

It will be recollected that this fund was not raised from taxation levied op ` 
our citizens. It is not the result of private contribution, nor of dying bequest, 

- bit it is a fund granted to us by the General Government, and devoted solely’ 
to the cause of public instruction.  Entrusted to the care of the Legislature, it 
cai appeal with peculiar propriety to your justice and your generosity. 

At the time this fund was invested in Bank stock, it was supposéd to be so 
arranged as to afford an annual increase to the capital stock, and great pros- 
pective benefit to our State. In making this disposition, the Legislature acted ` 
the part of a faithful trustee, and it cannot be imputed as a matter of blame, if . 
its anticipations, which were shared by the community generally, were not re- 
alised. In this capacity the fund has no legal right to call on the General As- 
sembly for protection, but in a matter of a character so high, and one in which’ 
the State is so deeply interested, the General Assembly ought not, in my opin- | 
ion, to shelter itself behind the plea of ordinary care against the urgent appeals 
that the cause of education makes to its sense of justice. It should rather look. 
upóri itselfas a depository, to whom a valuable charge has been entrusted, and 
whith should be preserved as safe and as undecayed as wher it was received. — 

If this proposition be correct, then the Legislature has an opportunity now,’ 
better than any other that will present itself, perhaps forever; of doing sighs!” 

“sétvicé' to’ this fund, of raising its character, and intréasing its'usefulüess; A 
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grant has been made to the State of 500,000 acres of land by the General Gov- 
‘ernment. for the purposes of internal improvements. Perhaps Congress would, 
_on a proper.representation, be induced to change t^e nature of^this grant, and 


-— 


bestow this princely domain on the common schools of our State. Iam induc- ` 


ed to believe that no difficulty will occur on this point, from the.interest general- 
‘ly manifested by the General Government in the extension and encouragement 
of popular education; through its grants of each sixteenth section, the Semina- 
ry lands, &c.,for this purpose. If, however, Congress should refuse to accede 
to this proposition, then I most respectfully urge upon this General Assembly 
the propriety of permitting the school fund to beceme the borrower of the pro- 
ceeds of these lands, and I trust to be excused, if I here submit some reasons 
that induce me to believe that the loan will be profitably employed thus, both 
to the fund and the State. 

. Itis now a matter of grave argument, whether or not this ied) Assembly 
should appropriate the funds arising from the sales of these lands, to the purpo- 
ses of internal improvement, their original destination uhder the act of Con- 
gress, and. even among the warmest friends of this State policy,,it is sometimes 
doubted whether the State should embark in such .schemes, until the means ne- 
cessary to carry out the proposed measures should be provided. It will be per- 
haps many years before the revenue arising from these lands will justify the 
commencement of any work of improvement, especially if the work contem- 
plated be of any great magnitude. The sad experience of some of the States 
of our Union should warn us of the danger of rashly undertaking works of in- 
ternal improvement,. before the means necessary for their completion be ascer- 
tained and made fully accessible. And it may happen with us, asit has happen- 
ed elsewhere, that the system mar be a curse, when the State finds itself ,load- 


ed with debts, encumbered with useless public works, and although animated - 


with desire, but not enjoying the credit necessary.to carry .out its magnificent 
projects so inauspiciously commenced. The funds arising from this quarter, too, 


are entirely insufficient to justify the State in any work of internal improve-. 


ment of any great magnitude, At the furthest, it is thought they cannot ex- 
ceed $625,000, and this calculation is based upon the supposition that ail the 
lands will be sold, a contingency tnat will not happen probably for twenty years. 
The pro: eeds will then be paid into the Treasury, at irregular intervals, and if 
the werksare commenced now,the expectation may well be entertained, that 
such receipts will be very little more than sufficient to meet the losses sustained 
by lapse of time and the frequent cessations of labor, consequent on tle uncer- 
tain sales.of lands, | : 

If, on the-other hand, it is contemplated to distribute the fund among Ae 
counties in certain proportions, might not the same result be effected by a 
change in the nature of this fund? Could not these proceeds be converted into 
a permanent stock, that would yield an annual amount for distribution to the 
counties? If instead of thus dividing this money, as is done with the Road and 
Canal Fund, it be created into a capital stock yielding a certain amount annual- 
ly for distribution in the shape of money for public education, the benefit would 
still accrue to the several counties, but_with this striking difference, ‘hat where- 
as by the one mode, perhaps the whole amount may be expended in forming a 
temporary bridge or levelling a neighborhood.road, by the other, a fynd js pre- 
„ated which will extend its benefits to our, citizens forever, that.will lay;the foun- 
dation of an intelligence in every section of this State, increasing its wealth, 
and its influence, by developing the genius and resources of Gs people, and :-be+ 
fore many years will enable usto have.the proud satisfictión of seeing every 
child in the State educated at the public expense. If the General Assembly 
‘should be of opinion, that this money can, and ought io be borrowed by the 
school fund, then I respectfully urge that it be done as soon ag practicable,.and 
.98-fast,asthe proceeds of the lands are paid into the Treasury. ‘The risk of 
' .this-investment, may;be rendered exceedingly small by the purchase of our own 
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State securities. Many of our bonds will be ‘redeemable in 1846, and many 
"more could no doubt be readily purchased. The money thus borrowed could 
be placed to the credit of the Internal Improvement Fund, and if the Lepisla. 
. ture think it proper, an annual interest could be paid to this fund for its loan, 
less, however, than the School Fund could realize from it. Suppose, for instance, 
that the eight per cent. bonds of the State be purchased, the school fund should 
be bound to pay to the Internal Improvement Fund from the profits of these 
bonds the amount of four per centum per annum. By this mode of investment, 
each fund would be benefitted, and in all probability by postponing for a time all 
matters of internal improvement, the general interests of the State would be 
promoted.

NORMAL SCHOOL. 


Next in importance to the certainty in the payment of teachers, and closely 
connected with it, is the employment of competent instructors in our common 
schools. It will be found in our experienc of the law, that those who fill this 
high office are frequently engaged in the contemporaneous study of a profession, 
or are seeking to disengage themselves from their duties, which in consequence 
becomes arduous and unpleasant. Many of our teachers adopt this occupation 
merely as an expedient to gain money for some ulterior object, and seldom dis. 
charge their high office with the cheerfulness and resignation so necessary to 
:Success. The consequence is, that frequent changes occur, and children are 
subjected to the various methods of instruction, and the varied discipline of their 
new teachers. This evil, which is of common occurrence, and which is attend- 
-ed with consequences to the pupil, at once dispiriting and injurious, cannot be 
suddenly arrested, yet much can be done by the State to check its increase.— 
"The highest encouragement should be given to those, who will devote themselves 
“to this noble pursuit, and every possible care taken that they should be qualifie 
for its duties. I respectfully recommend to the General Assembly the estab- . 
‘lishment and maintenance, at the public expense, of a Normal School, (a school 
-for the education of teachers,) in which a selection should be made from the pu- 
pils, of children distinguished for their intelligence. To insure to the public: 
the benefits of this institution, it would be well to require of each pupil, before 
he enters, a guarantee, that when he finishes his course of studies, and is de- 
‘clared by the principal of the institution duly qualified, he shall teach in some 
"township or district school, for a certain length of time, and he should also re- 
_ ceive the assurance that his services should be entitled to priority over other 
- competitors of equal attainments. The expense of this institution could easily ` 
: be defrayed from the proceeds of the State School Fund, and would have the 
-effect of producing not only efficiency in the teachers employed, but also uni- 
'formity in the mode of instruction. | 


‘In conclusion, I commend most heartily to the General assembly our present 
‘code of public instruction. It has thus far- stood the test. of experiment, and 
has nearly extinguished the prejudices that attended its creation and the first 
‘periods of its existence. The citizens of our State are becoming more and more 
reconciled to its provisions, and its popularity will become the better established 
asits enactments are read and understood. Its details, which, in my opinion, 
constitute a great merit, because it prevents contrariety of action and litigation 
about particulars, has heretofore caused the greatest opposition to its general 
adoption, and arguments were frequently urged against it, because ofthe great 
Jength of time necessary fora proper understanding of its practice. But this 
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feeling, so far as I am informed, has greatly subsided, and must finally cease as 
time advances, and the very details that have created so much repugnance to 
the law, will become the chief elements of.its popular favor, and will be r:gard: 


.~ed towards this system in the same light in which the muscles, fibres, and nerves 


are towards the human frame, all moving jointly and harmoniously; and so in: 
terwoven in their action that the law has no vitality without them. 
Itisa matter of great pride to us that our State has thus far given so much 


.encouragement to the cause of universal education, and if the same legislative 


~ 


= 


kindness is-exhibited in the future, which has been: manifested: in: the: past: histe= 


ry of. our State schools, we shall soon show to the world that the commenda- 
tions which we have received,* are not unmerited, and that before many years 
we shall enjoy the glorious satisfaction of offering the benefits of gratuitous 
instruction to every child in the State.T 
But while we contemplate this bright prospect, it is necessary to remember 
that our system is in our state of comparative infancy, and that it requires the 
fostering attention of the Legislature to give toit health and: strength and 
beauty of proportion. It cannot stand by itself. It must be supported by leg- 
islative vigilance and legislative generosity. The cause of education appeals to 
the government that protects if, by motives the strongest on earth, because no 
other human institution can produce such results—the universal diffusion of in- 
telligence, and the consequent extinction of public crime, and I trust that the 
appeals which it now makes to the General Assembly may not be disregarded, 
JAS.

Subsequently the Auditor of Public Accounts, in obedience to a joint res- 


olution of the last General Assembly, approved January 20th, 1843, effected a 
settlement of the account of the late Treasurer with the Bank of Missouri, and 
found that the amount credited to the Treasurer by the Bank, as deposited by 
Sparks, within the time above specified, amounted to only $10,340 86; and this — 
only was the sum transferred to the credit of the present Treasurer. The differ- ` 


ence, amounting to $4,845 33, is consequently to be deducted from the apparent 
amount of receipts. 


- 
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This sum of $4,845 33, Tm not however, constitute zo ie full amount, a 
charge ágainst the late Treasurer. The true amount chargeable to him is sta- 
ted, in the-“2Qnd statement of the Balance in the Treasury on the Ist October, 
1844, "o be $3,118 78, and is explicable in the following manner: 

The committee which settled with the late Treasurer, found him entitled, at 
the time of settlement, to a credit of $24,287 12, for. monéy taken by the Bank 
to pay the interest accruing on State Bonds. Between that fime and that of. 
the Auditor’s settlement with the Bank, in June, 1843, the Bank used for the 
same purpose, and passed to the late Treasurer’s account, a further sum of 
$1,953 46, making the total amount of $28,240 58; which last named sum 
was subsequently transferred to the present Treasürer's account. 

From a consideration of this Statement, it will be seen that the late Treas- 
. urer is entitled to a credit of the sum $1,953 46. This amount being deducted 

-from his apparent deficit—$4,845 33, there will appear chargeable against him 
the sum of $2,891 87; and this sum added to $226 91—the amount charged 
against him by the committee of settlement—will exhibit the true amount char. 
geable against him, viz:—$3,118 78. 

For this last named amount the present Treasurer is entitled to, and has, in 
this report, claimed a credit; and, as complete evidence of the foregoing state- | 
ment of facts may be found in the office of the Auditor of Public Accounts, ` 
the uddersigned respectfully requests that he may be relieved from all accoun- ` 
tability for the said deficiency.

The dividend de- 
clared on the State stock has been applied by the Bank to the payment of interest on the bonds of, the

The State debt on the Ist day of October, 1844, exclusive of the surplus rev- 
enue, deposited with this State, consisted of State. bonds, as set out in the forego- 
ing statement, and amounts to the sum of $3,152,261. Of this sum however, 
two millions, two hundred and thirty thousand dollars are bonds issued for capi- 
tal stock of the State, in the Bank of the State of Missouri, and are now in said 
bank unsold: consequently cannot properly be considered.as a debt until sold, 
and if sold would be met, by money in bank instead. The further sum of two 
hundred and seventy-two thousand, two hundred and sixty-three dollars—sixty 
is in stock paid for by the sale of bonds, and should be equivalent to that amount 
of money. ` | 

If (DONE of the first mentioned bonds should be deducted from the whole 
amount as set out above, it would leave the State debt nine hundred and twenty- 
two thousand, two hundred and sixty-one dollars, that being thé exact amount of 
State Bonds sold and disposed of. And if the amount of State Stock paid in as 
above mentioned, should be deducted also, as being so much money, the actual 
State debt would be the sum of six hundred and forty-nine thousand, nine hun- 
dred and ninety-seven dollars and forty cents. f | ! 
Two hundred and fifty-three thousand, two hundred and sixty-one dollars of 
the bonds sold, are bearing ten per cent per annum interest—they have ten 
fears to run from May and June 1841, but are redeemable at the option of the 
State in five years from sale. a 

It is thought that these bonds might be redeemed at the earliest day, by the 
issue of other bonds, bearing a less rate of interest. I suggest the matter for the 
consideration of the General Assembly. ON 

From the best estimate the Auditor has been able to make of the receipts and 
expenditures of the Treasury for the next two fiscal years, commencing Ist Octo- 
ber last, he is forced to the conclusion that there will bea deficit in the Treasury 
anually, of from 45 to 50 thousand dollars. It is a matter well worthy the 
consideration of the General Assembly, to inquire how this deficit is to be 
supplied. 

The interest on the State Bonds sold now, amounts to nearly $71,000 per 
amum, which interest all must admit, should be promptly met as the same falls 
Ge, if this sum should then be deducted from the ordinary revenue, according to 
the present rate of taxation, which will amount to not exceeding $140,000 per 
anum for the next two fiscal years, will leave only seventy-nine thousand dol- 
his to pay the ordinary expenses of the Government, which atthe lowest esti- 
mate, will not be less than one hundred: and twelve or fifteen thousand dollars. 
Tosupply this deficiency, one of two modes must be resorted to, to-wit: Increas- 
ed taxation or the issue of State bonds tobe sold; for myself I am decidedly in 
hvor of the former. If the ratio of taxation were increased from one-sixth of 
one per centum, to one-fifth of one per centum on all. objects of taxation, and 
lle poll tax increased to fifty cents, for a limited period of years, I think the 
object would be attained without any perceptible increase of the burdens of the 
people. The increase last mentioned would greatly augment the revenue, and I 
im free to say, that I confidently believe it would be borne with cheerfulness by 
d our citizens, when they learn that it is necessary to ensure so commendable 
in object as the preservation of our public faith in meeting our moneyed engage- 
ments, VE 

The people of this State, without the shadow of adoubt, would abhor even the 
*mblance of favoring repudiation of their public engagements of any kind, and 
particularly those of a financial character. i 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

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REPORT OF THE INSPECTORS OF THE PENITENTIARY. 


The Inspectors of the Penitentiary respectfully submit to the General Ås- 
sembly, the following mE p 
REPORT: 


The last General Assembly made a final settlement with Messrs. Gordon & 
Burch, the late lessees of the Penitentiary, and by joint resolution, approved 
on the 98th of February, 1843, directed the Secretary of State to cancel their 
bond to the State, on their filing their assent to the settlement. e 

It is not, therefore, deemed unportant to notice in this report, the transac- 
tions of the Penitentiary during the period between the last report of the In- 
spectors, and the 16th of February, 1843—the time at which Messrs. Rich- 
mond & Brown took possession of the Penitentiary, under the present lease. 

On the 1st of March, 1843, the Inspectors held their first meeting under the 
several acts passed at the last session of, the General Assembly, in relation to | 
the Penitentiary. Atthis meeting, the Rev. Thomas W. Chandler, of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, was appointed Chaplain of the Penitentiary, for —| 
one year from tnat period. Mr. Cnandler continued to act as Chaplain ofthe | 
prison until the 1st of November, 1814, when, in consequence of his removal 
to a distant part of the State, he resigned his chaplaincy, and the Rev. William 
H. Lewis was appointed for the remainder of Mr. Chandler's term of service. 

Tne Ínspectors take great pleasure in bearing testimony to the industry, 
- zeal, and fidelity of Mr. Chandler, in the discharge of his ministerial duties. 
They are well convinced that his efforts have been attended with a high de- 
gree of success, and that a very favorable change in the moral and religious 
condition of many of the convicts has been effected through his instrumental- 
ity. ‘The want, however, of the necessary means for the purchase of books of | 
religious and moral instruction, has been very much regretted. The prison, 
has been long destitute of suca books, and the Inspectors have not felt them- 
selves authorized to purchase them at the expense of the State, in the absence 
of any appropriation for such purpose. From the reports of the Chaplain, | 
herewitn subinitted, the General Assembly_will be in possession of some use- 
ful infor.nation respecting the mode of instruction adopted by him, and will 
at once perceive the urgent necessity of providing the books recommended, 
particularly the Bible, for the use of the convicts. Without these books are 
furnisaed tne convicts, thelarzest part of the Sabbath will be passed by them 
in listless idleness. Most of the States have made ample provisions for sup- | 
plying their prisons with works of moral and religious instruction. 

Soon after the adjournment of the last General Assembly, the Inspectors 
revised all the rules in force for the government and discipline of the Peniten- 
tiary. Many new rules were adopted, and others, that were found useless or 
inconvenient, were repealed. On the 18th of March, 1843, the rules, as re- 
vised, were formally adopted. Printed copies of these rules were given to the 
lessees. A copy of the same is herewith submitted. mE mE 

The Inspectors have, at alltimes, endeavored to enforce a strict observance 
of these rules. That they have not been so observed, is doubtless one of the 
principal causes of the numerous escapes that have occurred within the pe- 
riod of the present lease. It is in vain that rules are prescribed by the- Ín- 
spectors, unless their observance is strictly enforced by the lessees. It is not, 
perhaps, every act of. carelessness or inattention to duty on the part of an of- 
ficer of the prison, that will be deemed, within the meaning of the-lease, a 
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“material violation” of the contract of the lessees, or, a “ material neglect 
or failure," on their part to comply with the terms of the lease; and yet it 
is easy to see, that in the management of such an institution, the most disas- 
trous consequences may flow from the slightest act of carelessness or inatten- ` 
tion on the part of such officer. ` 

The eyes of the most desperate and daring of the convicts will be constant- 
ly upon the Guard, ready, at any.moment, to avail themselves of the slightest 
act of carelessness or inattention on his part, to effect their escape. 

If the efforts of the Inspectors to provide for the safery of the prison and 
the proper government of the prisoners, are not properly seconded by the Les- 
sees and other officers, it cannot be expected that their efforts will be attend- 
ed with entire success. , l 

It is the duty of the Inspectors, in the exercise of a superintending control 
over the prison, to adopt suitable rules and regulations for its government and 
discipline, and to enforce, by all the means in their power, the strict observ- 
ance of such rules; but their observance and enforcement, in the proper spi- 
rit, depends so much upon the character, ability and integrity of the officers 
of-the prison; that; after all, it mainly depends upon them whether the institu- 

Don is properly managed or not. . l 

© For a considerable period after Messrs. Richmond & Brown took possession 
of the Penitentiary, an unusual number of escapes occurred.—These escapes 
were, in almost every iristance, occasioned by the carelessness and incapacity 
of the guard, and a failure to observe the prison rules. "The escapes operated 
very injuriously to the Lessees in a pecuniary point of view, who, in every in- 
stance, offered rewards for the recapture of the prisoners. They, besides, 
seemed generally to manifest a desire to conduct the prison in accordance with 
the rules and regulations adopted by the Inspectors. 

These considerations, together with the high personal character of the Les- 
sees, forbid the supposition that the escapes occurred from a wanton violation 
of either the terms of their lease, or the rules of the prison. But it was very 
evident that the Lessees had little or no experience in the management of 
prisoners, or knowledge of prison discipline. This want of experience, so 
“necessary for the government of such an institution, although it might, to a 
considerable extent, relieve them from censure, was productive of the most 
mischievous consequences. Such, for some time, were the number and fre- 
quency of escapes from the prison, that it seemed almost a hopeless attempt 
to prevent the convicts from breaking the prison or the custody of thé guard. 

The Inspectors made strict examination and inquiries, in order to ascertain 
the cause of these frequent escapes, and to adopt, if possible, such measures 
as might prevent their recurrence. The result of such examinations convin- 
ced them that the Penitentiary was, to say the least, very badly managed, yet 
they did not deem it expedient, for the time being, to resort to extreme meas- 
ures. The efforts of the Inspectors not being attended with any degree of 
success, they were at last compelled, by a sense of public duty, though with 
extreme reluctance, to prefer charges against the Lessees, under the 15th sec- 
‘tion of the act of January 26, 1843, to lease the Penitentiary. Chargés were, 
accordingly, made out, and the Lessees notified of the same on the 16th of 

September, 1843. a 

William Z. Angney, Esq. was appointed by the Governor, arbitrator on the 
part of the State, for the trial of these charges. Benjamin F. Hickman, Esq. 
was selected by the Lessees as arbitrator on their part, and William M, Kerr, 
Esq. was selected by Mr. Angney and Mr. Hickman as the third arbitrator. 
The charges preferred were thirteen in number, and the Inspectors, by a rigid 
examination, were convinced that the charges were true in point of fact, and 
involved material violations of the lease. . The trial under these charges eom- 


- 
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menced on the 9th of November, 1843, and continued several days. After a 
most thorough and diligent examination, the majority of the arbitrators acquit- 
ted the Lessees of all the charges. 

Without intending to cast the least reflection upon the arbitrators, all of 
whom are gentlemen of high respectability and standing in society, the Inspec- 
tors were not convinced by the result of the examination that the charges 
were preferred without due reflection, and without sufficient evidence. It 
must be confessed that the law under which the proceedings were conducted, . 
is not free from doubt, and certainly leaves room for contrariety of construction. 

The first difficulty that occurred was, whether the Inspectors were the sole 
judges that a particular act amounted to a “ material violation? of the contract 
of the Lessees, or a “‘ material neglect or failure to comply with the terms of 
the act," on their part; or, whether the arbitrators and the Governor were 
equally entitled to determine for themselves whether the proceedings in those 
respects were properly instituted or not. 

It was the opinion of the Inspectors, that the arbitrators were only author- 
ized to determine whether the charges preferred were true or not true, and not 
whether the charges amounted-to a “ material violation" of the contract, or a 
* material neglect or failure to comply with the terms of the act.” 

The Inspectors are not so clear in opinion as to the powers and duties of" 
the Governor under the Act. i ' 
- Proceedings against the Lessees, under this Act, must necessarily be very 
loose and unsatisfactory. The arbitrators are not sworn to faithfully discharge 
their duties. Their powers and duties are not defined with sufficient precis- 
ion. They may be ignorant of the rules of evidence, from which much mis- 
chief and injustice may result by the admission of illegal testimony. Besides, 
none of the judicial tribunals are authorized to examine and revise their pro- 
ceedings. Se 

The ‘Inspectors would recommend to the General Assembly to make an ap- 
propriation to defray the necessary expenses attending this proceeding. The 
witnesses who attended before the arbitrators, in obedience to the summons is- 
sued by them, are entitled to their attendance fees, and the arbitrators, them- 
selves, should be properly compensated for their services. These gentlemen” 
were engaged about a week in the discharge of their duties, and it could not 
have beenthe contemplation of the Legislature that they should actin this ca- 
pacity without compensation. : 

A copy of all the proceedings before the arbitrators, including notes of the 
evidence taken by one of the arbitrators, can be laid before the General As- 
sembly, if required. 
. On the 9th of December, 1843, Messrs. Blaine, Tompkins & Barrett, of the 
city of St. Louis, purchased, with the assent of the Inspectors, the interest of 
Ezra Richmond, Esq. in the lease of the Penitentiary. Thomas L. Price, 
Esq. of the city of Jefferson, at the same time, and with the like assent of the 
Inspectors, purchased one-fourth of the interest of James Brown, Esq. the 
other Lessee. : 

The business affairs of the Penitentiary are now conducted by Messrs.» 
Blaine, Tompkins & Barrett, and Messrs. Price and Brown, under the firm of 
Brown, Price & Co. ! | 

The Inspectors gave their assent to this arrangement, believing that the 
best interests of the institution would be promoted thereby. Messrs. Blaine, 
Tompkins & Barrett and Mr. Price were well known to the Inspectors as gen- 
tlemen of business habits and skill, and were generally understood to be in 
possession of sufficient means to conduct successfully the business operations 
of the Penitentiary. -Mr. Richmond retired from the management of the Pen- 
itentiary on the purchase of his interest by Messrs. Blaine, Tompkins & Barrett. 
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The Inspectors deem it due to Mr. Richmond to say, that, in all their inter- 
course with him, officially or otherwise, they have found him both willing and 
desirous to promote all their views, and to carry into operation all the rules aud 
regulations adopted by them for the government of the Penitentiary. Neither do 
they consider that the numerous escapes from the prison can be attributed to any ` 
want of personal diligence and attention on his part, as his time was chiefly devo- 
ted to the business affairs of the concern. : 

. Under the management of the present keepers, but few escapes have occurred. 
A stricter discipline and a more vigilant guard have been maintained: The rulesof 
the prison are more strictly observed, though instances have not been wanting in 

which escapes have occurred through the negligence of the guard, and the viola- 

tion of the prison rules. Upon the representation of the Inspectors, the Lessees 
promptly adopted such measures as will, it is hoped, prevent any further violation 
of-the prison rules. f | 

The Inspectors would desire to see stricter discipline enforced in the manage 

ment of the convicts, but this depends so much upon the experience and capacity 

of the officers, aud the nature of the employment of the convicts, that the In- 

spectors can exercise but a very limited control over the prison discipline. In à 

lease of this character, where individual interest is the sole motive of the keepers 

»in undertaking the management of the prison, discipiine must necessarily yield to © 

the interest of the managers. They pay a large sum to the State for the vse of 

the prison and prisoners, and of course must reimburse themselves by making both 
as profitable as possible. "Their ob'ect is private emolument, and not the refor- 
mation of the convicts. So far asa proper mode of prison discipline does not in- 
terfere with the interests of the keepers, it will probably be adopted and enforced, 
but not otherwise. ln numerous instances in which the Inspectors have remon- 
strated against some violation of the prison rules, the answer has been that it be- 
_-came necessary to disregard the rule or submit to a considerable pecuniary ša- 
crifice. Of course, the former alternative was adopted. This is one of the ùn- 
avoidable evils attending the leasing of an institution of this character to individ- 
vals for their private gain. ;

PENITENTIARY WALLS AND BUILDINGS. 

At a meeting of the Board of Inspectors, heid on the 4th of March, 1843, per- 
mission was given to the keepers to take down the inside cross wall; and use the 
materials in the construction of buildings within the Penitentiary. This wall was 
origmally the southern exterior wall, but on the enlargement of the prison yard, 
it became. not only useless, but exceedingly inconvenient. It was taken down at 
the expense of the keepers. S E 

The prison walls were always considered toolow. Numerous escapes had ta- 
ken place, by scaling them, even during the day. ‘The increase in the number of 
- prisoners, of course, increased the number and chances of escapes in this manner. 
The Inspectors, therefore, madea contract with the Lessees to raise the prison 
- walls seven feet higher, for which they were to be allowed at the rate of two dol. 
lars and fifty cents per perch, to be deducted from the rent accruing to the State, 
for the Penitentiary, within the first two years of the lease. Since the walls have 
been raised, no escapes have occurred from scaling them. It is now almost im- 
possible for a prisoner to make his escape in this mauner. 

"The 24 section of the act of February 28ih, 1843, authorized the Inspectors to 
contract with the Lessees “for the erection of a suitable building for the care of 
thé sick in the Penitentiary, and for an eating room." Accordingly, the Inspec- 

tors contracted with the Lessees, on the 27th May, 1843, for tie erection of a - 
“building, the lower ie of which was to be used as an eating room, and the upper 
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part for the care of the sick; for which We were to be paid at the low. 
est prices at which work of a similar kind and description was then being done in 
the city of Jetferson—the amount due them for such work to be placed to their 
credit, and deducted out of the rent of the Penitentiary, as the same should be- 
come due, The lower part of this building is now finished, and used as an eating 
room, for which purpose it is well adapted. Itissupposed that the upper part of 
the building will not answer the purpose for which it was designed. The room 
is sufficiently large, and is well ventilated, but unless the hospital is made very 
strong and secure, numerous escapes must occur. It often happens that prison- 
ers feign themselves sick for the purpose of diverting the attention of the guard, 
and making their escape from the hospital. Others, again, who are convaleszent, 
seize the first opportunity, after recovery, to escape. The hospital, therefore, 
should be made very secure. The lessees are desirous of converting the upper 
part of this building into a chapel, and of building a hospital in some more secure 
place. The necessity of a suitable b. iiding for the sick is very much felt. At 
present they are confined within their respective cells. This- makes it very bur- 
densome to attend upon them properly, and frequently deprives the invalid of the- 
necessary attention his situation requires. ^ — . : ; | 

T'he 24th section of the act of January 26, 1813, leasing the Penitentiary, made 
it the duty of the keepers, under the direction of the Inspectors, to build cisterns 4 
to furnish the prison with water. The Lessees Lave male one cistern, 22 feet 
in diameter, and 18 teet deep. This cistern is estimated to hold fifteen hundred 
barrels of water, and will, together with another which the Lessees contemplate 
making, afford a sufficient supply of water for all purposes except cooking and 
drinking. d 

An excellent well, 43 feet deep, has been dug, which affords an abundant supply . 
of water for drinking, except during a very dry seison. This well is sunk 33 
feet in the solid rock, and, together with the cisterns, it is presumed, will furnish 
sufficient water for all the ordinary purposes of the prison for some time tocome. 

The Lessees have built a bagging factory about 100 feet long and thirty-six 
feet wide, two stories high. They contemplate extending the building to 180 
feet in length, by the addition ol a hackling room. In ths factory about filly 
hands are constantly employed in the manufacture of hemp. 

A steam engine has been erected adjoining the large central building, designed ` 
for the purpose of turning, quilliug and sawing. It is also contemplated to grind 
all the meal for the use of the Penitentiary. The engine has a niné inch e Inder _ 
and three feet stroke, and is estimated at about 18 horse power. An excellent 
engine house has been built over the engine, the upper part of which is used fora 
work shop. 

On the outside of the walls, and enclosing the prison gates, the Lessees have 
erected a large brick building, the upper part of which is used for a.store room. 
The lower part contains the office, and 1s so constructed as to_add-very much to 
the security of the gates. This building is 55 feet long and 42 feet wide. The 
pris: n gate, at the end of the passage in the Warden's house, ha» been closed, 
and a new gate made, opening into tine new office. Adjo ning this gate is the 
new gatefor wagons. "The old wagon gate, on the south side of the wall, has 
been closed. These changes in the gates have, doubtless, added very much to v 
the security of the prison. A 

The Ist section of the act of February 28, 1813, concerning the Penitentiary 
improvements, authorises the Inspectors to contract with the Lessees for the 
erection of a block of ceils to confurm, in size and outward appearance, as nearly 
as conveniently practicable, to the block of cells last.erected, and to contain three 
stories or tiers of cells, the cells to be small and adapted to the confinement of 
single convicts. The Inspectors have long been impressed with the urgent ne- ` 
cessity of an additional block of cells in the Penitentiary. Tne present blocks 
contain but forty cells each, making but eighty cells, in a prison containing about

one hundred and eighty convicts, and likely soon to contain a much larger num- 
ber. During the first year of the present lease, the Lessees were so much enga- 
ged in the construction of the necessary buildings and machinery, to enable them 
to carry on their hemp manufactory, that it was impossible for them to undertake 
the erection of a new block of cells during that year. 

During the présent year the Inspectors and the Lessees have had several meet- 
ings, for the purpose of making some definite arrangement, and contract for the 
erection of the new block of cells. No contract, however, has been made, nor 
has any plan been agreed upon. Two difficulties have presented themselves to 
the Inspectors: First; as to their powers, under the act, to make such changes in 
the plan of the cells, and the prison yard and walls, as they deemed necessary for 
the convenience and permanent interests of the Institution. And second, as to 
the mode of payment ‘to the Lessees, for the necessary work required to be done 
and materials to be furnished. The Inspectors are clearly of the opinion, that 
the present prison yard is tod small to admit of another block of cells within the 
present walls. At present, the yard is barely large enough to enable the Lessees 
to carry on their business with convenience, In a few years it will be altogether 
too small for that purpose, even with the addition of another block of cells. The 
majority of the Inspectors entertain doubts as to their power to make the neces- 
sary enlargement of the prison yard, and have deemed it best to await the action 
of the General Assembly on the subject. The expense of such improvements as 
the Inspectors deem necessary, for the best interests of tre Institution, will far 
exceed (he rent to become due for several vears. The acı expressly provides, 
that the amount of the work when done, shall be placed to the credit of the Les- 
sees with the State, to be paid out of their rent, as it becomes due. The Lessees 
are willing to make all the improvements that may be required of them, and to 
receive payment fer the same in the manner provided by- the act. — Bat as the 
amount due them for such work would exceed the amount dua by them fur rent, 
for a long time after the completion of the work, they require that the State shall 

-allow them interest on the amount which may be due them for the work, after 
deducting the amount of rent due. It is a matter of doubt with the Inspectors, 

- whether they have the power to make such an agreement with the Lessees. Jus- 

« tice requires that they should be allowed interest in such cases, as they would be 
advancing so much to the State at a time when little or nothing was due from 
them to the State. : 


Under these circumstances, the Inspectors have deemed it proper to refer the 
whole matter to the General Assembly, wnen if your body should see proper to 
confer upon them the necessary powers to enable them to make such a contract 
with the Lessees, as may be necessary to carry out the views herein given, the 
improvements will soon be completed. The Inspectors will, therefore, content 
themselves with recommending to the General Assembly the following improve- 
ments, the speedy construction of which, is demanded for the safety and stability 
of the Penitentiary : l 


Ist. That the prison walls be extended so as to take in about one-third more 
ground than 1s included within the present walls; such additional inclosures to 
* include the site of the new block of cells. : 


At the request of the Inspectors, the Lessees submitted to them a plan for the 
extension of the prison walls, and the erection of a new block, of cells. This 
plan is herewith submitted for the inspection of the General Assembly. 

The extension contemplated by this plan. includes the ground between ‘the 
western wall and the street immediately in front, running parallel with the wall, 
This, of course, would includ- the Warden’s house, which it is proposed to con- 
vert into a Female prison. By this plan, the western prison wal! would be the 

. eastern wall of the new block of cells. But the inspectors are of opinion, that it 
would be much more secure to surround the block of cells with the prison walls 
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The expense would be increased, but at the same time the chances of escape would 
be considerablv diminished. 


The proposed block is. to contain three hundred cells, and to be three stories | 


high, each floor containing one hundred cells. 


It would not be necessary to finish all the cells immediately. About one hun- — 


dred and fifty cells would be sufficient, together with the old cells, for some time. 
The remainder could be finished whenever the jncrease in the number of convicts 
should make them necessary. 


2. The erection of a new block of cells on the plan submitted to the Inspectors. . 


'Such changes in the details of this plan, as might be deemed proper, could be 
made without changing its principal features. This pian is the one now almost 
universally adopted throughout the United States. It combines safety and con- 
venience in an eminent degree when campared with the present cells. 

3. - The building of a femal prison, or tne conversion of the present Warden's 
house into such a prison. There is no place within the present walls for the 
confinement and employment of female prisoners. This i inconvenience has beeu 
felt to such an extent, that the female prisoners, after a short imprisonment, have 
been pardoned by the lixecutive. 

To confine them constantly within the present cells mightsoon produce disease, 
and it is impossible to permit them to go at large within ‘the prison walls, and at 
the same time restrain them from all intercourse with the male convicts. 

The Inspectors, as well as the Lessees, are of the op‘nion, that the Warden’s 
house could be converted into a good female prison at a very small expense. The 


Lessees are willing to give up the house for such purpose, without requiring the 
State to build a new one for their use. 


m THE CONVICTS.

The ag» of the youngest convict when committed was 14, the age of the | 
oldest 62. 

The first convict sentenced to confinement in the Penitentiary was received on 
the 8th day of March, 1836. The Warden made his first report to the General 
Assembly on the 26th of November, 1836. At that time there were 14 convicts 
in the prison; 15 had been received up to that period, but one had been pardoned * | 
by the Governor. 

At the time the second report of the Warden was made on the. 99th of Novem- 
ber, 1838, there were 46 convicts in the prison. The number had increased to 
41 at the time of the first report of the Inspectors made on the 28th ot Novem- 
ber, 1810; and at the time their last report was submitted on the 22nd Novem- 
ber, 1849, there were 145 convicts in the Penitentiary. 

Messrs. Richmond and Brown took possession of the Penitentiary, under the 
present Jease, on the 16th day of February, 1843, there were then 130 convicts 
in the prison. There are now 178, During the term of the present lease, 119 
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convicts have been received. 50 have made their escape, of which number, how- 
ever, 25 have been retaken; the remainder are still at large; 3 have died in prison; 
48 have been discharged, of which number 20 were pardoned by the Governor, 
_ the remainder were discharged by expiration of their term of imprisonment. It 
may be proper, however, to state in this place that many of the pardons were 
merely nominal, so far as related to the term of imprisonment, having Geen grant- 
eda day previous to the expiration of such term for the purpose of restoring the 
convicts pardoned to the rights of citizenship, as a reward for good behavior 
while in confinement. i , 
— In several instances pardons have been granted, or the time of imprisonment 
shortened by the Executive on the recommendation of the Inspectors, who are of 
the opinion that the subjects of such pardons merited by their good conduct in 
prison and evident tokens of reformation the clemency extenled to them. Par- 
dons if. granted with a sparing hard, and upon full consideration of the good con- 
duct of the prisoner, often have a good tendency in inciting others to good beha-  ; 
vior and obedience to the prison rales. 

lt will be seen that the number of escapes during the present lease is enormous. 
when compared with the number of convicts. These escapes may be attributed, 
to carelessness and inefficiency on the part of the guards and other officers of the 
prison—the violation of the law and the prison rules, and the total want of expe- 
rience in the management of convicts on the part of the Lessees. 

Several criminal prosecutions have been instituted against convicts who have 
escaped, but froma defect in the criminal code and the strong prejudice that ex- 
ists in the minds of a large portion of this community against prosecutions of this . 
nature, no convictions have been obtained. These prosecutions were instituted | 
under the 32d section of the 5th article of the act of 20th March, 1335, concern- 
ing “crimes and-their punishments,’ which section provides that, “if any person 
confined in the Penitentiary, for any term less than life, or in lawful custody go- . 
ing to the Penitentiary, shall break such prison or custody, and escape therefrom, 
he shall, upon conviction, be punished by imprisonment in the Penitentiary for a 
term not exceeding five years, to commence at the expiration of the original term 
of imprisonment.” f 

The law is deemed to be well settled that on an indictment under this section 
an actual breaking of the prison with force, and not merely a constructive break- 
ing must be proved, in order to convict the offender. The degree of force is not . 
deemed material, so that the mere opening of the prison door is considered a 
breaking of the prison in legal contemplation. It has also been decided on the 
trial of prosecutions under this section that the person only who breaks the prison 
comes within its provisions. So that if one breaks the prison, and others availing 
. themselves of the breach make their escape, the former only is liable under the 

statute, no prosecution can be instituted against the latter, as they did not break . 
the prison. Again, the Lessees are authorised to work the convicts outside of the 
prison walls in certain cases. Escapes made by the convicts while outside of the 
prison, would not, probably, be deemed a breaking of the prison, and numerous 
escapes-have occurred among convicts while so employed. 

The Inspectors would suggest the propriety of so amending the law as to make 
all who escape from the prison, or trom the custody of the officers, liable to the 
punishment imposed for breaking the prison. Unless the law isso amended as to 
make ail the convicts liable'to further imprisonment who escape from the prison, 
or from the custody of the officers, it will be useless to institute any further pro- 
secutions of this character. Another difficulty which occurs under the present 
law is, that the prosecution is in almost every instance compelled to rely upon the 
testimony of convicts, as the prison breaches generally occur during the absence 
of the guard. ` If the amendment suggested should be made convictions could be . 
procured without resorting to the testimony of the convicts. The bare fact that 
the convict was at large, would be evidence of the'escape.

— The convicts have been treated with humanity and even kindness, so far as the 
observation of the Inspectors extends. Indeed if there be any fault on the part 
of the keepers in’ this respect, it^is that they are not sufficiently rigorous. ‘Fne 
punishments infl cted are generally mild, such as confinement in their cell ; cor- 
poreal punishments are rarely inflicted, and then only for very aggravated offen- 
ces. Punishment of this kind seems in some instances absolutely necessary. 
From the number of convicts solitary confinement in the cells has become impos- 

q sible; aud besides, the efficacy of this kind of punishment will depend in:a great 
measuie upon the disposition and temperament of the convicts. To some it is no 
punishment; and is rather viewed as a favor, as indulging their idle and slothful 
propensities. While to others who have not entirely lost their self-respect, or 
who:possess a restless disposition and a fondness for active employments, it is as 
severe a mode of punishment as c old be well adopted. The Inspectors have in 
no instance consented to thé infliction of corporeal punishment where it could 
have been safely dispensed with. in i 

Thomas Bigelow, Henry Smith and Clark Kellogg, convicts engaged in making 
‘false keys for the purpose of unlocking the prison gate, have been punished for 
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said offence, by order of the Inspectors, as follows: Said Bigelow with thirty- 
nine stripes, and said Smith and Keilogg with twenty-five stripes each; all to 
have the hair shaved off of one side of their heads, and to wear chains for three 
months. In consequence of the repetition of this offence by said convicts, it be- 
came necessary to inflict the above punishment. ) DU 

It is impossible to prescribe any particular mode of punishment for the differ- 
ent offences that may be committed. So much must depend upon the character 
of the offender, the nature of the offence, and the particular circumstances at- 
tending its commission, that, after all, the punishment must be a matter of dis- 
cretion. Many of the convicts may be controled without inflicting any punish- 
ment; others are easily governed by mild reproof, while others again require 
severe and prompt punishment for every infraction of the prison rules. 

What might appear to one, ignorant of the character of the offender, severe and 
even cruel punishment, may be, in the particular instance, scarcely sufficient to 
restrain him from the immediate commission of a similar offence. EI 

While many have been suffered to go unpunished who richly deserved punish- 
meat, in no instance has it been inflicted where it could with safety have been 
dispensed with. ` g "NL ii 

The quality and quantity of the food and clothing allowed to the convicts have 
generally been good and sufficient; although at particular times and in particular? 
instances, the keepers have not strictly complied with the prison rules, in affording 
the-prisoners food and clothing of the requisite quality and quantity. At parti- 
cular times, the convicts have generally complained that (Uer food was of a bad 
quality, particularly the prison bread. The Inspectors made strict inquiry into 
the truth and justice of their camplaints, and were satisfied that they were not 
entirely unfounded. Upon making known to the keepers these complaints, im- 
mediate steps were taken to remove all cause for their recurrence. — 

From the report of the-Physician to the Penitentiary, herewith appended, it 
will seem that the general state of health of the convicts has been good, although 
numbers of them have been afflicted wıth the prevailing diseases of the country. 
But three deaths have occurred during the time of the present lease. The Inspec- 
tors are of the opinion that the convicts enjoy a better state of health than the 
people of the country generally. This may be attributed to simplicity of die. and, 
regularity of habits and employment. The convicts, however, are generally of 
robust constitutions. . E 

Much useful and intéresting information respecting the history of the convicts, 
their habits and crimes, has been lost for want of the proper attention to these 
matters on the parts of the different wardens and keepers of the Penitentiary. 
Nothing certainly can be more useful to the Legislature, in the adoption of laws ` 
for the prevention and punishment of crimes, than a knowledge of those things 
that principally induce their.commission. It isa mistaken opinion, entertained 
by so many, that the inmates of prisons are all alike, lost to moral principles, and 
beyond the hope of reformation. It is true, that such is the condition of the lar- 

est number, and that the nature of the crimes of most of them would generally 
indicate a depraved moral sense, which would seem to forbid the hope of 1e or- 
mation. But in numerous instances that have come under the observation of the 
Inspectors, they have been convinced that crimes have been committed, not so? 
much for want of proper moral sensibility, as from accidental and temporary 
causes, that for the moment have obtained the mastery over reason and virtue. 

In such cases, who would cast away the unfortunate victim of crime as one ut- 
terly lost to &ociety? Many crimes are committed under the influezce of intox- 
icating drinks; indeed it is the opinion of the Inspectors, derived from careful ex» 
amination, that a majority of the crimes, committed by the inmates of this prison, 
may betraced to this cause. E 

It is notorious that crimes of a violent character are generally committed while 
the perpetrators are under this baneful influence. 
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7 True itis, that intoxication forms no legal excuse for the commission of crime; 
but investigating the moral causes of crime, itis a most important consideration 
in determining the degree of guilt of the offender. Disappointments in life, loss 
of property, domestic afflictions, often lead the weak and irresolute to find tem- 
porary relief and forgetfulness in the intoxicating draught. When happiness and 
self-respect are gone, crime loses most of its horrors, and the unfortunate victim 
too often comes to a. proper sense of his situation within the gloomy walls of a 
prison. . A : 

Others again are thrown upon society at an age when the best of feelings and 
the most virtuous inclinations may be subdued forever. Often deprived in infan- 
cv of the protection and admonitions of virtuous parents; without education ; 
with no one to take the least interest in their welfare; exposed to all the miseries 
attendant upon early neglect and abject poverty, is it at all surprising that they 
should soon fall victims of crime? Itis not in the meagre statistics of prisons 
that the history of these unfortunate beings is to be obtained; but only by ap- 
proaching them at the proper moment, and with the proper feelings and motives. 
Let them be convinced that you regard them with kindly feelings; that you sym- 
pathize in their unhappy situation, and it will soon be found that they are far 
trom being lost to the better feelings and principles of our nature. 

That Penitentizries have failed in the accomplishment of the great end of their 
institution—the reformation of the conviets—is but too true. So much must de- 
pend upon the character and capacity of the keepers and officers, and the interest 
they take in promoting the object of the law, that it may be questioned whether 
the Penitentiafy system has not failed in this respect, not so much from any in- 
trinsic defect in the system itself, as from the great difficulty of obtaining officers 
possessing the necessary qualifications, and from a false economy in making these 
institutions subservient to pecuniary ends. 


Be this as it may, the Inspectors are convinced that the moral reformation of 
the convicts is by no means so hopeless a task as many imagine, They think 
that much good may be done by persevering efforts, to convince the prisoner that 
he is by no means lost, and by holding up to him inducements to regain his stand- 
‘ng in society. e, a ee 

Surely it cannot be that the whole of the 119 convicts under the age of thirty 
years, now in the Penitentiary, can be so utterly depraved as to be beyond all. 
hope of reformation. In the earliest period of manhoud, with a long life before 
them, they have every inducement to become useful members of society. But so 
long as they are hired out as mere slaves, for the profit of the public and individ- 
uals, and are esteemed by their hirers according to their skill in any particular 
occupation, it will be exceedingly difficult to awaken them: to a proper sense of 
their situation, and to arouse that self-love and pride of character, that are only 
extinguished in the human breast when age and despair leave nothing to hope. 


In the present contracted space of the Penitentiary, it is impossible to prevent 
those prison associations that work such a pernicious influence upon the younger 
convicts. When each convict shall be confined within a cell by himsel*, and fur- 
ished with such books as may be best adapted to his situation, and with oppor- 
tunities to peruse them profitably, itis to be hoped that a better account may be 
givén of the discipline of the prison, and the moral condition of the prisoners. 


. The second year of the present lease will expire on the 15th day of February, 
1845. There will then be due the State from the lessees, the sum of eight thou- ' 
sand dollars, for the rent of the Penitentiary up to that period. From this sum 
there will be deducted the value of the improvements made by the lessees by or= 
der of the General Assembly, and of the Inspectors. The law is not entirely 
clear, whether the settlements with the lesseesare to be made by the General As- 
sembly,.or by the Inspectors. If the General Assembly saould prefer that Oe: 

85 
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settlements should be made by the Inspectors, it would perhaps be well to confer 
upon them some more specific authority than they at present possess. 

The settlement with the lessees will not take place until the second year's rent 
becomes due, on tne 15th of February next. Previous to that time, the work 
done by the lessees will be measured, and the value thereof ascertained.

Ata meeting of the Board of Inspectors, held at the Penitentiary on the 
18th day of March, A. D. 1843, the following Rules and Regulations were 
adopted for the government of the Penitentiary. _ n

ARTICLE 1. 


The Duties of the Lessees. - ` 


§ 1. The Lessees shall strictly observe all the provisions of the second article 
of the act of the General Assembly, entltled, * An Act to establish a State - 
Penitentiary and to regulate the same,” approved. 18th March, 1835, so far as ' 
the provisions of thesaidsection are consistent with the terms of the present 
lease, and the rules and regulations herein prescribed and adopted. - 

$ 2. All the clothes of a convict taken from him at the time of his entering 
the prison, shall be preserved aud restored to him on his discharge; or shall be 
disposed of agreeably to the provisions of the above recited section. 

§ 3, The uniform of the prison shall be a jacket and trowsers of cloth, or 
other warm stuff, for winter, and lighter materials for summer, made of party- 
colors. The form and colors shall be the same, and may be determined by the 
Lessees, | | i 

§ 4. Each of the convicts shall have such number of coarse shirts as will be 
sufficient to give him a change twice every week, in summer, and once in every 
week, in winter; and shall be furnished during the winter with good strong - 
shoes, and good woolen socks, and also a woolen cap, and shall have bedding, 
sufficient to keep him comfortable at all seasons. 

§ 5. Each convict shall have a sufficient quantity of wholesome food, and shall ` 
be allowed as much bread and meat, of a good quality, as are ordinarily consumed 
by laboring men in good health. M 

$.6. No convict shall be permitted to drink any ardent spirits, wine, or any 
other stimulating drink, unless directed by the Physician as a medicine; nor shall - | 
the Lessees permit any ardent spirits to be used within the walls of the Peniten- 
tiary, or by any Guard or Overseer while on duty, either within or without the 
walls of the prison. — p 

§ 7. Whenever required by the Inspectors, the Keepers and Lessees shall 
give information relative to the conduct and capability of the several officers and 
servants connected with the Institution, und in their employ, and whether they 
have respectively discharged their duties faithfully or otherwise. - 

§ 8. The Lessees shall, whenever required by the Inspectors, cause either of * 
the convicts, or all of them, one at a time, to come before the Inspectors, unat- . 
tended by the Keepers, or any other person whatever, while under examination, 
ip some private room set apart for that purpose. e 

§ 9. Whenever the large gate is opened for any purpose whatever, the person 
having charge of the gate key shall be attended by one or more of the guard, 
well armed. l : 
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$ 10, The gate keys shall under no pretence whatever, be kept within the 
walls of the Penitentiary. 

§ 11. Whenever any of the convicts are worked outside of the. walls of the 
Penitentiary, in cases where they are permitted to be worked outside of said 


` walls, under the act to provide for the leasing the Peniténtiary, the convicts so 


worked out of said walls, shall be accompanied by a guard, sufficient to prevent 
any escape, and if any escape shall occur for want of a sufficient guard, or from 
the carelessness of the same, such escape shall be deemed and treated by the 


Inspectors as a material violation of the contract under which the Penitentiary `. 


is now leased. And in all cases of escape by any of the convicts, the Lessees 
shall immediately inform the Inspectors of the same. | 

__§ 19. No Guard, Overseer, or other person in the employ of the Lessees, 
shall be permitted to hold any conversation with, or to speak toany convict ex- 


cept in giving directions about the business or duties they are required to per, - 


form; mor shall they permit any other person to speak to, or hold any conver- 
sation with any of the convicts, unless by the express permission of the Lessees, 
and then only in the presence of some of the guard or overseers. 

13. The Lessees shall adopt such regulations, not inconsistent with any of 


-the rules hereby adopted, as will promote order, discipline, good conduct and 


^morality among the convicts, and shall cause the strictest .cleanliness to be ob- 


served, as well in the persons of the convicts as in their cells. 


ARTICLE II. EE 


- The Duties of the Senior Overseer.

1. He shall be constantly near the convicts while they are employed in the 


. yard; and when the convicts are employed at labor in their cells, he shall visit 


each of them as often as convenient, at least twice a day, (if not necessarily 


? called to other duties,) and cause each-of them to perform all the duties required

of them by the Keepers, or the rules and regulations of the institution, and to 


report immediately any disobedience or neglect of duty, or of service on the- 


part of any of the convicts, or any other person over whom he has any control. 
§ 2. He shall visit each cell in which any convict is confined, at least twice a 
day, to see whether any breach has been attempted on the cells, or whether ma- 
terials are therein wherewith a breach might be made. i 
3, He shall inquire into the state of the health of each convict every morn- 
ing before he calls him from his cell, and make daily report to the Keepers, of 
their several conditions, specifying partieularly the nature of the complaint of 
ill-health made by any convict. M l 
4. He shall see each convict go into, and come out of his cell, whenever such 
convict shall be ordered to go in, or come out of his cell. He shall lock and 
fasten each cell door, and keep the keys during the night. It shall be his duty to 
pay the strictest attention to the cleanliness of the cells and the persons. of the 
convicts, consistent with their several employments. He shall see that each has 
his assigned allowance of well cooked food. 
.5, He shall, under the direction of the Keepers, cause to be carried into 
execution all the rules and regulations of the institution. If any quarrel or dis- 
pute shall arise between himself and tlie guard, or any member thereof, or be- 
tween any two or more thereof, such quarrel or dispute shall be kept from the 
knowledge of the convicts, and it shall be his duty to giveto the Keepers infor- 
mation thereof without delay. 
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ARTICLE DL - ` l 2 Wo ROME 
e B The Duties of the Guard. 


Sec. 1. Two of the Guard, or more, at the discretion and under the direction 
of the Lessees, shall at all times be well equipped with fire arms, and- other 
deadly weapons, such as the Keepers or Inspectors shall direct, and sbhall keep a 
vigilant guard, by day as well as by night, over the prison. 2 

Sec. 2. For the purpose of establishing a vigilant Guard, the day, as well as 
the night; shall be divided into convenient periods; and each Guard shall stand 
sentry for the period assigned him ; but no Guard shall be required to perform 
duty as sentinel for more than four hours during the night. If any Guard, 
while on duty, shall sleep, at any time during his watch, he shall be, immediate- 


ly.after the discovery thereof, by the Lessees, discharged from their service;and 


shall not be emploved by them again as a guard. | 
SEC. 3. The Guard shall not permit any person to speak to a convict, or any 
convict to speak to any person, except such perso3s as are permitted by the 


rules and regulations of the prison, and he shall not permit the convicts to hold - 
any conversation with each other. Nor shal! the Guard, or any member (here, 


of, hold conversation with a convict or convicts, except about the business they 
are required to perform. - 


Sec. 4.. The Guard shall suffer no person to use any vulgar language, quar- 


rel, gamble in any manner, or make any loud noise within the walls of the Pen- - 


itentiary. ARTICLE IV 


The Duties of the Physician. 

Sec. 1. It shall be the duty of the Keepers to employ some skillful Physician 
residing at the Seat of Government, who shall, in addition to such, other duties 
as may be required of him, visit each convict, as soon after the commitment of 
such convict to the Penitentiary as practicable, and examine the health of his 
body and the sanity of his mind, and make report in writing thereof, without de- 
lay, to the Keepers. ` 

Src. 9. Whenever report shall be made to the Lessees, of the ill health of 
any convict, or complaint of ill health of any convict,they shall (unless such ill- 
‘health or complaint be of a slight nature) immediately cause such convict to be 
examined by the Physician ; who shall thereupon administer such medical aid as 
he shall deem necessary and proper. 

Sec. 3. The convicts, under the care of the Physician, shall be allowed such. 
diet as he shall direct ; andit shall be the duties of the Lessees to observe such 
mode of treatment towards convicts, under the charge of the Physician, as he 
shall prescribe and direct. — 0 

Sec. 4. The convicts under the care of the Physician, shall have such care 
and attendance bestowed upon them, as shall be deemed proper by the Physi- 
cian. 

Sec. 5. No two convicts, while under-the care of the Physician, shall occupy 
the, same bed, but each shall have a comfortable bed for his own exclusive use. 


ARTICLE V. 
Ee. T —— The Duties of the Chaplain. 
Sec. 1. The Chaplain shall perform divine service at least once on every Sun- 


day in the Penitentiary, unless unavoidably prevented from so doing, and in the 
presence of the convicts; and the convicts while attending divine service, shall 
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be dresséd in clean clothes ; and a suitable place shall be prepared by the Les- 
sees tor divine service, under the direction of the Chaplain. . s 

‘Sec. 2, Whenever any convict is dangerously ill, he shall be visited by Oh: 
Chaplain, who shall administer to him such religious and moral instructions as he 
may deem suitable to the condition of such convict. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Chaplain to establish a Sunday School for 
the religious and moral instruction of the convicts ; and such school shall be held, 
at such time on each Sunday, in thc Penitentiary, as may be prescribed by the 
Chaplain ; and the Chaplain may be attended and assisted in the conducting such 
school by such persons, willing to assist him, as he may desire. . 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty o: the Chaplain, especially, to instruct the con- 
victs in the duties of religion and morality ; to exhort them to repentance and 
amendment ; to show the folly and danger of vice ; and to encourage those who 

- are confined for a term of years with the hope of being reinstated in the good 
opinion of the world, by a perseverance in the principles of honesty, and the 
practice.of industry; to impress on their minds-that it is not their punishment, but 
their crime, that has degraded them : and that sincere repentance and amend- 
ment may cause both to be forgotten by man as the sin will surely be forgiven by 
God. 

* Spo, 5. The Chaplain shall at all times have free access to the prison, and to 

the convicts when confined in cells; and shall report to the Inspectors, on the 
first day of November in each year, minutely, concerning the mannér in whith 
his duties have been discharged, and the religious and moral condition of the 
convicts: 


ARTICLE VI. 
Miscellaneous Rules. 


Secs |l. No person shall be admitted within the walls of the penitentiary, éx- 
„Cept such as are authorised by law,-without written permission from thé Gov- 
ernor or some one of the Inspectors, or without the written or verbal permis- 
sion-of the Keepers. | 
Sec. 2. Every visitor; admitted as prescribed in the foregoing rule, shall, du- 
ring the whole time he shall remain in the Penitentiary, be accompanied by the 
Overseer, or somé one of the Guard, and shall, under no pretence whatever, be 
allowed to speak to any of the convicts, without the written permission of one 
of the Inspectors. | 
Sec. 9. No person other than the Overseer and Guards, shall be permitted 
to lodge or remain in the Penitentiary during the night time; nor shall atiy 
, person be permitted, when ona visit to the Penitentiary during the day timé 
to remain longér than one hour, unless detained by business. 
Ec. 4. Visitors and persons on business shall not, during the time they shall 
remain in the Penitentiary, be allowed to converse with any Overseer, Guard, 
"er other officer, in the presence of any convict, on any matter not connected 
with the internal management of the institution, or their immediate business. 
Src. 9. No convict shall be punished in.any manner whatever, on account 
.of any thing such convict may have communicated to the inspectors respecting 
his treatment in the Penitentiary, nor shall the keeper, or any officer of the 
institution, interrogate any convict respecting any communication such convict 
may have made to the inspectors. í l 
Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the keepers to dismiss from their employment 
any Overseer, Guard, or other person employed by them within the Penitentia- 
ry, who shall knowingly violate any of the above rules and regulations. 
-` Sec. 7. For any offence by any convict, which the Lessees may deem deser 
. 86. s 
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ving of punishment, the Lessees shall cause said convict to be immediately éon- 
fined hisicell, and report the same to some one of theInspectors. Butin no case 
shall the convicts be otherwise punished, uniess by the permission of two of the 
Inspectors. 


Sec. 8. All rules and regulations heretofore adopted by the Board of Inspec- 
tors are hereby rescinded. : 2

Ist: The number of deaths among the convicts in: the Missouri Penitentiary 
since the lease of Messrs. Richmond & Brown, and the nature of their diseases! 
9d: The general health of the convicts during that period! 3d: The general 
character of the diseases of the convicts—from what causes they generally arise, 
and whether any of their diseases are attributable to local causes? And 4th: 
Any other information which you may deem useful.as connected with the health ^ 
of the prisoners. E 

I hasten to answer your interrogatories, and give to you the desired informa- 
tion, so far as I can do so, and hope the same may be satisfactory. Le 

. In reply io your Ist question, I will state there has been but two deaths in 
the prison since Messrs, R. é B. became the lessees of it. The first was Benja- 
"min Vincent, about 30 years of age. sent from Jackson county. ` He was of ra- 
ther robust constitution, and subject to épilepsy; had several attacks or fitsina 
very short time, and died from the effects of the same. The other was Hiram 
Lee, about 42 years of age, sent from St. Louis. He was laboring under that 
disease of the lungs called consumption or pthisis pulmonalis, when he was ad- 
mitted, and died of the same the 10th day of March, 1844. —€— 

In reply to your second question, I ought probably to say that the general 
state of health of the convicts has been good, but will explain myself more fully. . 
Richmond and Brown took possession oi the prison about the middle of Febru- 
ary, 1843. The weather was very cold and disagreeable, and continued so un- | 
til late in the spring; during this time the prisoners were much troubled with | 
colds or catarrhs, and inflammatory diseases of the chest, consequent to sucha | 

' season, and many of them were otherwise quite feeble. As warm weather ap- | 
proached, however, they seemed to improve, and from June or July, 1843, until | 
July, 1844,.the prisoners generally had good health. Since July last, there has | 
been much sickness among them—as many as thirty being frequently reported |

on the sick list of a morning. Itis gratifying, however, to know that none of | 
these cases has proved fatal, as before stated. | 
In reply to your 3rd query: | 
3d. The general character of the disease is febrile—a great majority of the 
diseases being of an interniitting, remitting and billious grade of fevers. There 
are several cases of a chronic character, such as scrofula, secondary syphili, &c. 
In answer to 4th: i 
1 was employed by Messrs. Richmond & Brown,as their physician, when they | 
first took charge of the institution, and have been continued as such ever since. 
I have seen no local cause, connected with the institution, which would,inmy | 
opinion, produce disease. The number of prisoners have varied since Rich- ` 
mond & Brown took possession, from 140 to 180. The quantity of ground en- 
closed by the walls, I think small for that number of persons; at least, if there 
was more ground within the walls, the prisoners would-be made more comfort- ! 
able, the air would have freer circulation, and miasmatic effluvia, consequent to 
such an institution, might hereafter, as the number increases, be less liable to 
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produce disease. Nurses for the sick were selected from the prisoners, and ote 
is retdined for the purpose of receiving my written directions, for administering 
medicine, and seeing that it is given according to the diréctions. ER 

My visiis to the prison have usually been made every day while any one re- 
‘mained on the sick report, and when necessary, several times a day. ‘When 
none remained on the report, requiring my attention, 1 would cease my visits for 
two or three days, or until notified by the lessees that my services were requred. 

If this report should not be sufficiently satisfactory, or if you should desire

Since T have received the appointment of chaplain to the 
"Penitentiary, I have been engaged in the duties of my office, in so far as I felt | 
that I could do so. I regret thatit becomes necessary for me to say that the 
organization of a Sunday School has been neglected, not, however, through 
negligence or indifference on my part, for I have been ready from the first, but 
you are apprised, doubtless, that books are necessary, and we have them not, 
and it seems to be questionable whose duty it is to furnish them. 1 waited upon 
the lessees until I became discouraged, and now I think it due both to you and 
myself to present the matter before you, and await your order. If the institu- ’ 
tion had a sufficient number of bibles, we could form a bible class, but even in 
in thisthere is great deficiency. Iam informed that there are not more than 
, thirty in the institution; so you see that we are, in every sense, deficient, in so 
_ far as books are concerned. I hope, gentlemen, in view of this subject, you 
will not consider me wilfully derelect in duty, but as standing in readiness to 
-comply with your demand, according to my ability. l

Respected Gentlemen : 
In presenting to you my annual report as Chaplain of the Penitentiary, 
I have cause to regret that my success has not been much greater than I am able 
to communicate. I am happy, however, to be able to inform you that] have not 
labored wholly in vain. It is not to be expected that with such a class of men 
as fill our Penitentiaries, as much can be accomplished as with those who are less 
: hardened in crime; yet if we may be successful in reforming but one individual, 
and making him a respectable citizen, we will feel that our labor is not in vain. 
There is certainly no work of greater moment than that of reclaiming men from 
habits of vice, to a course of virtuous action. | 
Gentlemen—I entered upon the duties assigned me, on the first Sunday in 
March, and labored regularly every Sunday, until about the middle of July, 
when I was taken sick, and was confined until the middle of August, during 
Which time I was deprived of the privilege of visiting the institution, to impart 
unto the conyicts religious instruction. During that time I got my place supplied - 
as far as I could consistently do so, in my then afflicted condition. — ': 
After laboring a few Sabbaths, I found that there was a degree of seriousness 
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manifested, which prompted me to adopt some method by which I might ascer- 
tain as far as I could, the extent and genuineness of that seriousness. Accord- 
ingly, I invited those who were serious about their souls, to present themselves 
_for prayer. Some ten or twelve came forward on different occasions, and among 

them several made a profession of religion. 1 then thought it advisable to form. 
those who were religiously disposed into an association, who might meet in a cell, ` 
when convenient, for the purpose of: religious worship: About thirty joined, 
the most of whoin, subsequently, conducted themselves with propriety, so far 
as I had themeans of-ascertaining. It is true that among them were some who 
did not long retain their integrity, but not more in proportion than we frequent- 
ly see in associations elsewhere. Several of those who then gave me their names, 
have served out their terms in the prison, and, so far as we could determine, left 
the institution under favorable impressions. ES E 

After trying this plan for some months, and finding that there were some who 

did not live up to their profession, and as same who were orderly were grieved 
at this, I concluded to form a church in the prison, and place all who were will- 
ing to become connected with such an association, and who, after enquiry, were 
deemed worthy to be thus connected, under disciplinary regulations. To this 
proposition about twenty-three subscribed, only about seventeen of whom, as 
yet, can be confided in. We hope, however, that the others may ultimately 
prove to us their sincerity, so that they may hereafter be received. Ten have 
received the ordinance of baptism, and others probably will in a short time. I 
am happy to be able to state, that among the many who have escaped from the 
prison, not one of those in whom we reposed confidence, was found among them, 
We have heard of no plots or conspiracies among those who have made a profes- 
sion of religion. My advice to the officers of the institution, were I authorized 
to advise, would be, to exercise the same caution as if those men had never made 
such profession. I should exceedingly regret if the performance of religious in-— 
. Structions in the Prison should be the means of one single escape. Iam sure it 

need not be. There are not so many Bibles in the Prison as there should be— , 
the number of convicts far exceeding the number of Bibles. Since I bave been 
connected with the institution, it has been my aim to consult the interest of 
both the convicts and the State, and so long as confidence may be reposed in me, . 
I trust I shall endeavor so to act as not to abuse that confidence. 

I am ready at all times to receive instructions from you, or suggestions as to 


the interests of the institution, and I will endeavor to the best of my ability to meet 
your desires.

Some days since I visited the Penitentiary, for the purpose of distribu- | 
ting religious tracts, and ascertaining the number of Bibles in the Institution. | 
I found, upon examination, a great deficiency, there being only about forty Bibles | | 
there, and a number of them much defaced. Probably two-thirds of the cells ` 
had no Bibles in them, while others had two, fnd some three, according to the | 
number of occupants. For the religious and moral improvement of the institu- | 
tion, there should be at least one Bible for every cell, and probably it would be | 
better for every convict to have his own Bible. Now, gentlemen, if you consid- | 
er yourselves authorized to furnish the institution with the Word of God, it would | 
be an accommodation to us for you to do so, and by your authority, at any time, |

I will take it upon myself to send for Bibles, which I think we can furnish as low 


as you can get them. I have now on hand one dozen very respectable books,

The Inspectors of the Penitentiary respectfully submit to the General Assem- 
bly the following report of thesettlement made by them with the Lessees of the 
Penitentiary, as: required by the joint resolutions of the 21st ultimo, and the 
Ath instant. ; 

-The Inspectors have allowed the Lessees the sum of four thousand one hun- 
dred and ninety-seven dollars, 78-100, in full of all demands against the State, 
for improvements made during the term of their lease. | 

The Inspectors bave charged the Lessees with the sum of $8,000, for amt. 
of rent due to the State on the 15th day of Feb. 1845. 

They have also charged the Lessees with the sum of $380, 25-100, for beds 
and bedding received by them, under the 13th Sec. of the act of Jan. 26th. 

» 1813, leasing the Penitentiary, 

They have further charged the Lessees with the sum af $2000, 40-100 for raw 
materials, manufactured artic!es and other property received and used by them, 
under the 14th Sec. of said act. 

The Lessees are therefore charged with the sum of $8678, 65-100, and are 
credited with the sum of $1197, 78-100; leaving a balance due by them to the ` 
State, of $4480, 87-100, ; : 


The Inspectors accordingly report this sum as now due from the Lessees of . - 


the Penitentiary to the State of Missouri. 

The account hereto annexed will show what improvements bave been made 
by Lessees by order of theInspectors. The nature and quality of each improve- 
ment and the prices allowed for same. l

The undersigned, a joint committee, appointed by his Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor, to examine into the general state and condition of the Bank of the 
State of Missouri and its Branches, respectfully submit the following 


REPORT: 


_Agreeably to the suggestion of his excellency, the committee met at St. Louis 
on the 16th of September, and on the following day entered upon the discharge 
of the duties imposed upon them by the 43d section of the act chartering said 
Bank. 

As the management of this institution has been a fruitful theme of discussion 
throughout the State, and has given rise to a contrariety of opinion as to its 
public utility, the committee have thought proper to state, that they entered 


upon this.investigation free from any prejudice, either in favor of or against the - 


Bank; but with a full determination to place before the present General! Assem- 
“bly, as far as it was in their power, its true and actual condition. 


In justice to the officers of the Bank and its Branches, the committee would - 


state, that they found them ready and willing to afford every facility for a full 
and thorough examination. 


The committee procured from the cashier at St. Louis, an exhibit shewing 


the state of the Bank on the 98th day of September, 1844, which ig hereunto 
annexed and made a part of the report,and which after a minute investigation, 
was found to becorrect. A number of interrogatories were propounded to the 


i 
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President of the mother Bank, which are also annexed, with the answers to the . 
same, and to which special reference is made. 

By a resolution of the General Assembly, approved February 27th, 1843, it 
was made the duty of the committee to examine into the condition of the sus- 
pended debt; and in order to carry this resolution into effect, the 6th interrog- 
atory was propounded. The annexed exhibit marked B, contains all the infor- 
mation the committee could obtain in relation to said debt. 

By a similar resolution, approved Feb. 25th, 1843, it was made the duty of 
the Bank and Branches, to disclose to the committee the names of all members 
to the 13th General Assembly, Executive officers, Secretary of State, Auditor 
of Public Accounts, Treasurer and Bank Attorneys, who-were stock holders in 
said Bank, and the amount of stock owned by each; and also the names of such 
members as were indebted to said bank or its branches, whether as drawer or 
endorser, designating which, and the amount for which each was liable. For 
the. information called for by this resolution, reference is made to annexed ex- 
hibits marked Rand G. , | 

The expense account of the mother bank, from the Ist of November, 1842, - 
to September 25th, 1844, (which was found to be sustained by proper vouchers,) 
is also annexed and made a part of this report. 

Exhibit A shews the balance at the account of each director, and firm of 
which a director was a member on the 23rd of June, 1842. 

Exhibit C shews the quarterly liabilities of the directors of the Bank, and 
y of which they are members from December 21st, 1842, to September 30th, 

, Exhibit D is a tabular statement, shewing the balance at the amount of each 
director, and firm of which a director was a member at the end of each month 


for the years 1843 and 1844. 


Exhibit Æ shews the amount of stock owned by each director, and firm of 
which a director was a member on the 12th of March, 1841, 23rd of June 1842,

Exhibit H is a statement of the several issues of bonds of the State of Mis- 
sour: delivered to the bank; and by the Bank sold, containing the date and 
amount of each bond, the time to run, the person or persons to whom sold, tne 
rate of interest which they bear, and when and where payable, and the amount 
of interest paid by the State on the same. "The committee counted the bonds 
issued by the State for capital stock, now in possession of the bank, and undis- 
posed of, and found them to be as follows: 1,230 bonds, each given for $1,000, 
numbered from 501 to 1,730 inclusive, bearing date April Ist, 1839, with inter- 
est at the rate of six per centum per annum, payable semi-annually, and amount- 


ing to $1,230,000 .

Having thus giver a general exhibit of the condition of the Bank and-branches, ` 

with other statistical inform: ition, calculated to throw light upon the subject, the 
committee might here ston, and submit to the consideration of the General As- 
sembly, the result of their labors; but so deeply interwoven is this institution 
with the generai good and welfare of the States, and so great is the influence 
which it exercises over our moneyed affairs, that the committee have deemed it ad- 
visable to enter into a more detailed account of its management and conditiony 
and to point out such portions thereof as seemed t» them to call for the more imme- | 
diate attention of the Legislature. Allusion has already been-made to the 6 per 
cent. tonds given for capital stock, and now remaining in pussession of the Bank, 
amounting to the sum of $2,230,000. An agent was ; appointed by the President 
and Directors on the part of the State, to negotiate a sale of these bonds; but in 
consequence of the embarrassed condition of the finances of the country, his el- | 
fort was unavailing, and the bonds were returned to the Bank. It is evident, | 
from the 6th section of the charter, that the Bank has the power at any tima to 
bring these bonds into market, and should she do so, it would prove most disas- | 
trous to the State, and be of little or no benefit to the Bauk. From the examina- | 
tion made by the committee, they were clearly of opinion that the Bank had as 
much, if not more capital, than it could employ, and should a sale of these bonds 
take place, the money arising therefrom would rem un idle in the vaults of the 
Bank, and the State be campelled to pay the interest on the same, amounting to 
one hundred and thirty-three thousand and eighty dollars annually—a sum al- 
most equal to th present revenue—without any means of so doing bot by a di- 
rect ard oppressive taxation. . The committee would therefore suggest to the 
General Assembly the propriety of taking some step to prevent, if possible, the 
sale of these bonds, and to have them cancelled. . 

''he committee endeavored to ascertain what loss had been sustained, by the 
Bank in consequence of dealing in the notes of suspended Banks. At the time 
the Bank refused to receive at her counter the notés of the Bank of 
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Illinois, it had on hand (as per statement of Bank) of the notes of that institu- 
tion,.the sum of $115,020 00, "The Illinois Bank was indebted to this Bank in 
the further sum of $100,000 00 for their notes, for which they furnished this 
Bank with Bills of Exchange on New York, leaving in the hands of trustees; as 
collateral security for said bills, the sum of $110,000 00 in the notes of said 
Bank, whieh drafts were dishonored, and the $110,000 00 of notes were sur- 
rendered to our Bank (being the amount of sa'd disnonored drafts, with ten per 


cent. damages thereon) making the full amount of notes of said Bank held at the pe-

riod of refusal, and subsequently for the dishonored drafts, the sum of $225 020. 
4 hese notes were presented at the counter of the Bank, and a pro rata of specie 
drawn. “For the balance (including interest, &c.,) the State Bank of Missouri 
received certificates on said Bank of Illinois to the amount of $183,943 03, which 
certificates were cocnted by the committee, and are now ia possesion of the 
Bank, It is difficult to place any particular value upon these certificates. They 


 arequ ted by the brokers and.money dealers at about forty per cent. discount, 


while they refuse to give specie for them at a less discount than sixty per cent., 
nor if thrown into market could they be converted into specie funds without a 
loss of at least sixty per cent. This, then, in the opinion of the committee, is 
the only criterion by which they can arrive-at any definite conclusion as to the 
loss sustained by this transaction. They theretore estimate it at the sum of 
$110,265 SI. But little loss will be sustained by the notes of the State Bank of 
llinois. The certificates on the Gas Light Company, alluded to in former report, ` 
haze all been redeeined, with the exception cf $23,616 23. For this amount the 
Bank has security, and will probabiy realize the whole amount. * The balance 
of the notesof this institution were presented at the counter, a pro rata of spe- 
cie drawn, and the remainder converted inte certificates, which certificates are 
now in the mother Bank, and were counted bv the committee, and amount to the 
sum of $24,367 30. "These can be converted into specie at about 50 per cent. 
discount, making the loss by the State Bank of Illinois, $12,183 65. The Bank 
has now on hand of the notes of the United States Bank of Pennsylvania, $600. 
The paper of the last named bank is quoted at 26 per cent. discount, making a 
loss.of $156 00, which makes a total loss of $122,705 46 sustained by the rea 
ception of notes of suspended banks.—In the above calculation no estimate is 
made of the loss from the notes of the Bauk of the United States, as suit is still 
peuding to recover the same. | 

By reference to the answer given to the secon1 interrogatory, it appears that 
this depreciated paper was received by the Bank in payment of debts, and on'de- 
posit, with an.express understanding between the Bask and the depositors, that ` 
the sums so deposited’should be drawn out in the same kind of funds, and had the 
Bank adhered to this agreement, but little loss would have been sustained; but ` 
the Board of Directors unwisely and improvidently determined that the whole 


‘amount then remaining to the credit of depositors, should be, and the same was 


treated as specie, | A 
By this act the depositors were permitted to draw specie funds, which were in 


great demand, and bearing a high premium, in exchange for the worthless trash 
deposited. i l 

Ít mav be proper here to remark in connection with this subject, that some " 
time in November, 13.9, the Board of Directors determined not to deal in the 
paper of suspended Banks, and so commendable was the course that the popular 
branch of the General Assembly, desirous of giving some evidence of their ap- 
probation, passed, with but two disseuting voices, on the 14th of December, 1340, 
the following resolution: | 
- Resolved, That the Bank of the State of Missouri ought not to receive or pay 
out the paper of any Bink that fails to redeem its notes in gold and silver, except 
in payment to other Banks in their own paper.” NK 

But immediately after the adjournment of the Legislature, and while their 
warning voice was still vibrating in the ears of the Directory, a majority of them 
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abandoned their former position, and again converted the Bank of the State of 
Missouri into a distributing office for the irredeemable issues of foreign banks, 
thus fastening upon the country a worthless currency, and bringing distress and 
ruin upon the laboring and producing classes of our hitherto highly favored State. 

Had the effect of this course been confined to the bank, the injury resulting 
therefrom would have been comparatively small, but the bank by receiving and 
paying out these depreciated notes, and otherwise giving them credit, causes them 
to circulate in every hole and corner of the state, The mechanic and: laborer re- 
ceived them for their wages, the farmer for his produce, the merchant for his | 
goods. When they depreciated, the holders had to part with them'at a heavy | 
discount, and they fell into the hands of the brokers and money dealers of St. | 
Louis, who were indebted to said banks, and who, by this operation, realized a | 
handsome speculation. i 

The suit between the Bank of Missouri and the Bank of America, remains un-e - 
decided, as will appear by reference to the answer given to the seventh interro- 
gatory, and will probably remain so for some time to come, as no advancement - | 

.to a final termination of it appears to have been made since the last report tothe | 
General Assembly. : 

In regard to the dividend declared by the bank of 33 per cent. on the TOth day í 
of January, 1843, the committee, upon a full investigation of the facts, could ` 
come to no other conclusion than that said dividend, to some extent, impaired thè 
capital stock, although it may have been, and possibly was, unintentional on the — 
part of the Board of Directors. 

This dividend was made, as will appear by reference to the answer given to an 
interrogatory upon that subject, hereunto annexed, and marked Document N, 
upon the supposition that no loss would be sustained by the depreciated paper 
then on hand, but time has since proven this supposition to have been erroneous. 
If the losses had been-made-up at the time said dividend was declared, no good 
reason can be given why the Bank has not declared regular dividends since. 

In answer to the same interrogatory, they say that no further dividends will. 
be deciared until it is ascertained what loss will be sustained by the notes or cere 
tificates of the two banks above mentioned. This determination is very com- 
mendable, although the necessity of it is much to be regretted. 

With regard to the suspended debt of the parent bank, to which sllusion has 
alréady been made, the committee would remark that they could come to no cons 
clusion as to the actual loss sustained thereby. Tne debt is very large, and much 
larger than it should be. All banking institutions that deal to any considerable 
extent in discounts, necessarily meet with some losses. They cannot provide 
against every contingency. In many instances, no doubt, loans have been made 
to irresponsible persons, in consequénce of false representations made by others as 
to their solvency. 1t cannot be expected that the officers of the bank can be 
familiar with the circumstances of every individual who may apply for aid. In 
other instances the bank, with a view probably of affording relief to individuals 
who, by an improper management of their own affairs, or some unexpected mis. 
fortune in business, had become embarrassed, has madeloans without observing 
that prudence and caution so necessary to own its safety. " 
* A controversy has taken place between the parent bank and the branch at 
Fayette, in regard to the amount of circulation furnished said branch. The 46th 
section of the charter provides that the bills and notes issued by the bank shall in 

..mo case exceed one hundred per cent. above the amount of the capital stock 
paid in, for the first five years after the bank commences her issues; and after 
that period, the bank may, if in the discretion of the Directors if it be deemed 


advisable to do so, inerease her issues so as not to exceed two hundred per cent. 
above the amount of the capital stock paid in.

- Two hundred per cent ahove the amount of the capital of a Branch would 
make its circulation, $380, Uf6 52, and this amount is claimed by the Rare te 
Branch, as a matter of right, while it is contended on the part of the Parent 
Bank, that the above recited section of the charter gives her a discretionary 
power over the circulation of the Branches,as welt as her own,and enables her 
to withhold the adJitional circulation demanded by the Fayette Branch, if in 
the opinion of the Directors it be deemed advisable to do so. Without hazard- 
ing any opinion in relation to it, the committee would simply remark that some: 
a ae on the part of the General’ Assembly, would probably obviate the 
iificuity. ; 

The examination of the Branches proved them to be in a. sound, and healthy 
condition. By- reference to.statement No. 6, it will be seen, that the nett 
profits of the Fayette Branch since it went into operation, have been as follows =

'for the last sixteen months. Their suspended debt is $15,812 36, but it is sup- 
posed that a very smalt part willbe lost. 

The above statement shows a very handsome dividend, and. too much praise _ 
cannot be bestowed upon the President, O:ficers, and Directors of this Branch, 
for the prudent manner in which they have conducted its business. The Branch. 
at Palmyra has also been judiciously managed, although the profits have not been 
as large as might have been expected from a Branch located in that part of the 
State. It is presumed that but a small part of the suspended debt of this 
Branch, which is hereunto annexed, and marked (A.3) will be lost. The Branches 
at Jackson and Springfield have as yet- done but a small business, and from the 
best infor.nation the committee could obtain they were induced to believe that 
they had more capital than they could: profitably employ. 

At Jackson the bills discounted: amount to but $76,505: 00, and at Springfield 

to $47,669, 65, and it is very doubtful whether either of them will ever exceed 
$80,0JU.. This induced the committee to suggest to the Parent Bank the propri=- 
ety of transferriug the sürplus capital of these Branches to the Fayette Branch, 
where it could be profitably employed, and it is to be hoped that this object may 
yet be accomplished. 

The committae endeavored to ascertain the loss sustained bv the State. upon: 
the capital stock owned in her right, amounting to $272,263 6J, and for this

And that the deficit, to-wit, thesum of $32,855 694 
is a totalloss tu the State.

Whether cr not, the Bank has answered the purposes for which it was created, 
or in other words, fntfided the expectations of those who gave it existence, Is a’ 
fit subject of inquiry, and one worthy of the most Serfous consideration of the Gen- 
eral A sembly. 

The Legislature w hich passed the charter, were some what divided in opinion as 
to the propriety of the act. Those who opposed it urged the usual objections to 
banking, while those who supported it, contended that rit would give usa sound, 
and healthy circulating medium; that the Bank would bea fit place to invest the 
various funds, uader the control of the State, and that it would be asource of rev- 
enue, inasmuch, as the profits accruing to the State upon her capital stock, would, 
iosay the least of it, render increased taxation unnecessar y.' To avoid all com- 
petition, and to effect these desirable objects, strong penal enactments were made,

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preventing other banks from establishing. agencies within the limits of the State, 
It will hardly be contended at this late period, that the first object anticipated by 
its friends has been realized. So far indeed, from giving usa sound, and heal tliy 
circulating medium ; it for many years after its creation confined its business to 
the notes of other institutions, and was the means of giving them a free, and gen: 
eral circulation throughout the State. | 

"To what extent the Bank could have increased her circulation without hazard, 
the committee do not pretend to say. In justice to her, however, it must be ad- 
mitted’ that she commenced business at a most critical period. The Banks had 
generally suspended specie payment. The finances of the country were in à very 
embarrassed condition, and that confidence which had previously existed between 
different portions of our citizens, to some extent impaired.. Under these circum- 
stances, and from the fact that specie was in. great demand, had the Bank have 
thrown out her own paper lavishly, itis more ihan probable that it would im- 
mediately have returned to her counter, and specie have .been demanded by its 
holders. Since business has revived, and confidence been restored, the bank has 
been graduaily increasing her circulation, and her notes are now beginning to find 
their way into the common channels of business. ! 

That the investment of the funds held by the State in trust, in bank stock has 
been unprofitable, the present condition of our Seminary and Common Schools 
furnish ample proof. The seminary is somewhat involved, and so irregular, and 
uncertain are the dividends upon bank stock, that but little reliance can be placed 
upon that source to meet its liabilities. — 'i'his is to be regretted for the subject of 
education, is one of the most vital importance to the prosperity and well being of 
our State. The history of the bank proves most conclusively that it never can be 
made a source of revenue tothe State. Upon the contrary, unless the profits be- 
come greater than they have heretofore been, it will always be a burden upon the 
treasury. The mere fact, however, of its not being a source of revenue cannot 
be urged as an objection to the bank, for if the State can realize from her stock 
enough to pay tbe interest upon her bonds, and such incidental expenses as the 
bank subjects her to, it will be all that reasonably can be expected. Every effort 
should be made to upho!d, and sustain this institution ; but should it countinue 
hereafter to involve the State in debt, sound policy would seem to dictate, that aa 
endshould be put to its existence. Tne committee trust, however, that the necessity 
for this may not exist. Thebank has evidently been managed with more prudence 
during the last your, than at any former period, and it is to be hoped that its bu- 
siness will be so conducted hereafter as to give: it the good will and confidence of 
the community.
